HB late Mark Twain used to say, every time 
some college made him a doctor of laws, 
that the laws needed a lot of doctoring. 

Mark should have lived to meet Judson King. 
For King, though he is not an LL. D., is a prac- 
tical and practicing doctor of laws, and a believer 
in heroic treatment besides. 

He came to St. Louis last Monday with ian 
packed pill case and blue-covered manual of mu- 
nicipal, state and national pathology. The man- 


ual was the prospectus of the National Popular 
‘ Government League, of which King is executive 


secretary. Inside the cover, in the roster of offi- 
cérs and executive committeemen, appear the 
names of our Joseph W. Folk, of Mayor Baker of 
Cleveland, of Frank Heney of San Francisco, of 
the redoubtable William S. U’Ren of Oregon, of 
Gov.

As a law doctor, King’s specialty is organic law 
—¢ity charters, state constitutions and the Nation-

spoke of the United States Constitution as “the 

documient éver struck off by the hand and 
brain of wn.” But he believes that, in 127 years, 
~ the Constitution has com¢to need a lot of changes, 
most of which it will not get, by the p-:-sent 
amending method, in time to be of any benefit to 
people now living.

The full program of amendments to be proposed, 
after the “gateway” is opened, is not thus far giv- 
en, but King hinted at one of them when he re- 
marked: “Perhaps one day we will elect our Su- 
preme Court—who knows?” At present, he de- 
clared, “no legislation for the public good is safe, 
until nine old gentlemen on the Supreme Bench 
have decided that it conforms with the Constitu- 
tion of 127 years ago. We are governed by the 
dead!”’ 


No “Jokers” in Our New Charter. 


é< G ETTING the Gateway Amendment is a 
task which will have to be gone about 
in the old, toilsome way of amending 

the Constitution. The league, King said, has no 
Rockefeller or Carnegie behind it, nor even a Jo- 
seph Fels. It is running along on subscriptions, 
and is maintaining headquarters in Washington 
which are intended as a clearing house for po- 
litical information. It is trying to enlist support- 
ers of the initiative, referendum and recall, of the 
direct primary, direct nomination and election of 
the President, preferential ballot and effective cor- 
rupt practices act. 

In nearly six years of active publicity work for 
these reforms, King has become a trained scenter 
of “jokers” in reform legislation. He found no 
deftly concealed mockery in the new St. Louis 


for “trying to enable the people to rule, not try- 
ing to trick them out of their rights.” 

But he found a large and resounding “joker” in 
the new proposed State initiative and referendum 
law, which will be submitted to the voters of 
Missouri next November. 

If the proposal is carried, King declares, the “I 
& R.” will be dead in Missouri. For, he says, the 
proposed change would make it possible for a few 
county clerks to tie up any measure which it might 
be proposed to submit to the voters.

é¢ J UST listen to this,” said King, in his room 
at the Jefferson, as he indicated the sec- 
tion which he declares to be the “joker.” 

And he read: 

“Initiative petitions shall be filed with the re- 
spective County Clerks of the respective counties 
not less than four months before the election. 
Within 30 days after said initiative petitions are

If a County Clerk 
gets a petition on the last filing day, and exer- 
clses his power to hold it 30 days, the County 
Court will have to pass it on as soon as it receives 
it, or the petition will reach the Secretary of State 
too late.

How Switzerland Banished | 
Some Political Troubles 
That Beset Us. 

% WITZERLAND is the home of, Direct 
IS Legislation, but some American polt- 

ticians, Judson King has found, decry 
the idea of having any object lessons for 
this country drawn from Switzerland. 

“Uncle Joe’ Cannon, dean of the stand- 
patters, takes this view. “I could stand 
on the Matterhorn,” King quotes him as 
saying, “and shake my cigar ashes over 
the whole country, from Italy on one side 
to Germany on .the other; and yet they 
talk about applying the political methods 
of Switzerland to the United States, which 
stretches from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
and from the Lakes to the Gulf.” 

As indicating whether conditions differ 
essentially in big America and little 
Switzerland, King tells of his interview 
with former President Frey of Switzerland, 
who told him why that country, in lcs 
adopted Direct Legistation. 

“There was a gentleman named Albdert 
Escher,” said Frey, “who was at the head 
of a syndicate of railroads, which was al- 
lied with a syndicate of bankers, and who 
was very much interested in politics. He 
was a very pleasant, friendly gentleman— 
I liked him very much myself—and he had 
many friends in both political parties. At 
the same time, it became impossible to get 
any legislation enacted that was in favor of 
the people. Whether the Literal party or 
the Conservative party won, Mr. Escher 
won, and the people lost. 

“Tt became evident that, if Switzerland 
was to be run for the Swiss people, and 
not for the railroad syndicate, we must 
have new methods. And so, in 1869, we 
put through the initiative and referendum.” 

“Now,” says King telling the story, “how 
much difference is there, after all, between 
Switzerland and the United States?” 


get before the people. If that amendment passes, 
no measure that arouses any influential opposition 
will ever get before the people through the in- 
itiative.” 

“Tt will not make much difference,” I remarked. 

“Everything that comes up under the initiative 
in Missouri is voted down, anyway.” 

“Now as to that,” said King, “our organization 
has noticed that all intitiative proposals made in 


some inguiry into the reason. I find that two or 
ihree measures, particularly prohibition and single 
tax, have taken up the public attention, and that 
as to the other measures proposed, there has not 
been adequate publicity. 


Oregon’s Good Publicity Plan. 

66 O H, yes, 1 know the proposals are pub- 
lished, but mere publication is not 
publicity. we 

And King went on to explain the Oregon plan, 
by which pamphlets, containing not only the pro- 
posed measures, but the arguments for and against 
each one, are sent to all voters. He says 60 per 
cent of the voters read the pamphlets, and that 68 
to 75 per cent of the voters cast their votes on 
the measures. 

“We are not working to establish pure democ- 
racy,” said King, replying to an old objection to 
direct legislation measures. ‘We are working for 
a system of controlled representative government, 
Even in Oregon, 98 per cent of the legislation is 
done by the Legislature. 

“The chief question is, not so much what kind of 
laws does it make in every case, as, what kind of 
citizens does it make? I say that it teaches the 
people self-government, that it is a school, and 
not only a school, but a gymnasium, for voters. 

“In Switzerland, a few years ago, I went up to 
an old cowherd on a mountainside, a plain, rather 
rude looking man, and asked him where he stood 
on a proposal, which was then pending under the 
initiative, for the conservation of water power in 
the interest of the people. 

“The man straightened up as if he had received 
a military order. ‘I shall vote Yes,’ he said. “The 
water power belongs to the people.’ 

“In Oregon, at a time when a rather large batch 
of measures was before the people under the in- 
itiative, I asked a farmer how he could decide 9n 
so many proposals. 

“*You don’t live in this part of the country’ he 
replied, ‘or you’d know that there isn’t much new 
in all this list of measures that we're going to vote 
on. We've been discussing them out here for 
years, and now that we have the initiative, we're 
just getting a chance at them. There’s only one, 
or perhaps two, in the lot that I need to do any 
more studying on. And even if there were—well, 
if the Legislature at Salem can make up its mind 
on 800 bills in 40 days, can’t I make up my mind 
on a dozen or twenty measures in four months?" 

“Such talk as that is the voice of the people, 
and if I may not bolieve that it is always the voice 
of God, still I believe with Bryan that the peéo- 
ple have the right to make their own mistakes. 
And such people are not going to be scared to 
Geath because ‘Bill’ Taft says ‘Revolution!’

When the the Constitution|: Se Lidl to Direc, Not In saa rl, 


Former President of the Illinois 
Central Railroad Says It Is 
Absurd to Demand That All 
Corporations Engaged in 
Same Business Have Differ- 
ent Directors, Thus Depriving 
Them of Experienced Advis- 
ors.

me HE politicians and newspapers have had 
T much to say about “the prohibition of 
interlocking directorates among large cor- 
porations.” At the risk of placing myself ina 
hopeless minority, I must say that, in so far as 
interlocking directorates exist, they of themselves 
dv. not work for evil, but rather for the economic 
good of our whole people. 
As certain, and relatively few, men are b7 


heredity, education and environment fitted to be-}) 


come politicians or editors. and t) - great‘majority 
ar- not, so in like ma-ner but .ew men are fitted 
te be directors of corporations. The administra- 
tion of our public affairs and the control of the 
public press are in the hands of a celect few. So 
also the control of corporations is by law dele- 
ated to a few and not left to a helpless mob of 
scattered stocs.olders. In all these cases the se- 
lection of skilled men to do the necessary work 
is wise and works for economy. 

The report of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue for 1913 shows that under the law then in 
force (which exempted from Federal taxation cor- 
porations having a net income of Jess than $5000) 
the number of corporations making returns was 
505,336. The usual number of directors of corpo- 
rations is 12, sometimes more, sometimes less. 


-—Assuming "the average number of directo-s in 


each corporation to have been 10, there must aave 
been upward of »,053,°** directorsnips. Hence any 
low broad enouga to prevent interlocking w 
force a very large proportion of all our male citi- 
zens of full age into that one calling. In 1910 
there were in the United States 21,329,819 males 
of full age, of whom 2,293,676 were colored and 
a certain proportion superannuated or otherwise 
incompetent. It certainly cannot be contemplated 
that one man in six shall be a director of a cor- 
poration, much less that no one shall be a di- 
rector of two or more corporations. 


Where Can Line Be Drawn. 
HERE, then, is the line to he drawn? . If 
W at the size of the corporations, how ig 
the law. to define large ones and small 
ones? Mr. Roosevelt found it impossible by 
statute or in practice to distinguish between what 
he was pleased to call “good trusts” and “bad 
trusts.” “Large” being a purely comparative 
term, a corporation might be the largest of its 
kind engaged in a particular business—it might 
indeed carry on the whole of it—and yet be ex- 
ceedingly small in relation to the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Co. or the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, Or a number of corporations might be or- 
ganized today, each with a trifling capital, and 
without a change in their directorates have their 
capitalization enlarged to tremendous proportions 
tomorrow, and vice versa—the laws of most states 
providing for the reduction of capital. 

Unless the legislation shall be broad enough to 
regulate and control business . partnerships of 
every kind in all their dealings, it will be inop- 
erative. How can a Federal statute prevent Firm 
A, a member of which is a director of Corporation 
M, from agreeing with Firm B, a member of which 
is a director of Corporation N, as to the affairs of 
either or both corporations? Nor can the individ- 
val partners be by statute prevented from doing 
the like. To go a step further, if every citizen 
who is a director of one corporation shall be for- 
bidden from dealing with any citizen who is a di- 
rector of another in respect to either or both cor- 
porations we shall have the “reductio ad ab- 
surdum” in Federal encroachment on the liberty 
of the individual. 

To be candid, it seems to me utterly impossible 
to frame a statute, Federal or state, which by 
prohibiting interlocking directorates shall prevent 


that which we know has happened. .Nor is it nec-?. 


essary, as the evil does not arise from interlock- 
ing directorates, tut from executive committees, 
and can be cured by regulating and controlling 
and if need be legislating out of existence all such 
committees. 


Where the Real Peril Lies. 


HE report of the Pujo Committee to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, the things which 
have been done wrong have not been 

through interlocking directorates, but through 
frauds by directors on their stockholders being 
made possible through vesting corporate powers in 
executive committees. The ordinary boards. of 
diréctors of 12 men contain too many individuals 
for a policy of “addition, subtraction and silence” 
being pursued. It is now more than forty years 
since I went into the service of a large railroad 
company as clerk to the chairman in New York 
and later to the president in Chicago. My posi- 
tion and the personal confidence wales both of

a clear insight into corporate methods, and, as a 


director and an officer, I have been familiar with 
other railroads, with banks, trust companies and 


insurance companies of the very largest from that ¢ 


time on. In all the experience thus acquired | 
never-knew-of a case where, the business of the 
company having been currently discussed and 
actually controlled by the full Board of Directors, 
wrong toward the stockholders or toward the pub- 
lic was committed. On the other hand, whatever 
of wrong has been committed has-in every case I 
havVe looked into been done by or through execu- 
tive committees and in corporations whose full 
boards met chiefly, if not solely, to ratify the acts 
of such committees. 

The common. phrase running through the char- 
ters of corporations is substantially as follows: 
“All the powers of said corporation shall be vested 
in and exercised by a Board of’ Directors and 
such officers and agents as they may appoint.” 
Under such charters it has been a frequent prac- 
tice to pass by-laws creating smal] executive com- 
mittees and vesting in them “all the powers of the 
Board of Directors when it is not in session,” 
which powers are in practice exercised by a bare 
major‘ty of said committee. 


Cites Flagrant Abuses of Power. 
T HE great insurance companies in New York 


went further, their executive (i. e., 
finance) committees appointing sub-com- 
mittees and delegating to them the powers which 
had been previously sub-delegated by the Board of 
Directors. 
The most flagrant railroad case, and one ‘of 
the earliest brought to notice, formed the subject 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission’s report 


No. 943, filed in 1907, “In the matter of consolida-}, 


tions of carriers, relations between such carriers 
and community of interests therein, their rates, 
facilities and practices. The commission then 
said ~f a certain railroad company: 

The directors have delegated their pow- 
ers “to manage and direct all the business 
affairs of the company” to an Executive Com- 
mittee of five members, who shall act “in 
such manner as such committee shall deem 
best for the company’s interest in all cases 
in which specific directions shall not have 
been given by the board,” and in turn the 
chairman of the Executive Committee is au- 
thorized to represent that body when it is 
not in session.

Gen. Villa’s murder policy has brought on an- 
other acute crisis in Mexican affairs.. Both fac 
tions in Mexico seem to be afflicted with the 
madness which leads to destruction. What the 
{United States shall do depends largely on the 
lattitude of the British Government. We cannot 
well forbid the British Government to take vig- 
orous steps to protect the lives of its subjects. 
The only alternative may be for the United States 
to take vigorous action to restore peace ‘and 
order in Mexico. 

It is to be hoped that.a satistactory solution, 
will be found which will not involve us in war.

It is incredible that Delegate 
Gallagher and his co-worker, Lobbyist Scherrer, 
can control enough votes in the House of Dele- 
gates or in the Council to jam through an inso- 
lent proposition of this kind. 

The proposal, however, emphasizes the duty of 
the public spirited citizens of St. Louis to get 
together and work for the right kind of bridge 
completion. It emphasizes their duty to revise 
radically the present form of municipal govern- 
ment.

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THE HARD WINTER IN PITTSBURG.

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BHE-EEEPING IN TOWN. 

Keep a hive of bees in the back yard of the cot- 
tage, in the attic of the mansion, on the roof of 
the skyscraper, is the advice to city dwellers of 
Frank C. Pellett, State Bee Inspector of Iowa. 
He gives, during attendance on a national meet- 
ing of apiarists in St. Louis, the impression of one 
who does not. find in his official emoluments the 
chief inspiration for his work. He has that af- 
fection for bees that seizes on everyone who is 
brought into intimate contact with the wonderful 
insects, A hive of bees in the city will pay 100 
per cent a year on the investment, he says, and 
make a larger return in instruction for the patient 
observer of their ways. 

Maurice Maeterlinck kept a swarm of bees in his 
library, in the very midst of Paris. They not only 
maintained themselves with ease in that “stony 
desert,” but became collaborators with their mas- 
ter in one of the most delightful works of modern 
literature, a work which almost persuades us that 
the proper study of mankind is the bee. He enum- 
orates 44 men of eminence, eight in ancient times, 
who thought bees worthy of human companion- 
ship and wrote more or less accurately about them. 
The man who made greater contributions than all 
others to verified data about bees was a blind 
Swiss, Francois Huber, who studied them through 
the eyes of a servant. 

The law of the hive, its economic policy, .the 
lesson of the sacrifice of the individual to the 
general interest, comfort and security of the hive 
community are studies that cultivate the heart as 
well as the head. Maeterlinck even asserts that 
bees take a census of the blossoms early in the 
season and regulate the hive birth rate according 
to visible food supply. “Of all the inhabitants of 
this globe,” he says, “bees possess the highest in- 
telligence next to man.” To keep the workings of 
such intelligence under close observation is worth 
while. They still have secrets that baffle investi-- 


Hi To be sure, if everybody in the city kept bees,, 
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their numbers might soon be held a pest deserv- 
ing of swatting. But Maeterlinck says their stings 
are only a “dazzling poison distilled by these. 
daughters of the sun from their father’s angry | 
rays." Who could object to being stung.by any- 
thing so pleasant? He also says this: “To one 


who has known and loved them, a summer where| 


there are no bees becomes as sad and empty as 
one without flowers.” 

_ For thousands of city slum dwellers all summers 
are both flowerless and beeless.

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WOMEN WARN UNCLE SAM. 
“Old Shack’s” $25,000,000 “pork barrel” road bill, 


which passed the National House ef Representa- 
tives, 282. to 42, Wednesday, is denounced by a 
committee of the Daughters of the Revolution. 
They urge with sound sense that if Federal funds 
are to be appropriated to build wagon roads in 
and for the several states, the law must contain 
safeguards against the money’s being wasted by 
state politicians. They object especially to the 
placing of each state’s share of the pork in the 
hands of its Governor, to be by him distributed 
through. minor officials. 

The Senate, when it takes up the House Dill, 
niay well give heed to this timely warning. 

If Uncle Sam is to begin spending millions year 
after year (and the Shackleford bill is well un- 
derstood to be only the first of a long line of con- 
tinuing appropriations), in building wagon roads 
for states too lazy or too stingy to build their 
own highways, he should see to it that the offi- 
cials of such states do not touch a-penny of the 
funds. The money should be spent by Federal 
engineers, proof against political beguilement, im- 


proving posteffice mail routes. This is the only 


basis on which such an outlay can be clothed with 
even the shadow of 'egitimacy. 

There is no state in the Union which is not fi- 
Mancially able to build, at its own cost, all the 
}s00d roads ite people need, nor any state whose 
taxpayei's will refuce to vote. state funds for such 
use, if assured the money will be intelligently and 
honestly expended. The real reason why the 
several states lack good roads is that their poli- 


ticians, in and out of office, have been too ig-' 


norant .or too cowardly, or both, to press this 
fundaniental need upon popular attention, or too 
shifty to win the people’s confidence tn the ex- 
penditure of the large sums needed for the work. 

State government in the United States has 
been often and severely indicted for want of 
honesty and competency; never more severely 
than by this proposition, backed by State of- 
ficials, to unload upon the nation the states’ 
duty to build their own roads. It is in effect 
a confession of bankruptcy, not so mach finan- 
cial as moral. Southern states in particular 
which may indorse this raid cannot thereafter 
complain at any invasion of their prerogatives 
and powers by the Federal Government. 
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Lucky for Senator Gore that he ran his gaunt- 
let when the “white slave” hysteria was subsid- 
ing instead of at its height. 
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RATIONAL TASKS FOR CONVICTS. 

Among them are: Drainage of swamps and 
leveeing of rivers against overflow; construction 
of roads and planting of shade trees along the 
roads; quarrying of rock to be used in road build- 
ing; raising animal and vegetable food for the 
prison system, on a State farm; shop work at the 
State Prison, supplying tools, clothing and other 
equipment needed by the system. 

The out-door employment would improve the 
health and character of the convicts, whereas con- 
finement within the walls notoriously has the 
contrary effect. 

Nothing prevents adoption of the rational plan 
except the greed of prison labor contractors and 
the complaisance of State officials who look to 
the contractors for political support. 
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The “Frisco trot” is only another of those inter- 
lecking dances and probably takes its name from 
the California town rather than from the popular 
form of railroad crganization. 
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ENTER, THE GOLDEN AGB. 
There may be something in Joe Folk’s proposi- 
tion that the Wilson administration has ushered 
inethe Golden Age of American Democracy.

Mr. Taft’s Point of View.

He does not re- 
gard his own’ defeat as sounding the death-knell 
ef the Republican party.

He does not want amalgamation 
with the Progressives. He likes them little and 
Reosevelt still less. “Those of us.” he says, “who 
believe that Mr. Roosevelt’s new theories of. gov- 
ernment wil scriously impair that which we hold 
essential to the maintenance of liberty regulated 
by law, are justified in thinking that the most 
important thing to the country is to defeat the 
Progressive party in presidential elections.”

Pork and Pauperization.

No Demand for It. ' 


Houston Post: It is not the business of the 
Federal Government to build roads within the 
states, and the amount allotted to each state is 
so small that the benefits of the expenditure 
would never be discovered by the people. The 
people of mcst of the states are awakening to 
the necessity of good roads and the movement 
is gaining. momentum throughout the country, 
There is no demand for the Federal Government 
to participate in it.

Republican Leader Alvarez Declares Senti- 
ment Expressed to Gen. Ancarate 
Means Much to Country. 


MADRID, Feb. 21.—Something of a sensation 
has been created in Spain by a speech delivered 
at a political banquet in Valencia by Senor Mel- 
gina des Alvarez, the most eminent consulting 
lawyer in Spain, a parliamentary deputy and ar- 
dent Republican. Senor Alvarez, who is known to 
the Post-Dispatch readers by his published opin- 
lon of the great work accomplished by the United 
States in connection with the Panama Canal, 
spoke of the democracy and patriotism of King 
Alfonso. He said: 

“After an interview, a short while ago, which 
the King had with Gen. Ancarate, very well- 
known for his great advanced Liberal tendencies, 
Alfonso said: ‘General, I assure you that above 
all things I am s0 much of a Spaniard and, more- 
over, such an ardent patriot that, if I knew it 
were really the will of th8 country to abolish the 
monarchy, I would cheerfully resign the crown 
and my kingdom, and if Spain then required my 
services, and such a thing were possible, I would 
become president of the republic or whatever 
other form of government it might best suit-my 
country to adopt. [ am too sincere a patriot and 
have too deep a love for the welfare of my na- 
tive land to stand in the way of her prosperity. 
My one desire is to see Spain great and ith the 
foremost ranks of civilization.’ 

“IT have no monarchial sentiments, as you all 
here weil known,” continued Alvarez, “but with 
such statements as this from the lips of the King, 
no republic is needed. Besides, such an institu- 
tion under present circumstances in Spain is an 
impossibility. I mean a republic based on such 
solid foundations as those of which the great re- 
public of North America rests, one entirely worthy 
of all respect and admiration.”’ 

When the 600 American tourists who landed 
in Cadiz from the Rotterdam, arrived here they 
experienced a characteristic attention from King 
Alfonso who, with the Queen and his family, are 
temporarily occupying the famous Alcazar, under 
such circumstances always closed to the public.

At the Playhouse in London a few 
nights ago Marie Tempest made the pre-

Lady 
Sophia, having socialistic leanings, takes 
more than a platonic interest in their 
good-looking young footman, of refined 
intellectual tendencies, who responds by 
falling in love with her. It is said that 
the charm of the play, outside of the 
dialogue, which is full of sparkle, con- 
sists in the coquettish artifices by which 
Lady Sophia reveals her love for ths 
footman, who, a perfect servant, 
schooled in keeping his emotions undor 
complete control, suffers the agonies of 
Tantalus at the hands of his fascinat- 
ing tormentor. 

But this love-making between mis- 
tress and servant, however daintily 
done, is disagreeable to British senti- 
ment, so, to render it more palatable, 
the peculiar expedient is adopted of 
making the footman a ‘‘love child” and 
half-brother to Lord George Lackland, 
the fortune-hunting villain of the story. 
The daring feature of the play, from 
the British viewpoint, is ite burlesque 
of the conservative conception of Lioyid 
George as a “bogey man,” it being an 
established convention of the London 
stage that only Radicals are to be 
scored when political topics are intro- 
duced. ;

DRAMA'S WANE 10 
DEGRADED IDEALS 


Says American Theater Stand- 
ards Are Lower Than Those 
of Any Other Country. 


BY LOUIS V. DEFOE. 
(Dramatic Critic, New York Werid.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—‘You ask me 
what it is that cut the ground from un- 
der the theater this season?’ 

Let it be understood at once that Da- 
vid Belasco is doing the talking. I had 
asked Mr. Belasco if he could explain 
why the going had been so rough for 
the theaters this year. I had requested 
bim not to beat about the bush, but to 
keep to cold, hard facts. If there was 
going to be an interview at all it must 
be direct and to the point. 

“What is it that is undermining the 
theater today?” Mr. Belasco repeated. 
“I will tell you. If the theater is* in 
hard luck, and anyone with an inside 
knowledge of it knows that it is, the 
business methods by which it is con- 
ducted are to blame. 

“The art of the stage is being throt- 


office. Did I say loose? I will put it 
even stronger than that. The business 
methods of the theater in this country 
are low. They are the lowest of any 
country in the world today. 

“In every other country that supports 
an artistic drama, the stage, and the 
control of the theater itself, are in: the 
hands of men qualified for the public 
responsibility they assume by expert- 
ence, education and a life-long devotion 
to dramatic art. How many men who 
direct the policies of our theaters. ia 
New York do you suppose are intellec- 
tually qualified for such a task? 

Evils ‘of Degraded Management. 

“The artistic department of every 
playhouse is highty sensitive to busi- 
ness and commercial tnfluence. The very 
nature of a theater not gupported by 
subsidy or endowment makes'this sene 
sitiveness unavoidable. Since any spec- 
ulator can hang out a sign and call 
himself a manager, since any charlatan 
can get his name printed on & program 
as a producer, what must be the effect 
upon the artistic product of the the- 
ater? 

“The ery has spread over the world 
that it is hard to get good plays. 1 
have been swelling the chorus of that 
cry. But since the market is wide open 
to cheap and tawdry plays, what is the 
incentive to the dramatist to write up 
to his ideals, if he has his living to 
earn? Once he found it difficult te 
write up to the standards of the man- 
agers; now he finds it hard work to 
write low enough to suit them. 

“Our managers judge plays from a 
standpoint inside the theater. Most of 
their associates are the people in their 
own profession. They do not put them- 
selves in the viewpoint of the géneral 
public, so the playwright says, ‘If I 
can’t sell Manager Jones a white rose, 
I will give him a blood-red one.’ 

“What's the good, I ask, to take 
spring lamb to a house when you know 
that only pork is wanted? 

“It is precisely in this respect that 
the London theaters have an advantage 
ever ours. English playwrights are no 
more capable than our own. Public 
taste as displayed in the English the 
ater is not superior to ours. But even 
with the disadvantages of its acter-man- 
ager system, the London theater is much 
more -intelligently conducted than ours 
in New York. It is controlled by men 
who have dignity and artistic percep- 
tions, and ours is not. In this respect 
the theater everywhere in Europe is 
ahead of America. 

“What I have said to you applies to 
the artistic aspect of the drama in 
Né@w York. Now let us look at the dis- 
tinctively business side a moment. The 
methods in vogue among most managers 
—not all, perhaps, but most of them—

On Way to Huntsville, Ark.,

HUNTSVILLE, Ark., Feb. 22.—The 
most famous of recent kidnaping cases, 
the disappearance of 9-year-old Cather- 
ine Winters nearly a year ago from her 
home in Newcastle, Ind., is believed by 
the authorities to have been solved here 
early today wheri a posse seized an eld- 
erly man and a girl, dressed as a boy, 
who were traveling through the country 
in a wagon like gypsies. 

The man, who gave the name of Ed- 
ward Stewart and said he was 55 years 
old, made the startling assertion that 
Catherine was his own daughter, and 
not the daughter of William A. Winters, 
a Newcastie dentist, who has spent a 
large sum of money in searching for. the 


girl, whose father he declared himself 
to be. 


Says Girl Is His Daughter. 
Stewart said that he was the hus- 


band of Winters’ first wife, wno, Stew- 
art said, divorced Winters and is 
now dead, and that Catherine was their 
daughter. Pressed to explain this cir- 
cumstance, he declined to discuss the 
subject further. He admitted the child 
with him is the girl whom Winters has 
sought in a quest covering many states, 


‘and said he had changed her name from 


Catherine to Lucy. The child conaucted 
herself affectionately toward Stewart. 
whom she calls “‘papa.'’ : 

The girl, who is in the care of Sheriff 
M. H. Schuster of, this town and his 
wife, says her name is Catherine Win- 
ters and that she formerly lived in a 
town in Indiana, the name of which she 
cannot remember. Vaguely she recalis 
a trip in an automobile from her home 
and a journey in a red wagon. 

A Fort Smith newspaper a few days 
ago printed a picture of the missing 
child and a story of her disappearance. 
Citizens near here were struck by a re- 
semblance of the picture to a child in 
company with an elderly man, who, 
traveling in a wagon, had been camping 
in the neighborhood, since Monday.

WOULD CONFUSE VOTERS 


Mayor Probably Would Veto 
the Bill if Passed by 
Assembly. 


That the City Council will kill the 
latest A. & M. scheme proposed by 
Delegate Gallagher in an effort to de- 


feat the Citizens’ Committee’s initiative 
campaign to complete the free bridge 
by the Reber approach route by coupling 
up with it another proposition to vote 
on at the same special election was in- 
dicated yesterday by expressions given 
to Post-Dispatch reporters by members 
of the upper house of the Assembly. 
Here is the Gallagher scheme: To 
pass an ordinance calling a special 
bond issue election, after the initia- 
tive petitions have been presented, 
but to provide that both the Reber 
approach bond issue for $2,750.000 and 
the A. & M. bond issue for $4,250,000 
be voted on at the same election. 

Members of the Council duclared Gal- 
lagher’s scheme was so preposterous and 
would result in so much confusion that 
an intelligent expression of the will of 
the people could not be registered at 
the polls. President Lazarus and Coutn- 
cilmen Fletcher, Koenig, Haller, Herr- 
mann and Ebeling declared they woul’ 
n-t stand for submitting the two propo- 
gitions at the same election. 

“Scheme to Defeat Pian.” 

Under the Gallagher scheme, both 
the Reber approach and Alton & Mis- 
sissippi bond issue propositions 
would be printed on the same ballot 
Each voter would be required to vote 
on each proposition. If he favored the 
Reber approach, and was opposed to 
the Alton & Mississippi approach, he 
would Have to scratch “No” on the 
first proposition and “Yes” on the 
second. But he could vote for both 
propositions, or against both. 

Members of the Council asserted 
that this was merely a scheme to 
defeat the object of. the Citizens 
Committee’s efforts to complete the 
bridge through the initiative. Even 
Dr. Paul Fletcher, chairman of the 
Joint Conference Committee of the 
Council and House of Delegates, a 
strong Alton & Mississippi supporter, 
declared it would be unfair to sub- 
mit the double-barreled proposition 
at the same election. 

It is regarded as certain that Mayor 
Kiel, who is now fully determined to 
fight for the Reber approach, and 
who has promised to give all the 
service in his power in getting up the 
initiative petitions to appeal to the 
people from the denial to the people 
of their rights by the House of Dele- 
gates, would veto the Alton & Mis- 
sissippi proposition. 

Councilman Haller . asserted 
Council would stand firm for 
Reber approach, and would not 
der any conditions vote to submit tha 
Alton & Mississippi proposition at 
the same time the bond issue for the 
Reber approach went to the people.

FIREMEN FIGHT 
DOWNTOWN BLAZE 
FOR TWO HOURS 


Dense Smoke and Barred En- 
trances at 214 Pnie Street 
Cause General Alarm. 


SALVAGE CORPS MAN HURT 
Loss to Hughes Printing Co. 


Estimated at $16,000; Build- 
ing Damaged $2500. 


A general alarm of fire was given 
shortly after 7 o’clock yesterday even- 
ing, when flames were discovered com- 


ing from the plant of the Hughes 
Printing Co., in the rear of 244 Pine 
street. For a time it seemed the four- 
story brick structure, which house# the 
plant, would be lost, as firemen were 
baffled in their efforts to enter the 
structure, so dense was the smoke. 

In responding to the alarm, Lieut. 
Frank Gailey of the Salvage Corps No. 
1 was thrown from his seat on the 
salvage wagon and suffered & broken 
leg. He was taken to Mulalnphy Hos- 
pital. The wagon swerved sharply as 
‘it struck a section of hose. 

Firemen found difficulty in locatinz 
the flame because all doors and win- 
dows were tightly closed and locked, 
and dense clouds of smoke enveloped 
the interior. 

Axes were used to break a padlock on 
the main entrance door, after which 
windows were broken. When air was 
admitted flames burst through the first 
and second floors. 

With scaling ladders the firemén 
quickly mounted to the fire escape and 
burst the glass from the windows on 
the upper floors. Little flame was no- 
ticeable, however, near the top of the 
building, and marty tines of hose were 
played upon the first and second floore 
and basement. At 9 o’clock the fire was 
well under control. 

Shortly before 11 o’clock fire broke 
cout again on the second floor and 
cimbed a wall, finally emitting flames 
that illuminated the skies through the 
roof. Firemen who remained to pump 
water from the cellar called for assist- 
unce, and several companies responded. 
At 1 a.’m. the building was again pro- 
nounced free of flames. 

The cause of the fire was not learned 
by the police. A man giving the name

Explanation Read With Interest. 
Villa’s explanation, as telegraphed 
‘ by him today to ihe Constitutional 
agency here, was exhibited unoffi- 
cially to State Department officials, 
and, though cead with interest, 
brought no comment. Army officers 
took particular interest in the refer- 
ence to Benton as an “armed prowl- 
er,” and as such not entitled to the 
protection of the rules of war. The 
“armed prowler,”’ described in “order 
100” of the American army is essen- 
tially a guerilla, they explained and 
one who is caught within military 
lines with arms either engaged in the 
wariton destruction of property or as 
part of an invading force.

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GIRL LOSES SUIT | 


AGAINST PASTOR 
WHO KISSED HER 


field Minister, Who Says 
Caress Was in Fun. 


BROOKFIELD, Mo., Feb. 21.-—Miss 
Harriet L. Myers, 23-year-old daugh- 
ter of H. C. Myers, editor of the Linn 
County Budget, today lost her $5000 
damage suit against the Rev. W. Cc. At- 
wood, pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church, on the charge of forcibly kiss- 
ing her in her father’s office and ask- 
ing her to go to St. Louis with him. 
The jury, which, received the case at 
10 o'clock last night, returned a 9 to 3 
verdict for the defendant at 5 p. m. to- 
day. 

On the witness stand the girl admitted 
the suit, which was not filed for a year 
and a half after the kissing episode, was 
instigated by her father. Atwood tes- 
tified he kissed the young woman in 
fun when he went to her father’s office 
with a church announcement, and vigor- 
ously denied intending wrong. Sena- 
tor E. B. Fields of Browning, one of 
the lawyers for the pastor, in his ar- 
gument, assailed Editor Myers for “us- 
ing his daughter for revenge.’’ 

Five members of the First Presby- 
terian Church, of which Atwood is pas- 
tor, Your of them elders, testified for 
him. They retold the stories of the 
church board meetings, when H. C. 
Myers, the girl's father, had insisted 
some action be taken, and said that a* 
first they were’in favor of demanding 
the preacher’s resignation, but that 
later they thought this was an injus- 
tice, and even now did not think he 
should be forced to give up his church 
here. 

The charge that Pastor Atwood had 
kissed Miss Myers was first made pub- 
lic last November. 

Myers published the kissing story in 
his paper on the day the suit was filed. 
Myers and Pastor Atwood had not been 
friends for several years. 

The trial attracted crowds that could 
not be accommodated in the large court- 
room. Many persons ate their lunches 
in the courtroom to hold their seats. 

The jury was composed of farmers, 
none of whom was a resident of the 
township in which Brookfield is. After 
the jurors had been out one hour last 
night they were excused until 8:30 this 
morning. All day, except for an imter- 
mission at noon, they were shut up in 
the jury room. Considerable money Was 
wagered on the result. 

The day before the trial began the at- 

the defendant asked Judge 
Lamb to make a ruling as to the admis- 
sibility of evidence concerning the de- 
fendant’s alleged misconduct with other 
women. The Judge excluded all such 
evidence.

14 LIFE-SAVERS DROWNED 


TRYING TO REACH WRECK 


QUEENSTOWN Feb, 21.—Fourteen 
life savers were drowned when they 
went out from Fethard to rescue the 
crew of the Norwegian bark, Mexico, 
driven on the rocks near the Saltes 
Islands, Wexford, last night. 

Two lifeboats answered the distress 
call of the Mexico, bound from Laguna, 
Mexico, to Falmouth. The first to reach 
her was stove in, but the life savers 
were able to scramble on. board the 
wrecked Mexico, where they remained 
all night. The second “lifeboat sunk, 
with her crew of 14 men. a 

The fate of eight members of the 
crew of the Mexico who were obliged to 
stay aboard is still uncertain. 

Three tugs stood by the wreck 
throughout the day. Twelve men were 
to be seen on-one of the islands, but 
the life savers were powerless to help 
them, The bodies of five lifeboat men 
were washed up this afternoon.

In response to a resolution by the 
House of Delegates requesting facts as 
to the “‘net loss per day on account 
eof interest paid upon bridge bonds after 
deducting the interest earned by the 
sinking fund per ” day,” Comptroller 
Player reported Friday night that it 
was $327.17. 

Associate Comptroller Felix E. Gunn, 
who previously had announced that 
the cost of the bridge was approximate- 
ly $875 a day, as published daily in the 
Post-Dispatch, reiterated the statement 
yesterday that the bridge was costing’ 
the taxpayers of the city approximately 
$875 a day, without any return while it 
stands uncompleted. 

“The city ts paying approximately $359 
a day in Interest on the $3,228,000 of out- 
standing bridge bonds,”’ said Gunn. “Tt 
ts also putting approximately $500 a day 
into the sinking fund for the redemption 
of these bonds.

Kidwell, who is 48 years old, Tor the 
last week has been working at Hanni- 
bal, coming here from Moberly, Mo. Kid- 
well, withig a week after coming here, 
the authorities say, remarked that he 
was wanted in Wellington, and talked 
with Robert Merrick, a Burlington Rail- 
road detective. Kidwell took Merrick 
into his confidence, and told the story, } 
they say. The detective then notified 
the officers at Wellington and closely 
watched Kidwell for two days. 

The three members of the McAnnally 
family were killed while sleeping in a 
tent near the Santa Fe Rallroad round- 


SPRINGFIELD, Il., Feb. 21.—John Al- 
exander Dowie’s dictum against tobac- 
co, which has been the law of the faith- 
ful in Zion City, lll., was overthrown by 
the: Illinois Supreme Court today.

SPRINGFIELD, Hil, Feb. 21.—Ray 
‘Pfanschmidt, convicteg in the Adams 
County Circuit Court of a quadruple 
murder, was granted a new trial in 
the Supreme Court today when the 
lower courts findings were reversed 
on @ writ of error.

Laporte had previously testified, as 
the complaining witness In the case, that 
he went to Allison after seeing an ad- 
vertisement in a newspaper, and that 
Allison guaranteed to cure him for $25 
in four treatments by intravenal -injec- 
tions. Laporte declared he paid Allison 
$7 down and $2.50 upon his fourth treat- 
ment, after which his condition remained 
unchanged.

Sidener exhibited to Dr. Chambers the 
book brought into court by Jones, Dr. 
Chambers was asked what he thought 
of it. 

“Oh, that is horrible,””’ was the re- 
ply.

FOR REBER ROUTE 


Bridge Bonds in One Election in 
19th Received More Than 
Two-Thirds. 


The Post-Dispatch is printing from 
day to day maps of the city’s 28 
wards that voters all over town may 
know who their respective Delegates 
are’ and whether their views on the 
free bridge question are represented 
or misrepresented in the House. 


The Nineteenth Ward is represented 
in the House of Delegates by. Thomas 
J. Butler of 212A Franklin avenue. 
Butler is a saloonkeeper at 3001 Kaston 
avenue. 

He. is one of the 17 Democratic mem- 
bers of the combine of 22 obstruction- 
ists of free bridge legislation in the 
House, having taken a pSsition with 
the supporters of the A. & M. $4,200,000 
grab, and against permitting the people 
to vote on a proposition to issue $2,760,- 
000 of bonds to build the Reber approach 
and open the bridge to use. 

The voters in the Nineteenth Ward 
have on three occasions given large 
majorities in favor of issuing bonds 
for the Reber approach, and in one of 
the three electiong registered more 
than a two-thirds vote for the Reber 
approach, In 1911 the voters of the 
ward cast 997 votes for the bonds and 
only 453 against them, the vote being 
more than two-thirds for the bonds. At 
the special election in 1912 there were 
1189 votes for the bonds and only 688 
against them, the majority being almost 
two-thirds. In November, 1912, the vote 
was 1759 for the bonds and 1237 against 
them, again being almost a two-thirds 
majority. 

Business men residing in thé ward 
told a Post-Dispatch. reporter that the 
sentiment there for the completion of 
the bridge by building the Reber ap- 
proach was much stronger at this time 
than ever before, and that if.a bond 
issue should be submitted, the bonds 
would receive more than a two-thirds 
vote in the ward. 

Ex-Delegate for Reber Pian. 

Eugene B. Gregory of Menown & 
Gregory, coffee merchants at 414 North 
Second street} is a Reber approach ad- 
vocate. He resides at 2931 Dickson 
street, in the Ninteenth Ward, and 
formerly represented his ward in the 
House of Delegates, where he was ac- 
tive in support of the Reber approach 
bonds. 

“IT am not an engineer,” he said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “and I was 
willing to intrust this egineering prob- 
lem to competent engineers. A layman 
does not dispute the expert advice of 
his physician, and I feel that an en- 
gineering matter is more safe in the 
hands of an expert engineer than in the 
hands of a coffee merchant or a man 
in any other business, occupation or 
profession. 

“When disinterested engineers told us 
that the Reber approach was the proper 
one and met every engineering and busi- 
ness demand, that was stfficient fo> 
me, and I did all in my power to com- 
plete-the bridge along that line. 

“We khew at the time the $3,500,000 of 
bonds were voted that that amount 
would not pe sufficient to complete the 
bridge. There was no misunderstand- 
ing about that, and it did not occur 
to us that there would be opposition to 


per east side approach. 

“T have a wide acquaintance in my 
ward and from the talks I have had i 
believe the sentiment for the Reber ap- 
proach is stronger than even before. If 
the issue should be submitted now, the 
bonds would get more than the two- 
thirds vote. The people are absolutely 
opposed to the A. & M. proposition 
They see in it only a real estate specu- 
lation, and they would never vote bonds 
for it.” 

Waking Up the Business Man. 

John Haggenjos of 2388 Dickson 
street, vice-president of the Eureka 
Brass Co., 2210 Scott avenue, believes 
the Reber approach plan would carry 
and that the A. & M. would be defeated. 
“IT do not know but that this mixup 
about the bridge is to St. Louis a bless- 
ing in disguise,” he said. “It is having 
the effect of waking up the business 
man of St. Louis, and is teaching him 
that he has a greater duty than the 
immediate demands of his own business. 
“Business men now realize, for the 
first time, I beliévé, that to protect the 
city and to protect the business interests 
of the city, which means the protection 
of the entire citizenship, from the pro- 
fessional politician and the man who 
has no interest in the city’s welfare, 
they must take an interest in politics. 
“We are having an example of dis- 
graceful politics and political rule by a 
House of Delegates composed of men 
who are doing every injury possible to 
the business of the city for some reason 
we cannot understand. The blame, I be- 
lieve, rests principally on the business 
men and the better class of citizens. 
We have been content to permit a few 
ward politicians, saloon keepers and pro- 
fessional politicians to nominate our 
members of the House of Delegates. 
With very few exceptions we have not 
taken an interest in primaries, and if 
we have voted at elections, we have 
generally found that we had to take 
our choice between two men, neither of 
whom we considered fit for the office. 
Instead of getting into the fight and 
correcting these conditions, we have in 
too mary instances become disgusted 
and washed our hands of politics, de- 
claring that it was too dirty to mix up 
in. 

“Now, there is a different feeling. In 
the future the business men of St. Louls 
are going into politics. 


Tthey will be heard from. When the busi- 
j ness interests of the city get together 


for clean politics and demand good men 
in office, they will win. We must open 


a sufficient amount to build the pro-f

standpoint is the proper approach for 
the free bridge, and I am satisfied bonds 
would be voted for It. The A. & M. 
proposition is thoroughly discredite’i, 
and could not possibly receive a ma- 
jority, much less a two-thirds majority.”’ 

Butler, Delegate from the Nineteenth 
Ward, is aiso Democratic committeeman 
from the ward. He told a Post-Dis-

Three divers were sent to the scene 
of the disaster less than five hours 
after the Monroe went down. They 
spent three weeks searching the sunk- 
en: ship and the beach for” miles 
around for bodies, but not one was 
found. 

The divers, John Jacobson, Cross 
Evatt and Olof Saderberg, said to be 
the best in their business on the At- 
lantic coast, were quartered on the 
tug, I. J. Merritt for two weeks. The 

| Merritt was sent to New York and 
the tug’ Rescue took her place. 

Saderberg was the first person to 
set foot on the deck of the Monroe 
after she plunged to the bottom of 
the Atlantic. 

He spent 30 minutes on the ship on 
this occasion and succeeded in get- 
ting the ship’s papers from the office 
of the purser. He and Evatt made 
yumerous other descents and were 
on the ship for as long as 45 minutes 
at a time. 

Ship Cut Almost in Half. 

Saderberg, in telling of his experi- 
ence, said: 

“The ship was almost cut in half 
by the collision. There is a big hole 
in her starboard side that extends 
clear up to her main deck. I believe 
every piece of glass on the ship was 
broken by the crash.

in the main saloon did not have a 
whole glass in it, and the deck on the 
starboard side appeared to warp, as 
if the boards were loosened by the 
collision. 

“The ship, considering the big hole 
in her side, is lying almost on an even 
keel. She is listed only about three 
and a half degrees to starboard. She 
seems to be resting easily and is 
standing firm. I could not feel any 
movement of the ship when I stepped 
on her although I went down on one 
occasion when there was a good- 
sized swell on. 

“The water on the Atlantic Coast Is so 
heavy and dark it is not an easy task 
for a diver to see anything at a depth 
of 70 feet. Had the ship turned over 
and gone down sideways, I don’t believe 
it woul@ have ‘been possfble to distin- 
guish anything on her. 

““‘We. worked mostly by charts of the 
ship, which we studied before we went | 
down, and if we started after a certain 
object we knew exactly where to go. 

Knew Where to Look for Papets. 

“When I went down for the ship’s pa- 
pers I knew exactly where to look for 
them. I knew just where the Captain’s 
office was, and when my feet touched 
the deck of the ship I was almost in 
front of the office. It was comparative- 
ly easy to root around among the 
pigeon-holes in the deck office and re- 
cover the papers. 

“Recovering papers from the purser’s 
office was not so easy. The door to 
this room was not on hinges. It was 
a sliding door and had become swollen. 
I could not open it, and I suppose I 
gave too hard a jerk in attempting to 
get it open. .My mates on the surface 
thought I was signalling to be hauled 
up and they started to pull me. *I had 
to give another sign, before they found 
out I was all right. I could not open 
the door on this trip, but on the next 
time down I carried a little bar, and had 
little trouble in forcing an entrance. 

“To reach the purser’s office it was 
necessary for me to descend as near to 
the main gangway -as we could judge. 
With only the mast of the sunken ship 
visible above water we had to judge 
every step by the chart. I landed within 
a few feet of the gangway, and entered 
the ship. I had to proceed cautiously. 
It Was necessary to make several turns, 
and descend the stairs leading from the 
dining salon to the main salon. 

“I found broken glass and splinters 
all around me, but saw no signs of any 
bodies. In descending the steps, the air 
tube became twisted and I had to signal 
to be hauled up. On the way up the 
tube became clear again and I was 
lowered back to the ship. Less than 


half a minute elapsed between the time 


I discovered my air cut off and when 
I was being hauled up. You must work 
quickly, however, and can’t take too 
many chances on having your breath 
cut off under water. The tube, I think, 
got caught on the baluster while I was 
descending the stairway. 
Papers Easy to Find. 

“Onee in the purser’s office it 
not difficult to locate the papers I came 
after. I found thein in the exact spot 
I was told they were in before I left 
the deck of the tug. 

“Myself and my mate took turns at 
going down to the Monroe. I would 
spend from a half to three-quarters of 
an hour on the ship, sometimes accom- 
plishing nothing, and would be hauled 
up on the surface almost out of breath. 
Evatt would go through the same ex- 
perience. He went through as much 
of the ship as I did, and was down lon- 
ger on one occasion than I[ was. 

“We also had a plan of the ship show- 
ing the location of state rooms. We 
were to search first the state rooms oc- 
cupled by passengers who lost their 
lives. Then we were to search the 
sleeping quarters of the crew for the 
bodies of those who went down with the 
ship. We found the latter task more 
difficult than any we had to face. 

“It was necessary to go almost into 
the bowels of the ship to reach the 
crews’ quarters. We did not find a 
single body. Once we stumbled against 
eorge soft object that was mistaken for 
4 body, but found it to be a piece of 
carpet that had become rolied up by its 
contact with the water.

Police Go Over Scene of Crime 
to Prove Theory She Wa» 
Followed From, Car. 


AURORA, Ii, Feb. 21.—The murder 


of ‘i"heresa ‘Hollander, who was clubbed 
tu death in St. Nicholas cemetery last 
Mond.ty night, was re-enacted here last 
night in the presence of Anthony Petras, 
former \suitor of the.girl, who is held 
as a suspect. 

Police carefully went over the route 
Miss Hollander took returning home 
from a Aodge meeting. One of the 
policemen took the part of Petras, who 
rode home on the car with Miss Hoi- 
lander. 

The pseudo Petras jumped off the 
street car on which Miss Hollander 
rode to her home, a block beyond where 
the one actimg the part of Miss Hol 
lander alighted. ; 

From Indiana street, where the man 
alighted, he ran back after the police- 
man “Miss Hoallander.’’ The pursuer 


walked rapidly, and overcame his quar-. 


ry about a block before the cemetery 
was reached. 

Thks, the police say, support their the- 
ory that Migs MHollander’s pursuer 
caught up with her and walked a short 
distamce with her. 

‘Interesting,’ was the only comment 
Petras made as members of the police 
force acted the scenes of th® murder 
as they are supposed to have happened. 

Three new witnesses were found to- 
day to establish positively the, police 
say, that Miss Hollander was dragged 
into St. Nicholas Cemetery and clubbed 
to death within 20 mirmutes from the 
time she left the car. The new in- 
formants walked up Ohto street, which 
Miss Hollander followed, within 15 or 50 
minutes after her. The police refuse te 
give the names of the witnesses. 

Two other witnesses, Mrs. Walter 
Hickman and Mrs. F. Fina flatly con- 
tradicted Petras’ story that he went 
down Indiana street leaving the car on 
which he and Miss Hollander rode 
bomeward the night of the murder. 
They say they were standing on their 
porches in the street for several minutes 
after the car passed the corner and they 
saw but one man come down the street. 
That was Walter Hickman, the ne®@ro, 
who also has contradicted Petras’ story 
that he followed Indiana street home 
from the car. 

A persom who knows who last had the 
shiny pocket Knife picked up in St. 
Nicholas’ Cemetery near the spot where 
the body of the murdered girl was 
found, has been located, it was said at 
Police Headquarters today. Chief of 
Police Michels refused to say who this 
informant is. The Chief would not say 
whether his informant had seen An- 
thony Petras with the knife. Neither 
wolud he say the informant had said it 
was not Petras who had it. 

The police have contended that when 
they discovered the person who had 
the knife they would almost certainly 
have the man who clubbed Miss Hol- 
jander to death. They based this con- 
chusion on the fact that although the 
owner of the knife, Frank Darrimont 
of Chicago, lost the bla@e three years 
ago, it had not a trace of rust upon 
it when picked up in the cemetery in 
the snow. 


PRINCE WILLIAM ASCENDS 
THRONE OF ALBADIA 


People Salute New Sovereign as 
King, Although Powers Did 
Not Bestow Title. 


NEUWIED, Germany, Feb. 21.—Prince 
William of Wied entered the ranks of 
European sovereigns today, when he 
formally accepted the throne of Albania, 
tendered to him by Hssad Pasha, at the 
head of a deputation of Albanian not- 
ables. 

Essad Pasha, who defended Scutari 
for the Turks against the Montenegrins 
during the Balkan war, and the other 
delegates, saluted Prince William az 
“King” and ‘Your Majesty,” although 
the European Powers had contemplated 
according him only the title of Prince. 

The chosen monarch of Albania as- 
sumed his honors under Prussian con- 
ditions. 

Prince William will proceed to St. 
Petersburg next Thursday. He will con-. 
fer with the.Russian Emperor and the 
Russian Government officfals.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Feb. 21.—The Su- 
preme Court today reversed the judg- 
ment of the Circuit Court of Marion

Harry Ackerland of Pittsburg, a4 
stockholder of the Chicago Club, and 
John Conway Toole, a director of 
the Boston National League Club and 
legal adviser to the National League. 


May Adjust Evers Case. 

The withdrawal of Mr, Murphy? 
came after a four-hours conference, 
and solved a situation that had grown 
decidedly delicate in National League 
circles. While the conférence was 
in session the presidents of seven 
National League clubs were also 
meeting and discussing the possibil- 
ity of an amicable adjustment of the 
Evers case. 

At the time Mr. Murphy obtained 
Henry O’Day to manage his club he 
made an agreement with Mr. James 
Gaffney of the Boston Club, whereby 
Evers was to’ goto Boston in ex- 
ehange for Pitcher Perdue and In- 
fielder Sweeney. When Evers heard 
of the trade he flatly refused to go 
to Boston under .those conditions, 
and announced he would not allow 
himself to be traded or be sold pro- 
viding Murphy! obtained any playérs 
or money in exchange for him. After 
a promise had bgen obtained from 
the National League to this effect, 
he agreed to play with Mr. Gaffney’s 
team, and it was then that steps 
were taken which led up to the sen- 
sational climax reached at today’s 
conference. 


Sale Price a Secret. 

The change in regard to Mr, Mur- 
phy was not entirely unexpected, in- 
asmuch as a few days ago President 
Tener called a special meeting of not 
only the Board of Directors of the 
National League, but also of the 
league as a whole here today, Ap- 
parently none of the members of the 
league except Mr. Tener Knew the 
exact purpose of the special meeting, 
although it was generally understood 
the Evers case would be the principal 
subject of discussion. 

The amount of money that will 
change hands in the deal was not 
announced. 

The retirement of Mr. Murphy in 
the above manner means that he is 
not only out of the Chicago Club, 
but also out of baseball in so far as 
the Major Leagues are concerned.

CHANCE ROW HURT HIM 


Fans Withdrew Support After 
Peerless Leader Was Fired 
as Manager.

“The luckiest man in baseball” is a 
title that has often been hung on 
Charles Webb Murphy, the deposed 
Chicago magnate, who is credited 


. With making a fortune on little or 


Bo capital in. eight years. Murphy 
Mterally ran a “shoestring into a mil- 
lion.” 

He had served as publicity agent 
for the New York baseball club ‘wnen 
he learned in 1906 that John Hart, 
the owner of the Chicago National 
League club was eager to sell the 
Cubs. Murphy succeeded in interest- 
ing Charles P. Taft, a brother of ex- 
President Taft, in the deal and with 
$90,000 advanced by Taft and with 
about $15,000 that Murphy, himself, 
raised, he purchased a controlling in- 
terest in the Cubs. 


Murphy Gained Control. 


After being installed as president 
of the club, Murphy made Frank 
Chance, former catcher and first base- 
man of the Cubs, his manager, suc- 
ceeding Frank Selee. One of the 
agreements made by Murphy and Taft 
was that the former could purchase 
more stock in the club as he obtained 
the money. 

Tt is said in baseball circles that 
Murphy was enabled to procure 53 per 
cent, or a controlling interest in the 
club, after his first season, as the profits 
were enormous, the Cubs winning the 
National League pennant and the 
World’s championship from the Detroit 
Tigers during their first campaign 
under the Murphy-Chance regime. 


Clergymen. 

Despite the success of his club, how- 
ever, Murphy was continually in hot 
water. He incurred the displeasure of 
many of the fans in Chicago soon after 
obtaining the club, by withdrawing 
passes from the clergymen of the Windy 
City, who had enjoyed this privilege 
for years. 

One of the first promises made by. the 
Chicago magnate after assuming charge 
, of the club, was that he- would con- 
' struct a modern grandstand for his pat- 
rons. He has never lived up to this 
promise and today the Chicago Na- 
tional League plant fs a rickety wooden 
ptand that te probably in worse condi- 
tion than any other big league ball 
yard. 

Fans Supported Chance. 

A terrific how! went up from admirers 
of the Cubs tm the fall of 1912 when 
Murphy announced that Frank Chance. 
the “Peerless Leader,’’ would be sup», 
planted. In seven years as manager of 
the Cubs, Chance had won four National 
League pennants and two world’s cham- 
pionships and had never finished in the 
second apamion with thé Cubs. He was 
fired. 

It wadhn the winter of 1911 that Mur- 
phy, as the instigator of a joke, al- 
most caused the American League to 
sever its relations with the National 
League. After the world’s series be- 
tween the Athletics and Cubs in 1919, 
President Ban Johnson of the American

MAN ASLEEP IN 
CHAIR IN SALOON 
SHOT THREE TIMES 


Marnell J. Hardimann Wounded 
by Albert Bartel in Place at 
1225 Cass Avenue. 


While Marnell J. Hardimann was_§sit- 
ting asleep in a chair in a saloon at 1225 
Cass avenue, he was shot from behind 
three times at 8:15 o’clock last night by 
Albert Bartel, according to statements 
to the police by witnesses, one of whom 
was Hardimann’s father, James J. Har- 
dimann of 1612 North Tenth street. 

One bullet cut Hardimann’s cheek, 
and the others grazed his side, caus- 
ing wounds which physicians at the city 
hospital said were superficial and not 
dangerous, He is married and his wife is 
in San Antonio, where he was employed 
as a solicitor of magazine subscriptions. 
For several months he has been on a 
visit to his father, Bartel, a blacksmith 
and married, lives at 1741 North 
Thirteenth street. Each man is 29 years 
old. 

According to a written statement made 
by Bartel, the shooting was the sequel 
of a tussle which he had in the same 
saloon a week ago with Hardimann, 
who scratched his hand. The elder 
Hardimann said his son told him a week 
ago that Bartel had threatened to “get 
him.”’ 

James Hardimann’s version of the at- 
tack was corroborated by T. Gente- 
mann, one of the owners of the saloon, 
and by the bartender, Edward Heite- 
mann. They said Marnell Hardimann 
left the saloon to get his supper across 
the street, and on returning sat down 
in a chair beside the stove with his 
back to the bar and fell asleep. 

Bartel entered and invited James 
Hardimann and two brothers, Al and 
Jake Senski, to drink with him. They 
all ordered beer. When the drink was 
finished, they related, Bartel, with- 
out a word, snatched a revolver from 
his pocket ’and ‘began shooting at the 
sleeping man. The others fled from 
the saloon, and Bartel, after empty- 
ing his revolver, reloaded it and es- 
caped. . 

He went home, and, finding the door 
locked, his wife being downtown, went 
to the home of Joseph Sarenski, in the 
rear at the same address. There police- 
men arrested him without his attempt- 
ing resistance. 

Bartel said Hardimann threatened 
him and he shot in self-defense.

‘Taft, Root, McReynolds and 
Parker Among Members of 
New Organization. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—More than 
fifty recognized leaders of the Amer- 
ican bar, met here tonight, and or- 
ganized the Academy of Jurispru- 
dence. Its purpose, in the words of 
James Dewitt Andrews of New York, 
who called the meeting to order, is 
the production of a “complete and 
comprehensive statement in system- 
atic form of the entire body of 
American law.” Among its organizers 
are former President Taft, United 
States Senator Root of New York, At- 
torney-General McReynolds, Alton B. 
Parker, Joseph H. Choate, former At- 
torney-General Wickersham and Gov. 
Baldwin: of Connecticut. 

“The American Academy of Juris- 
prudence,” Andrews said, “finds the 
reason for its being in the capacity 
for public service. The impulse of 
its creation is public good. 

“The work of the Academy will fall 
into three concepts. The first is the 
encouragement of systematic re- 
search; the second, the recognition of 
[a system of legal education, and 
thirdly, a systematic restatement of 
the law.”

OWNER ASKS ALMOST

Professional Realty. Oper- 
ators, in Anticipation of 
Purchase by Railroads, 
Have Obtained - Options 
on Land Near Merchants 
Bridge.

The hand of the railways was shown 
in North St. Louis again yesterday when 
an offer of $90,000.was made for the 


Mosberger Lumber Yards at 6653 Morin 
avenue. 

The tract, which comprises four acres, 
is at. the point where the Outer Belt 
Line swerves south into the river front 
district of North 8t. Louis. 

Jacob Mosberger, president of the 
lumber company, said that the identity 
of the prospective purchasers was 
cloaked, but it was. his presumption 
that it was either the Terminal Associa- 
tion or the Rock Island Ratiway. 

Incidentally the Belt Line, which is 
an integral part of the Terminal sys- 
tem, gives to the Rock Island access 
from the west to its yards along the 
Mississippi River front. The terminal, 
or the Rock Island, it is believed, has 
plans to swing its tracks north at Morin 
and Bulwer avenues into the Rock 
Island yards. This can be done only 
by the -.acquisittion of -the --humber 
yards, which are in the line of the pro- 
posed right of way. 


Trains Now Back Into Yards, 

The Rock Island now is compelled to 
run south into the'‘river front district 
and back into its yards north of Morin 
street and the Merchants Bridge, the 
yards extending both north and south 
of Morin avenue. 

The Rock Island purehased the iand 
now occupied with its yards about ten or 
eleven years ago, through Lorenzo E., 
Anderson, then vice-president and’ man- 
ager of the Real Estate Department of 
the Mercantile Trust Co. The cost en- 
tailed was $1,000,000. 

Mosberger thinks that his lumber 
yard is worth $1 a square foot, 
while the price, $90,800, submitted by 
the agents of the railway is at the 
rate of only 53 cents a square foot. 

Negotiations for the purchase of the 
lumber yard, it was predicted yester- 
day, will be completed on Monday. 

Foreseeing the plans of the rail- 
way to augment their facilities in 
North St. Louis, professional realty 
operators have obtained options on 
land on the east side of Hall street 
north of the Merchants’ Bridge, 
which is available for terminal pur- 
poses. 

Plans Four-Track Service. 

The Chicago & Northwestern, as 
was announced:in the Post-Dispatch 
several weeks ago, plans a four- 
track service into the city from the 
north. It will build from Girard, IIL, 
to which its roadbed, it is said, is 
now graded, to Mitchell or to Name- 
oki. The proposed C., B. & Q. bridge, 
over the Mississippi between Mitchell 
on the Illinois and Larimore or the Mis- 
souri side, will give to the ae access 
to St. Louis. 

The Chicago & Northwestern from 
Girard, it is said, will be operated in 
connection with the C. & A. and ths 
Cc, B. & Q. 

Larimore is situated midway be- 
tween the Merchants’ Bridge and the 
mouth of the Missouri River. 

The Chicago and Northwestern, as 
has been previously told in the Post- 
Dispatch, according to authentic 
sources, has already obtained options 
on large sections of land north of the 
Merchants’ Bridge, attractive, for ter- 
minals and roundhouses. The proposed 
acquisition embraces half a dozen city 
blocks comprising. 900,000 square feet 
lying between Hall and Second streets.

Insistent Buying Looked For. 

With the American mills using cotton 
to @ greater extent than ever before 
and at’ the same time allowing thelr 
stocks of cotton to steadily decrease, an 
insistent @emand from them at a little 
later date will not be surprising. While 
those buyers who are hawking cotton 
about the milis are ruining prices they 
are not selling enough to create a supply 
in the mills. Other buyers have stopped 
accumulating stocks because there is 
nothing attractive in the present cover 
and a considerable absorbing power 1s 
thus removed from the market. 
Exports are not increasing to the ex- 
tent that was looked for. ales In Liv- 
erpool are very good, but exporters say 
that the demand from Europe is almost 
nothing. Stocks in Live 1 are in- 
creasing; in fact, the visible supply to- 
tals more each week. In onite of the 
fact that the market is far below the 
top price of the season, it is a question 
how much accumulation of stocks it can 
stand. 

A very good indication of strength 
is the fact that a market holds well 
in the face of such cruel opposition. 

Heavy Dry Goods Moving. 

In ary goods the lower rate of inter. 
est has added to business activity, 
and mills seem to be pushing their 
goods where they find a ready sale 
Some mills report that the have 
sold their output throug next 
fall. A better demand is noted from 
China and India. Heavy goods seem 
to be moving more freely than any 
others. Of course, a continuation of 
activity among the manufacturers 
must be followed by a better demand 
for cotton, and it is this that makes 
the situation uncomfortable. 

While many well informed cotton 
men look for an ultimate advance, 
possibly to much higher prices, they 
also see the possibility of a break in 
prices before the advance comes, 
especially if the mills can continue 
their present eg he? methods. 

Some. buyers, influenced by '’a be- 
lief in temporarily lower 
holding off in the hope o stocking 
up at a better level. While this may 
hasten a break, if one is due, it will 
add to the confused buying that will 
come following such a break in the 
price. It may, too, prevent a break, 
as holders generally sense the situa- 
tion in its true light. 

From Texas comes talk of the 
weather, and reports from that State 
are construed as being bearish. They 
report plenty of moisture in the 
ground and the expectation is for a 
big acreage should favorable plant- 
ing conditions allow it. In Texas and 
elsewhere, however, the question of 
good seed, which is reported to be not 
overplentiful, is very important.

Vealers started out like a whirlwind, 

but late in the week a loss of S@75c 
developed. The top for the week was 
$12 early and $11.25 later. 
There was only a small supply of 
stockers and feeders available through- 
out the week and market was generally 
steady, although there was some com- 
plaint in places that feeders were cut 
off in sympathy with medium grade 
killing steers. Best feeding steers made

Receipts in the quarantine division 
were very moderate and the big end 
of the showing came from exas.

$8.10@8.40, best grade of pigs under 
125 lbs. $8.10@8.50, tair to medium 
$7.50@8, and the poor ones $6.50@ 
7.25. The Southern offerings found an 
irregular and unsatisfactory ‘trade 
most. of the week. 

Slight Change in Sheep. 

Just a fair supply of sheep was re- 
ceived each day and, like for several 
weeks past, most of the arrivals were 
Westerns. A part of the lambs were 
from Colorado, while the rest of the 
lambs and also the yearlings and sheep 
were Western fed, in either Missouri or 
lowa. The market was ratker quiet all 
week, without any great changes, al- 
though early: in the week prices were 
slightly lower. 
The good lambs sold mainly at $7.6@ 
7.95. which is about the same as the pre- 
vious week, while the fair grades went 
at $7.25@7.50 and the culls at $5.50006.50.

Lambs and year- 
lings that were fat found a good active 
trade most of the time, while the others 
went very slow. 
Most of the mutton sheep sold pretty 
close to $5.50, with a few at 35.60, and 
some of the plain kinds at $5.25@5.4. A 
string of Western wethers that aver- 
aged 122 pounds sold at $6. Stockers and 
shippers brought %3.75@4.35 and bucks 

as a rule. 
There was a very trregular trade in 
horses all week, as the market made va- 
rious changes. There was a good de- 
mand from the Southern States for the 
toppy kinds of desirable animals, but 
the common kinds found poor sales, and. 
prices ranged lower. The Eastern trade 
was laboring under about the same ad- 
varse conditions, as the demand for the 
quality kinds was good, but the common 
grade were poor sellers™ 

The mule trade was in a poor shape 
all week. as there was a lack of de- 
mand for all classes and buyers were 
not willing to pay the prices. There 
was too many of the common grades on 
the market and they were selling all the 
way from $10 to $15 a head lower. Good 
kinds with extra good quality are all 
right and will make money, but the 
quality is the essential feature. 
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Wheat had a firm tone the past 
week, but was influenced almost en- 
tirely by “muscle” of the bull crowd 
in the Chicago market. There was 
little in the week’s news to enthuse 
vver, although statistics slightly fa- 
vored the buyers.

“Tt will be interestine then, to 
observe whether the recent advance 
in prices has been entirely justified 
by bullish statistics. A year ago sta- 
tistics failed to hold the market un- 
der somewhat similar conditions, and 
when the winter wheat outlook was 
slightly less favorable than now. 

ot course the bull trade still has 
the benefit of later crop scares from 
bug damage, a dry spring, hot winds 
in Kansas and the Southwest and 
even wet harvests, But these are dis- 
tinctly of the future and may be ig- 
nored temporarily as factors, if the 
crop outlook continues ideal for a 
short time longer.

After this has been done thor- 
oughly, put the bird in tub No. 2, which 
should contain warm water for rinsing 
the soap suds out of the plumage. Rur. 
your hand through the feathers gently 
until all of the soap has been removed. 
Then place the bird into tub No. 3, 
which should contain water not as warm 
as-that in thefirst two tubs and to 
which has been added biuing in about 
the same proportion used for washing 
clothes. After Ahe bird has been thor-

The scout’s labors are not confined to signing play- 
ers.

In large 
cities, every act of any importance is reported to each 
booking agency daily. If any act has made a big hit, 
it is the subject of a special report. 

Very .often an independent agent on the ground will 
make a contract with a set of players on a 
basis. These agents, called ‘‘ten pereenters,” bulletin 
the acts with regular agencies, in much thé same way 
as news bureaus send out to big newspapers lists of 
articles that can be f@rnished on demand. 


Each agency has a number of theaters which it sn»p- 
plies. The manager of the theater tells how much it 
wishes to pay and how many acts it wishes. The agency 
then ma-es up a list of attractions for the theater and 
sends them on. Of course, the theater manager can 
summarily “close” any act that does not suit him. 

In that event,.if the act is engaged under what is 
ealled a “play or pay” contract, the actors merely have 
to appear at the theater at the time directed. The 
agency is responsible for their salaries, whether they 
present their act or not. 

In addition to régilar schedules, the agencies have 
what they call “tirkey shows.” Suppose, for some rea- 
son, a theater wishes a whole bill. The agency has 
several acts not regularly scheduled. A program of 
th, 2 is made up at an hour's notice.

In the hope that a change of climate and scenes might 
restore her son to health, Mrs. Stover, after her father’s 
death, took him to. Texas and Arizona. In_ the‘latter 
commonwealth they lived for several months near an 
Indian reservation, and Stover, with the. eagerness 
a child, although he was then nearly 27 years old, made 
friends with the Indians.and studied their arts.. He 
learned to draw on bark with the juice of berries pic- 
tures of animals and birds. He acquired woodcraft and 
skill in fishing and hunting. . It was here that the child-

Moreover, in one of the phetographs appeared vague- 
ly the letters MIRO, evidently a fragment of. the head- 
line of Le Miroir. Miss Barklay asserted that these faces 
én the photographs were no materializations, but that 
#iva had taken the retouched cover pages of Le Miroir 
into the cabinet with her, hung them on an almost in- 
visible wire, draped them with wet chiffon or some such 
substance, and in the gloom of the curtained cabinet 
had shown them at the psycholegical moment. 

In the possession of this Magazize are a few odd copies 
of Le Miroir which substantiate the assertions of Mlle. 
Barklay. For example, on pages 305, 309 and 310 of 
Prof. Schrenck-Notsing’s book are photographs of the 
face that appeared at the seance of Aug. 5, 1912, which 
any child could identify as the face of Mile. Marie Le- 
conte, the actress, which formed the cover page of Le 
Miroir on Aug. 4, 1912. And on pages 390 and 392 are 
pictures taken at the seance of Feb. 23, 1913, which are 
easily identified as the portrait of the Czar of Bulgaria, 
priated in Le Miroir on Oét, 13, 1912. 

As to the white, cloud-like matter that seemed to 
issue from the medium’s body, Miss Barklay wrote:

he had no faith whatsoever ia the “mediumnic pdéwers 
of the fair Eva.” :

a few unkind words te say about Eva, the medium. She 
wasshe said, none other than Marthe Beraud, the no- 
torious medium who had mystified Prof. Charles Richet 
at Algiers in 1906, by materializing for him the seul of 
a Hinmdoe priest who called himself Bien-Boa. This 
materialization led to a lively battle in 1906, when two 
eminent jawyers, Maitre Mersault and Maitre Edmond, 
related how Mile: Marthe Beraud had told them, as a 
great joke, how she fooled Prof. Richet, and proceeded 
to show them the simple way in which she had done it.

All 
that is needed is a vessel of granite; fron 
or tin in which water may be boiled. 
The powder is put into the boiling water 
and the sheet of metal is thrown in 
among the silver articles which are be- 
ing cleaned... The only precaution neces- 
sary is to take care that the. piece of 
metal is in contact with the silver. 
cleaning is done in a moment and sev- 


eral pieces of silver may. be cleaned at .

“As soon as the cleaning is accom- 
plishe+ the metal should be taken out 
washed in hot water and dried: 
otherwise it.-may have a slightly vel- 
low color ‘and taste bitter or brassy. 
These effects are due to the soda which 
remains upon the surface of the silver 
and tarnishes it vellow.”’ 


Gastineau Gold Field 
‘Is Richest Yet 


NLESS a long list of experienced 
engineers have committed an 
error of judgment, says the 
Engineering and Mining Jour- 

nal. the Gastineau district of Alaska, ia- 
cluding the mines of Treadwell Island 
on one side of the Gastineau Channel, 
and those adjacent to the town of Juneay 
on the opposite side of the channel, is 
destined to become, during the next five 
vears, the most important gold-mining 
district of America. - 

The mines of Treadwell Island have 
been for many years producing about 
$3,500,000 in gold per annum, and with- 
out doubt will continue to do so for 
many years—to come. Around Juneau 
there is .now being developed a deposit 
of gold ore which, in point of tonnage. 
probably exceeds anything else that is 
known in the world, except perhaps in 
the. Rand. . 
. Several mines are now being devel 
oped, these including the Perseverance. 
Juneau and Ebner. For the Persever- 
ance and Juneau stamp mills are already 
in course of erection. It is contemplated 
that the Alaska-Gastineau . Mining Co. 
(Perseverance mine) will. eventually 
mine and mill 20,000 tons of ore per 
day, the Alaska-Juneau about 12,000, the 
Etttier about 8000, a total of 40,000 tons 
per day, or say, 12,000,000 tons per an- 
num. It is éxnected that -this ore will 
yield about $1.50’ per ton. If this esti- 
mate be “‘horne out, we shall have a new 
projuction of $18,000,000 per annum, or 
nearly 20 per cent of thie total gold pro- 
duction of the United States at the pres- 
ent time.

“Deficiency of moisture in the at- 
mosphere in which we live, is 
startling answer of Dr. Freudenthal, and 
he immediately proceeds to prove his 
assertion. 

He remfds us that,

every side, and therefore does not lack 
moisture, yet we do not spend our time 
in or near the surrounding waters, but 
live for from nine to twelve months of 
every year inclosed in the overheated, 
badivy ventilated rooms of apartments 
ranging from those of elegance to those 
of tenements, and leave such apartments 
usually to work in superheated office, 
store fr factory buildings, or in. sweat- 
shops, often called by some other name. 

Hence, the doctor avers, when we 
speak of climatic influence—and there 
eertainly is sueh an influence—it is the 
climate of our rooms, of the caves which 
we inhabit for the greater part. of our

weather conditions outside. our habita- 
tions and. offices.

Normally the nose secrétes 
a certain amount of serum, 
which should be taken upereg- 
ularly by the inspired current 
of air without our being aware 
of it. But when the surround- 
ing air does not contain nearly 
its normal amount of moisture 
such air will when inspired 
absorb much more- moisture 
than it should, and this en- 
ergetic action will result in 
a too thorough drying of the nasal and 
postnasal passages. Thus the matural 
watery mucous becomes inspissated. or 
thickened and forms hard clots and 
seabs, which, acting ‘like foreign bodies 
in the nose as well as in the retrophar. 
ynx, set up a constant irritation and at 
last so inflame the nasal ffembrane as 
to produce a chronic nasal or pharyngeal 
catarrh, all this happening the more 
easily when the subject's ‘general condi- 
tion is below par.

HAT the playing of Lathe y ere

Brass instruments, however, will make 
you as bald a billiard ball, and the 
trombone and cornet despoil the most 
hirsnte man of his locks -with surpris- 
ing speed and certainty. The trombone, 


“indeed, is the worst of all’ for it is es 


timated that in five or sixe years the 
player loses at least 60 per cent of his 
hair. 

Needless to say, the latter announce- 
ment on the part of M. de Parville has 
aroused’ considerable interest, améng 
brass-instrument makers and his views 
are backed up in no uncertain manner 
by those in the profession. One well- 
knwn musician classifies baldness 
among brass instrumentalists as follows: 

About 80 per cent of the trombonists go 
bald, and 60 per cent of euphonium play- 
ers and hornwinders: quite half of the 
cornet players lose their hair through 
performing on that particular instru- 
ment, and about 45 per cent of the bas- 
soon players. 

Furthermore, it is pointed aut that 
these instruments are also extremely 
deleterious to the progress of the mus- 
tache, but curiously enough,.-encourag- 
ing to the beard. The flute, it is said. 
when regularly played has a woner- 
ful effect on_ side whiskers: but there 
is always the danger with these wind . 
instruments of losing not only the hair 
but the teeth, and it is mentioned that 
a .bandsman, after exercising’ his art 
for some years, is almost certain to lore 
his front teeth unless great care be taken. 


Freudenthal advises that we avoid dust 
and dry air in our homes and offices by 
déing away with the centralized system 
of house heating: that we get moisture 
into living rooms. by installing some 
kind of humidity generating plant, and 
that we restore.the all-but-lost function 
of the skin, the great regulator of. body 
temperature, to its normal physiological 
action. by eschewing a surplus of cloth- 
ing that literally chokes and suffocates 
its’ pores, by taking. frequent cold water 
baths followed by vigorous friction, and 
by regulerly exposing the bare skin for 
a considerable time daily to the tonic 
action of fresh air. 

“Tastly, we are advised not to ecoddle 
ourselves or our children, not to be 
afraid of the coldest air, snow, rain or 
wind, but to look upon drafts and all 
inclemencies of the weather as harden- 
ers which will go farther than all the 
drugs to prevent that most preventable 
of all diseases, a cold..

How Bacteria Get In 
Their Deadly Work 


How do the bacteria of disease 


MONG the riddles that the doe 
A tors are trying te solve is this: 


produce their evil effects? Sev- ~ 


eral theories have been advanced, noue 
of which seems perfectly satisfactory. 
It is important that the question be an- 
swered and answered correctly, for on 
the amswer depends the ultimate verdict 
as to how the attacks of these bacteria 
shall be met and counteracted. 

One entirely new theory has just been 
set forth by Drs. F. H. Thiele and D. 
Embleton in a leading German medical 
magazine. It is an accepted fact that 
bacteria give off poisonous matter called 
toxins; according to these German 
physicians these toxins are ° cleavage 
produets derived from their living pro- 
teid substances under the influence of 
the ferments present in the bedy of the 
host, but toxic only at a certain stage 
in the p.ocess of disintegration. 


If this be true, it follows that the in- : 


jurious nature of bacteria depends up 
on the quality and quantity of the fer- 
ments in the blood of the person the 
germs are attacking. For the bacteria 
to do harm there must be first enough 
of these ferments to decompose suffi- 
cient of the protein of the bacteria to 
cause toxic effects, but not enough to 
do harm. - 

Drs, Thiele and Embleton assert that 
harmless bacteria are transformed into 
active germs if the body of their hest 
produces suitable ferments. In proof 
of this they cite their own experiments 
on rabbits, the blood of which they 
rendered by vaccination peculiarty sensi- 
tive and found that when certain perfeet- 
ly harmless bacteria were injected these 
behaved exactly like the germs of tu- 
berculosis, and the rabbits died. 


This suggests that possibly tubercu- 
lar bacilli may, sometimes at least, de- 
velop fram that common cass of 
less baeteria known as saphophytic, 
which means feeding on dead matter. 
Should this prove to be the case, it 
would shed a flood of light wpen the 
origin of tuberculosis. 


Vaccine Prevents 


Whooping Cough 


N a review of recent literature on 

whooping cough Dr. Alfred Fried- 

| lander of Cincinnati says that. the 

United States public health reports 

of 1910 gave the following death rates 

per 100,000: Whooping cough, 11.4 per 

cent; scarlet fever, 11.6 per cemt; measles, 

12.3 per cent, and diphtheria, 3.4 per 
cent. ; 

“Special interest attaches to the ques- 
tion of vaccine or.serum therapy,” he 
says. “Nicolls and Conor made vaccine 
from pure culture of the Bordet-Gengou 
bacillus, put up (after proper treatmen:) 
in emulsion of physiological salt solution. 
Each frop represented about 400,000,009 
bactefia, and in treatment from 1-5 drops 
were given (being further diluted in sat 
solution). Of 104 cases treated, 37 (35 
per cent) were cured very rapidly, 40 (38 
per cent) greatly improved and 27 (26 
per cent) not affected. In the case of 
cure, the improvement eccurred very rap- 
idly, usually after the second inoculation 
Injections were given subcutaneously into 
the thigh. Klimenko reports very good 
results in @ series of 35 cases. In the 


majority of cases the.serum seemed ‘to 


have a beneficent effect in reducing the 
number and severity of the paroxysm-, 
and in the improvement of pulmonaiy 
complications when they existed. Secvtt 
treated 17 cases, aged from 5 months to 
8 years, who were for the most part poor, 
ill-pourished and badly developed. He 
first gave doses of 106,000,000 to infants 
and 20,000,000 to children—twice a week. 
Later this dose was fucreased four times. 
No bad resutts oceurred.. All were cured 
except three, and they showed distinct im- 
provement. 

“Bamberger reports six cases, using 20,- 
000,000 bacteria every other day.. The 
treatment seemed rather to lessen the se- 
verity of the attacks and abort complica- 
tions, rather than to shorten the duration 
markedly, although only two of the cases 
lasted as long as six weeks. The author 
feels that the sooner treatment is begun 
the. better the results, and suggests that 
muéh larger doses might be used, appa'- 
ently without harm .and probably with 
benefit, ~ Zahorsky has also atvorete:

Im regard to the 
amount given, the author was guided 
more by the sevetity of the case than 
by the age of the child.

One child of 5 was given four injectio:s 
of 20,000,000 each, over a period of on 
month. Another child, 3 years old, got 
nine injections of 20,000,000 each, over 
a period of a month. These children had 
never had whooping cough and were con- 
stantly exposed. Neither child comtracted 
the disease, and it would thus seem tha‘ 
the vaccine may confer immunity.”

kK Ness Dearborn of the Tufts 
Medical School. It ie that mus- 

eular sense through which we are con- 
scious of the motions of the body -nd its 
parts. According to Dr. Dearborn, this 


sense ma’es it possible for us to pos- } 


sess that quality called skill; its defi- 
ciency, carried to an extreme, may result 
im utter feebleness of mind, lack of con- 
trol and imability to live the life of san- 
ity and normality. These opinions Dr. 
Dearborn deduces from experiments made 
by bim recently on the behavior and func- 
tions of this important thuscular sense. 
Contributed first to The American Jour- 
nal of Psychology, Dr. Dearborn’s paper 
has now been reprinted in separate form, 
and the quotations given below are ex- 
cerpts from it. He writes: 

“Just as, psychologically considered. 
vision is undoubtedly the ‘queen’ of the 
senses, so physiologically the processes 
inherently relating to movement, posture, 
weight, spatiality, ete.. are assuredly. the | 
most important. Ih the universal integra, 
tion of sensations, vision in a way may 
even be considered the mental homolog 
of the bedily kimesthesia, as a littic 
thought readily shows. Only now are ed- 
ucaters beginning to realize the india- 
pensable usefulmess always and every- 
where of kimesthesia, the ‘feelings. of 
movement.” Kinesthesia is about, how- 
ever, to come into its own as a primary 
and essential sense. Without it, co-ordi- 
nated and adapted bodily movement and 
strain, concomitant to every kind of 
mental process, is inconceivable, for the 
(psycho) motor centers in the brain hase 
no known clairvoyant powers, and ther: 
fore their function of carefully co-ordiaat- 
ing the distant muscles, ¢. g.: of foot or 
hand, is entirely dependent on their con- 
tinual reeeption of detailed information 
as to the relative tonal and contractural 
status of all. the active parts to one an- 
other.

The ue for making amendment of the 
Constitution easier is the first article in the pro- 
gram of the National Popular Government League.

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“it bas taken 90 years to amend the 
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next general election, and would be adopted on re- 
ceiving a “double majority,” that is, a majority 
of all the votes, and a majority of the votes in a 
majority of thé states. 

The full program of amendments to be proposed, 
after the “‘gateway” is opened, is not thus far giv- 
en, but King hinted at one of them when he re- 
marked: “Perhaps one day we will elect our Su- 
preme Court—who knows?” At present, he de- 
clared, “no legislation for the public good is safe, 
until nine old gentlemen on the Supreme Bench 
have decided that it conforms with the Constitu- 
tion of 127 years ago. We are governed by the 
dead!”’ 


No “Jokers” in Our New Charter. 
é< G ETTING the Gateway Amendment is a 


task which will have to be gone about 

in the old, toilsome way of amending 
the Constitution. The league, King said, has no 
Rockefeller or Carnegie behind it, nor even a Jo- 
seph Fels. It is running along on subscriptions, 
and is maintaining headquarters in Washington 
which are intended as a clearing house for po- 
litical information. It is trying to enlist support- 
ers of the initiative, referendum and recall, of the 
direct primary, direct nomination and election of 
the President, preferential ballot and effective cor- 
rupt practices act. 

In nearly six years of active publicity work for 
these reforms, King has become a trained scenter 
of “jokers” in reform legislation. He found no 
deftly concealed mockery in the new St. Louis 
charter draft, and he commended our freeholders 
for “trying to enable the people to rule, not try- 
ing to trick them out of their rights.” 

But he found a large and resounding “joker” in 
the new proposed State initiative and referendum 
law, which will be submitted to the voters of 
Missouri next November. 

If the proposal is carried, King declares, the “I 
& R.” will be dead in Missouri. For, he says, the 
proposed change would make it possible for a few 
county clerks to tie up any measure which it might 
-be proposed to submit to the voters.

How Switzerland Banished | 
Some Political Troubles 
That Beset Us. 

% WITZERLAND is the home of. Direct 

S Legislation, but some American polti- 

ticians, Judson King has found, decry 

the idea of having any object lessons for 
this country drawn from Switzerland. 

“Uncle Joe’ Cannon, dean of the stand- 
patters, takes this view. “I could stand 
on the Matterhorn,” King quotes him as 
saying, “and shake my cigar ashes over 
the whole country, from Italy on one side 
to Germany on the other; and yet they 
talk about applying the political methods 
of Switzerland to the United States, which 
stretches from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
and from the Lakes to the Gulf.” 

As indicating whether conditions differ 
essentially in big America and little 
Switzerland, King tells of his interview 
with former President Frey of Switzerland, 
who told him why that country, in wit 
papas Direct Legislation. 

“There was a gentleman named Albdert 
Escher,” said Frey, “who was at the head 
of a syndicate of railroads, which was al- 
lied with a syndicate of bankers, and who 
was very much interested in politics. He 
was a very pleasant, friendly gentleman— 
I liked him very much myself—and he had 
many friends in both political parties. At 
the same time, it became impossible to get 
any legislation enacted that was in favor of 
the people. Whether the Liberal party or 
the Conservative party won, Mr. Escher 
won, and the people lost. 

“Tt became evident that, if Switzerland 
was to be run for the Swiss people, and 
not for the railroad syndicate, we must 
have new methods. And so, in 1869, we 
put through the initiative and referendum.” 

“Now,” says King telling the story, “how 
much difference is there, after all, between 
Switzerland and the United States?” 


get before the people. If that amendment passes, 
no measure that arouses any influential opposition 
will ever get before the people through the in- 
itiative.” 

“Tt will not make much difference,” I remarked. 
“Everything that comes up under the initiative 
in Missouri is voted down, anyway.” 

“Now as to that,” said King, “our organization 
has noticed that all intitiative proposals made in 
this State have been defeated, and I have made 
some inguiry into the reason. I find that two or 
three measures, particularly prohibition and single 
tax, have taken up the public attention, and that 
as to the other measures proposed, there has not 
been adequate publicity. 


Oregon’s Good Publicity Plan. 
“() H, yes, | know the proposals are pub- 


lished, but mere publication is not 
publicity.” 

And King went on to explain the Oregon plan, 
by which pamphlets, containing not only the pro- 
posed measures, but the arguments for and against 
each one, are sent to all voters. He says 60 per 
cent of the voters read the pamphlets, and that 68 
to 75 per cent of the voters cast their votes on 
the measures. 

“We are not working to establish pure democ- 
racy,” said King, replying to an old objection to 
direct legislation measures. ‘We are working for 
a system of controlled representative governmé\t. 
Even in Oregon, 98 per cent of the legislation is 
done by the Legislature. 

“The chief question is, not so much what kind of 
laws does it make in every case, as, what kind of 
citizens does it make? I say that it teaches the 
people self-government, that it is a school, and 
not only a school, but a gymnasium, for voters. 

“In Switzerland, a few years ago, I went up to 
an old cowherd on a mountainside, a plain, rather 
rude looking man, and asked him where he stood 
on a proposal, which was then pending under the 
initiative, for the conservation of water power in 
the interest of the people. 

“The man straightened up as if he had received 
a military order. ‘I shall vote Yes,’ he said. “The 
water power belongs to the people.’ 

“In Oregon, at a time when a rather large batch 
of measures was before the people under the in- 
itiative, I asked a farmer how he could decide 2n 
so many proposals. 

“*You don’t live in this part of the country’ he 
replied, ‘or you’d know that there isn’t much new 
in all this list of measures that we’re going to vote 
on, We've been discussing them out here for 
years, and now that we have the initiative, we're 
just getting a chance at them. There’s only one, 
or perhaps two, in the lot that I need to do any 
more studying on. And even if there were—well, 
if the Legislature at Salem can make up its mind 
on 800 bills in 40 days, can’t I make up my mind 
on a dozen or twenty measures in four months?’ 

“Such talk as that is the voice of the people, 
and if I may not bolieve that it is always the voice 
of God, still I believe with Bryan that the peo- 
ple have the right to make their own mistakes.

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_ Failure to Direct, Not Interlocking 


Former President of the Illinois 
Central Railroad Says It Is 
Absurd to Demand That All 
Corporations Engaged in 
Same Business Have Differ- 
ent Directors, Thus Depriving 
Them of Experienced Advis- 
ors.

NEW YORK, Feb. 21. 
HE politicians and newspapers have had 
T much to say about “the prohibition of 
interlocking directorates among large cor- 
porations.” At the risk of placing myself ina 
hopeless minority, I must say that, in so far as 
interlocking directorates exist, they of themselves 
ds not work for evil, but rather for the economic 
good of our whole people. 

As certain, and relatively few, men are b; 
heredity, education and environment fitted to be- 
come politicians or editors. and t) - great‘majority 
ar- not, so in like maxner but .ew men are fitted 
te be directors of corporations. The administra- 
tion of our public affairs and the control of the 
public press are in the hands of a celect few. So 
also the control of corporations is by law dele- 

ated to a few and not left to a helpless mob of 
scattered stocs.olders. In all these cases the se- 
lection of skilled men to do the necessary work 
is wise and works for economy. 

The report of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue for 1913 shows that under the law then in 
force (which exempted from Federal taxation cor- 
porations having a net income of Jess than $5000) 
the number of corporations making returns was 
515,336. The usual number of directors of corpo- 
rations is 12, sometimes more, sometimes less. 


Assuming the average number of directo~s in 


each corporation to have been 10, there must aave 
been upward of »,053,360 directorsnips. Hence any 
low broad enouga to prevent interlocking w 
force a very large proportion of all our male citi- 
zens of full age into that one calling. In 1910 
there were in the United States 21,329,819 males 
of full age, of whom 2,293,676 were colored and 
a certain proportion superannuated or otherwise 
incompetent. It certainly cannot be contemplated 
that one man in six shall be a director of a cor- 
poration, much less that no one shall be a di- 
rector of two or more corporations. 


Where Can Line Be Drawn. 


W xe then, is the line to he drawn? . If 


at the size of the corporations, how is 

the law to define large ones and small 
ones? Mr. Roosevelt found it impossible by 
statute or in practice to distinguish between what 
he was pleased to call “good trusts” and “bad 
trusts.” “Large” being a purely comparative 
term, a corporation might be the largest of its 
kind engaged in a particular business—it might 
indeed carry on the whole of it—and yet be ex- 
ceedingly small in relation to the Pennsylvania 
Kailroad Co. or the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion. Or a number of corporations might be or- 
ganized today, each with a trifling capital, and 
without a change in their directorates have their 
capitalization enlarged to tremendous proportions 
tomorrow, and vice versa—the laws of most states 
providing for the reduction of capital. 

Unless the legislation shall be broad enough to 
regulate and control business. partnerships of 
every kind in all their dealings, it will be inop- 
erative. How can a Federal statute prevent Firm 
A, a member of which is a director of Corporation 
M, from agreeing with Firm B, a member of which 
is a director of Corporation N, as to the affairs of 
either or both corporations? Nor can the individ- 
val partners be by statute prevented from doing 
the like. To go a step further, if every citizen 
who is a director of one corporation shall be for- 
bidden from dealing with any citizen who is a di- 
rector of another in respect to either or both cor- 
porations we shall have the “reductio ad ab- 
surdum” in Federal encroachment on the liberty 
of the individual. 

To be candid, it seems to me utterly impossible 
to frame a statute, Federal or state, which by 
prohibiting interlocking directorates shall prevent 
that which we know has happened. Nor is it nec- 
essary, as the evil does not arise from interlock- 
ing directorates, tut from executive committees, 
and can be cured by regulating and controlling 
and if need be legislating out of existence all such 
committees. 


Where the Real Peril Lies. 


HE report of the Pujo Committee to the con- 
T trary notwithstanding, the things which 
have been done wrong have not been 
through interlocking directorates, but through 
frauds by directors on their stockholders being 
made possible through vesting corporate powers in 
executive committees. The ordinary boards of 
diréctors of 12 men contain too many individuals 
for a policy of “addition, subtraction and silence” 
being pursued. It is now more than forty years 
since I went into the service of a large railroad 
company as clerk to the chairman in New York 


and later to the president in Chicago. My posi- 
tion and the personal confidence which both of

a clear insight into corporate methods, and, as 3 
director and an officer, I have been familiar with 
other railroads, with banks, trust companies and 
insurance companies of the very largest from that 
time on. In all the experience thus acquired I 
never-knew-of a case where, the business of the 
company having been currently discussed and 


actually controlled by the full Board of Directors, 


wrong toward the stockholders or toward the pub- 
lic was committed. On the other hand, whatever 
of wrong has been committed has in every case I 
have looked into been done by or through execu- 
tive committees and in corporations whose full 
boards met chiefly, if not solely, to ratify the acts 
of such committees. 

The common phrase running through the char- 
ters of corporations is substantially as follows: 
“All the powers of said corporation shall be vested 
in and exercised by a Board of Directors and 
such officers and agents as they may appoint.” 
Under such charters it has been a frequent prac- 
tice to pass by-laws creating small executive com- 
mittees and vesting in them “all the powers of the 
Board of Directors when it is not in session,” 
which powers are in practice exercised by a bare 
majority of said committee. | 


Cites Flagrant Abuses of Power. 
HE great insurance companies in New York 
T went further, their executive (i. eé., 
finance) committees appointing sub-com- 
mittees and delegating to them the powers which 
had been previously sub-delegated by the Board of 
Directors. 

The most flagrant railroad case, and one of 
the earliest brought to notice, formed the subject 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission’s report 
No. 943, filed in 1907, “In the matter of consolida- 
tions of carriers, relations between such carriers 
and community of interests therein, their rates, 
facilities and practices.”’ The commission then 
said of a certain railroad company: 

The directors have delegated their pow- 
ers “to manage and direct all the business 
affairs of the company” to an Executive Com- 
mittee of five members, who shall act “in 
such manner ag such committee shall deem 
best for the company’s interest in all cases 
in which specific directions shall not have 
been given by the board,” and in turn the 
chairman of the Executive Committee is au- 


thorized to represent that body when it is 
not in session. 


They also showed that the chairman, certain 
of his fellow directors and:the abnkers of the 
corporation (acting for clients whose names they 
very properly refused to give up) had sold to the 
railroad company securities costing well over 
$100,000,000, of which a very large part belonged 
to the chairman and to other directors at the 
time such sales were made. Some of these so- 
called “investments”’ turned out profitably to the 
company. Others did not, and as a consequence 
we find that company this year—seven years after 
the purchases were made—has in effect written 
off $50,000,000 to cover losses on those “iInvest- 
ments.”

BHE-EEEPING IN TOWN. 

Keep a hive of bees in the back yard of the cot- 
tage, in the attic of the mansion, on the roof of 
the skyscraper, is the advice to city dwellers of 
Frank C, Pellett, State Bee Inspector of Iowa. 
He gives, during attendance on a national meet- 
ing of apiarists in St. Louis, the impression of one 
vho does not. find in his official emoluments the 
chief inspiration for his work. He has that af- 
fection for bees that seizes on everyone who is 
brought into intimate contact with the wonderful 
insects, A hive of bees in the city will pay 100 
per cent a year on the investment, he says, and 
make a larger return in instruction for the patient 
observer of their ways. 

Maurice Maeterlinck kept a swarm of bees in his 
library, in the very midst of Paris. They not only 
maintained themselves with ease in that “stony 
desert,” but became collaborators with their mas- 
ter in one of the most delightful works of modern 
literature, a work which almost persuades us that 
the proper study of mankind is the bee. He enum- 
orates 44 men of eminence, eight in ancient times, 
who thought bees worthy of human companion- 
ship and wrote more or less accurately about them. 
The man who made greater contributions than all 
others to verified data about bees was a blind 
Swiss, Francois Huber, who studied them through 
the eyes of a servant. 

The law of the hive, its economic policy, .the 
lesson of the sacrifice of the individual to the 
getieral interest, comfort and security of the hive 
community are studies that cultivate the heart as 
well as the head. Maeterlinck even asserts that 
bees take a census of the blossoms early in the 
season and regulate the hive birth rate according 
to visible food supply. “Of all the inhabitants of 
this globe,” he Bays, “bees possess the highest in- 
telligence next to man.” To keep the workings of 
such intelligence under close observation is worth 
Prorat They still have secrets that baffle investi- 
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| Gators.

State government in the United States has 
been often and severely indicted for want of 
honesty and competency; never more severely 
than by this proposition, backed by State of- 
ficials, to unload upon the nation the states’ 
duty to build their own roads.

future of the Republican and Progressive parties—by former President Taft’s ar- 

ticle in a recent number of the Saturday Evening Post. His suggestion that the 
Republican party's highest duty is to keep the Progressives out of office, and so prevent 
enactment of their ‘socialistic’’ program into law, is deemed rather ‘‘cold comfort’’ for 
the ambitious leaders of the party, since it is agreed by all that such a policy means con- 
tinued Democratic administration of the Government. 


Mr. Taft’s Point of View. 


Washington Herald: Mr. Taft is notoriously 
not a politician and yet even he has: political 
sense €nough to see that under present conditions 
the re-election of President Wilson is inevitable, 
‘unless there is a panic or hard times. If ‘these 
be avoided, Mr. Taft says, Wilson can lose to 
- Roosevelt the votes of these who do not think 
his administration is radical enough and still be 
renominated and re-elected. 

Mr. Taft diecusses the last presidential cam- 
paign with delicious naivette. He admits that 
the Republisan candidate, meaning himself, was 
not a great success as a vote-xotter, but explains 
that his purposes and acts were grossly misrep- 
Pesented and misunderstood. He does not re- 
gard his own’ defeat as sounding the death-knell 
ef the Republican party. On the contrary, he be- 
lieves that the organization, chastened by defeat 
and made wise by experience, will regain popular 
confidence and emerge victorious from its pres- 
ent tribulations. He does not want amalgamation 
with the Progressives. He likes them little and 
Roosevelt still less. “Those of us.” he says, “who 
believe that Mr. Roosevelt's new theories of. gov- 
ernment wil scriously impair that which we hold 
essential to the maintenance of liberty regulated 
by law, are justified in thinking that the most 
important thing to the country is to defeat the 
Progressive party in presidential elections.” 

Mr. Taft would rather see the Democrats in 
power than heve the Progressives win. Mr. 
Reesevelt and his fellow-Progressives would pre- 
fer a Democratic administration to a return of 
the Republicans to power.

| NEVER FORGETS 
__HOsPIr ALITY OF AMERICA 


MADRID, Feb. 21.—Something of a sensation 
has been created in Spain by a speech delivered 
at a political banquet in Valencia by Senor Mel- 
gina des Alvarez, the most eminent consulting 
lawyer in Spain, a parliamentary deputy and ar- 
dent Republican.

“After an interview, a short while ago, which 
the King had with Gen. Ancarate, very well- 
known for his great advanced Liberal tendencies, 
Alfonso said: ‘General, I assure you that above 
all things I am so much of a Spaniard and, more- 
over, such an ardent patriot that, if I knew it 
were really the will of thé country to abolish the 
monarchy, I would cheerfully resign the crown 
and my kingdom, and if Spain then required my 
services, and such a thing were possible, I would 
become president of the republic or whatever 
other form of government it might best suit-my 
country to adopt. [ am too sincere a patriot and 
have too deep a love for the welfare of my na- 
tive land to stand in the way of her prosperity. 
My one desire is to see Spain great and th the 
foremost ranks of civilization.’ 

“I have no monarchial sentiments, an you all 
here well known,” continued Alvarez, “but with 
such statements as this from the lips of the King, 
no republic is needed. Besides, such an institu- 
tion under present circumstances in Spain is an 
impossibility. I mean a republic based on such 
solid foundations as those of which the great re- 
public of North America rests, one entirely worthy 
of all respect and admiration.” 

When the 600 American tourists who landed 
in Cadiz from the Rotterdam, arrived here they 
experienced a characteristic attention from King 
Alfonso who, with the Queen and his family, are 
temporarily occupying the famous Alcazar, under 
such circumstances always closed to the public. 
Alfonso, however, had word conveyed to the 
Americans that they were welcome to visit the 
palace, where everything would be shown them, 
an invitation which they accepted. As they 
passed in Queen Ena, with the children, stood | 
‘bowing in return to their greetings,

The theme of the play’s story was sug- 
gested by the old-time Fielding novel, 
“Joseph Andrews,” but certain inno- 
vations have been introduced that give 
it a distinctly modern aspect and at- 
mosphere, especially as bearing upon 
political conditions now prevailing in 
England. Miss Tempest herself plays 
the role of Lady Sophia, 40 years old, 
the only child of a senile peer whose 
ludicrous terror of Lloyd George, Brit- 
ish Chancellor of the Exchequer, renders 
him indifferent to everything else. Lady 
Sophia, having socialistic leanings, takes 
more than a platonic interest in their 
good-looking young footman, of refined 
intellectual tendencies, who responds by 
falling in love with her. It is said that 
the charm of the play, outside of the 
dialogue, which is full of sparkle, con- 
sists in the coquettish artifices by which 
Lady Sophia reveals her love for ths 
footman, who, a perfect servant, 
schooled in keeping his emotions under 
complete control, suffers the agonies of 
Tantalus at the hands of his fascinat- 
ing tormentor. 

But this love-making between mis- 
tress and servant, however daintily 
done, is disagreeable to British senti- 
ment, so, to render it more palatable, 
the peculiar expedient is adopted of 
making the footman a “‘love child” and 
half-brother to Lord George Lackland, 
the fortune-hunting villain of the story. 
The daring feature of the play, from 
the British viewpoint, is its burlesque 
of the conservative conception of Lloyd 
George as a “bogey man,” it being an 
established convention of the London 
stage that only Radicals are to be 
scored when political topics are intro- 
duced. 


The only New York play-premiere of 
the past week came on Monday. even- 
ing at the Harris Theater, when Guy 
Bolton’s new farce-comedy, “The Rule 
of Three,’ was presented with Kather- 
ine Grey as its star figure. 

It appears that this actress, best 
known as a player of serious roles, now 
is handicapped by an alleged humorous 
piece that fails to.oe amusing, and, 
therefore, gives her no adequate chante 
to prove her mettie in a lighter vein.’

brief existence.

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DRAMAS WANE 10 
DEGRADED IDEALS 


Says American Theater Stand: 
ards Are Lower Than Those 
of Any Other Country. 


BY LOUIS V. DEFOR. 
(Dramatic Critic, New York Werid.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—‘You ask me 
what it is that cut the ground from un- 
der the theater this season?” 

Let it be understood at once that Da- 
vid Belasco is doing the talking. I had 
asked Mr. Belasco if he could explain 
why the going had been so rough for 
the theaters this year. I had requested 
him not to beat about the bush, but to 
keep to cold, hard facts. If there was 
going to be an interview at all it must 
be direct and to the point. 

“What is it that is undermining the 
theater today?” Mr. Belasco repeated. 
“I will tell you. If the theater is’ in 
hard luck, and’ anyone with an inside 
knowledge of it knows that it is, the 
business methods by which it is con- 
ducted are to blame. 

“The art of the stage is being throt- 
tled by the loose ways of the business 
office. Did I say loose? I will put it 
even stronger than that. The business 
methods of the theater in this country 
are low. They are the lowest of any 
country in the world today. 

“In every other country that supports 
an artistic drama, the stage, and the 
control of the theater itself, are in: the 
hands of men qualified for the public 
responsibility they assume by expert- 
ence, education and a life-long devotion 
to dramatic art. How many men who 
direct the policies of our theaters ia 
New York do you suppose are intellec- 
tually qualified for such a task? 

Evils of Degraded Manaxement. 

“The artistic department of every 
playhouse is highly sensitive to busi- 
ness and commercial influence. The very 
nature of a theater not supported by 
subsidy or endowment makes this sene 
sitiveness unavoidable. Since any spec- 
ulator can hang out a sign and call 
himself a manager, since any charlatan 
can get his name printed on & program 
as a producer, what must be the effect 
upon the artistic product of the the- 
ater? 

“The cry has spread over the world 
it is hard to get good plays. I 
have been swelling the chorus of that 
cry. But since the market is wide open 
to cheap and tawdry plays, what is the 
incentive to the dramatist to write up 
to his ideals, if he has his living to 
earn? Once he found it difficult to 
write up to the standards of the man- 
agers; now he finds it hard work to 
write low enough to suit them. 

“Our managers judge plays from a 
standpoint inside the theater. Most of 
their associates are the people in their 
own profession. They do not put them- 
selves in the viewpoint of the general 
public, so the playwright says, ‘If I 
can't sell Manager Jones a white rose, 
I will give him a blood-red one.’ 

‘What's the good, I ask, to take 
spring lamb to a house when you know 
that only pork is wanted? 

“It is precisely in this respect that 
the London theaters have an advantage 
ever ours. English playwrights are no 
more capable than our own. Public 
taste as displayed in the English the- 
ater is not superior to ours. But even 
with the disadvantages of its acter-man- 
ager system, the London theater is much 
more -intelligently conducted than ours 
in New York. It is controlled by men 
who have dignity and artistic percep- 
tions, and ours is not. In this respect 
the theater everywhere in Europe is 
ahead of America. 

“What I have said to you applies to 
the artistic aspect of the drama in 
Néaéw York. Now let us look at the dis-| 
tinctively busines side a moment. The 
methods in vogue among most managers 
—~not all, perhaps, but most of them— 


} lately heard = good deal about ticket | 


speculators. That alone is dnough to 
destroy the public’s confidence in the 
integrity of the theater, But the cut- 
rate agencies are even worse. They are 
the locusts of the theater, for they eat 
into its prosperity. 

“With our present oversupply of the- 
aters many plays necessarily are fail- 
ures, or of doubtful value at best. When 
their managers find them out, they in- 
Stantly begin to force their runs. They 
pour tickets into the agencies to be} 
sold at reduced rates. They will give 
them away by hundreds, to. people in 
shops and factories. They peddle them 
about in such sumbers, indeed, that 
many of the tickets are not used. This 
state of affairs today fs the worst it has 
ever been. The young lady who has 
been in the habit of paying for her seat 
upstairs and is given free seats in the 
orchestra will never be a paying patron 
of the gallery again. It's the old rule 
exemplified—bace a deadhead, a)ways a 
deadhead. 

‘Managers should get together and 
end this evil, just as they are now 
considering putting an end to the pre- 
mium agencies. One system ifs just as 
bad as the other. Why, I know one 
cut-rate agent who in the last year has 
made more monéy than half a dozen of 
the legitimate producers combined. He 
has built a country house and rides 
around in his own big motor car. So, 
you see the extent to which the business 
is carried on.”’ 

Mr. Belasco next paid his respects in 
these words to the so-called philanthrop- 
ical and scientific societies that have 
violated the esthetic purpose of the 
theater. 

“Disease Piays” of Morbid Appeal. 

‘The canker spot of this season,” he 
said, “has been the sociological activ- 
tties which first made poszibdle the pro- 
duction of such an atrocity as ‘Damaged 
Goods.’ It has inoculated the stage with 
57 varieties of the disease. It has ap- 
pealed to the morbid curiosity of the 
crowd under a claim of teaching a 
moral lesson. You don’t have to parade 
a vile disease in order to teach people 
to abhor and avoid it, 

‘The societies that have encouraged 
these disgusting exhibits have taken 
advantage of the authorities by selling 
membership slips at the box office win- 
dows in place of admission tickets. You 
can’t make me believe that their so- 
called ‘movement’ has been for any 
other interest than the proceeds it has 
yielded. It has been énocuraged by 
over-zealous clergymen and crank s80- 
clety women watfl it has inoculated the 
public mind with morbid menta) disease. 

“An agent came to me‘not long ago 
with one of these disease plays. He 
sald if I wanted to produce it, he would 
secure for me the protection of a socio- 
logical research society. I refused. and 
then he tried to induce me to change 
my mind by showing me how much 
money we could make. 

“The ‘movies? They -have come to 
stay, of course, They supply good di- 
version at cheap prices, but even they 
are beginning to be mismanaged in the 
interest of .sensationalism. They af- 
fect the galleries, and to some extent 
the balconies, of the regular theaters. 
But they never will encroach danger- 
ously upon dramatic art. Like the many 
other forms of amusemept which inter- 
est the people, they are a thing that is

Louls Pure’ Milk Commission, presented

Child, “Se as_ Boy, 
Trailed to Hills With El- 
derly Companion Who De- 
clares He Is Her Father, 
Having Married Indiana 
Dentist’s Divorced Wife. 


DR. WINTERS SAYS 
PRISONER ISN’T FATHER 


On Way to Huntsville, Ark., 
He Declares Child’s 
Mother Is Dead — Girl 
- Tells Posse She Is Cather- 


ine Winters. 


HUNTSVILLE, Ark., Feb. 22.—The 
most famous of recent kidnaping cases, 
the disappearance of 9-year-old Cather- 
ine Winters nearly a year ago from her 
home in Newcastle, Ind., is believed by 
the authorities to have been solved here 
early today wheri a posse seized an eld- 
erly man and a girl, dressed as a boy, 
who were traveling through the country 
in a wagon like gypsies. 

The man, who gave the name of Ed- 
ward Stewart and said he was 55 years 
old, made the startling assertion that 
Catherine was his own daughter, and 
not the daughter of William A. Winters, 
a Newcastie dentist, who has spent a 
large sum of money in searching for. the 
girl, whose father he declared himself 
to be. 

Says Girl Is His Daughter. 

Stewart said that he was the hus- 
band of Winters’ first wife, wno, Stew- 
art said, divorced Winters and is 
now dead, and that Catherine was their 
daughter. Pressed to explain this cir- 
cumstance, he declined to discuss the 
subject further. He admitted the child 
with him is the girl whom Winters has 
sought in a quest covering many states, 
‘and said he had changed her name from 
Catherine to Lucy. The chiid conducted 
herself affectionately toward Stewart, 
whom she calls “papa.” 

The girl. who is in the care of Sheriff 
M. H. Schuster of, this town and his 
wife, says her name is Catherine Win- 
ters and that she formeriy lived in a 


town in Indiana, the name of which she | 


cannot remember. Vaguely she recalls 
a trip in an automobile from her home 
and a journey in a red wagon. 

A Fort Smith newspaper a few days 
ago printed a picture of the missing 
child and a story of her disappearance. 
Citizens near here were struck by a re- 
semblance of the picture to a child in 
company with an elderly man, who, 
traveling in a wagon, had been camping 
in the neighborhood, since Monday. 
They hesitated to take action at first 
because they were misled by the girl's 
_ @isguisé as a boy and by her bobbed 
‘hair. 

Girl Is Trailied to Hills. 

But this morning 12 men set out on 
the trail of the wagon, and found it and 
iis occupants a short distance away in 
the hills at 3 a.m. Stewart was awak- 
ened and commanded to give an ac- 
count of himself. His replies were not 
satisfactory to the posse, which com- 
pelled him to go to Huntsville, where 
the men placed him in the hands of the 
Sheriff, who put him in jail. 

Later, according to the _  Sheritf, 
Stewart confessed that his companion 
was the far-sought Catherine Winters. 
He insisted he did not kidnap her him- 
self, but that another man abducted her 
and gave her into his keeping. The child 
geaid this story was true. 

‘Winters was notified by wire and tele- 
graphed that he would depart at once 
for Fort Smith. This will be his sec- 
ond trip within two months to this State 
to investigate clews as to his daugh- 
ter’s whereabouts. A telegram was re- 
ceived here from J. G. Ritter of Okla- 
homa City, who declared he was a 
brother of Catherine Winters’ mother, 
* and who said he was starting at once 
for Huntsville to assist in identifying 
the girl. 

No one has as yet won the confidence 
of the child, who appears shy of 
strangers, and highly nervous. She has 
heen unable to tell of her adventures 
gince the day of’ the kidnaping, March 

1913.

While playing Indian yesterday after-

IS DEAD AT BOONVILLE 


Victor in Celebrated Election 
Contest Succumbs at 75, After 
a Long Illness. 
BOONVILLE, Mo., Feb. 21.—Jacob F. 
Gmelich, former Lieutenant-Governor of 
Missouri, died here at 11 o’clock tonight, 

after a long illness. 

He was 75 years old, and was a native 
of Germany. He established a jewelry 
business here in 1860, and was Mayor of 
Boonville and a member of the Legis- 
lature before his election, in 1904, to the 
office of State Treasurer.

INTO ALLEY, HITS 
NER WITH A CLUB 


Amelia Vose’s Skull Fractured 
When She Resists Stranger 
Who Attacked Her. 


Miss Amelia Vose, 20 years old, daugh- 
ter of John Vose of 2616 Indiana avenue, 
is suffering with a fractured skull and 
concusion of the brain, and doctors 
fear she may die as the result of an at- 
tempted attack upon her by an uniden- 
tified man in an alley near Iowa and 
Indiana avenues at 8 o'clock last night. 

Police investigation disclosed that Miss 
Vose left her home shortly before 8 p. 
m. to visit friends at the home of 
Charles Perryman, 2619 Iowa avenue.

BERLIN, Feb. 21.—Little interest 
is manifested here in the controversy 
over the incident that occurred at 
Manila Bay between Admiral Dewey 
and Admiral von Diederichs during 
the Spanish-American war.

GALLAGHER’ NEW 
A & M. SGHEME 


Majority Opposed to. Submit- 
ting A. & M. Grab With 
Reber Plan. 


WOULD CONFUSE VOTERS 
Mayor Probably Would Veto 
the Bill if Passed by 
Assembly. 


That the City Council will kill the 
latest A. & M. scheme proposed by 
Delegate Gallagher in an effort to de- 
feat the Citizens’ Committee’s initiative 
campaign to complete the free bridge 
by the Reber approach route by coupling 
up with it another proposition to vote 
on at the same special election was in. 
dicated yesterday by expressions given 
to Post-Dispatch reporters by members 
of the upper house of the Assembly. 

Here is the Gallagher scheme: To 
pass an ordinance calling a special 
bond issue election, after the initia- 
tive petitions have been presented, 
but to provide that both the Reber 
approach bond issue for $2,750.000 and 
the A. & M. bond issue for $4,250,000 
be voted on at the same election. 
Members of the Council declared Gal- 

lagher’s scheme was so preposterous and 
would result in so much confusion that 
an intelligent expression of the will of 
the people could not be registered at 
the polls. President Lazarus and Coun- 
cilmen Fletcher, Koenig, Haller, Herr- 
mann and Ebeling declared they woul‘ 
n-t stand for submitting the two propo- 
sitions at the same election. 
“Scheme to Defeat Plan.” 

Under the Gallagher scheme, both 
the Reber approach and Alton & Mis- 
sissippi bond issue propositions 
would be printed on the same ballot 
Each voter would be required to vote 
on each proposition. If he favored the 
Reber approach, and was opposed to 
the Alton & Mississippi approach, he 
would have to scratch “No” on the 
first proposition and “Yes” on the 
second. But he could vote for both 
propositions, or against both. 

Members of the Council asserted 
that this was merely a scheme to 
defeat the object of the Citizens 
Committee’s efforts to complete the 
bridge through the initiative. Even 
Dr. Paul Fletcher, chairman of th« 
Joint Conference Committee of the 
Council and House of Delegates, a 
strong Alton & Mississippi supporter, 
declared it would be unfair to sub- 
mit the double-barreled proposition 
at the same election. 

It is regarded as certain that Mayor 
Kiel, who is now fully determined to 
fight for the Reber approach, and 
who has promised to give all the 
service in his power in getting up the 
initiative petitions to appeal to the 
people from the denial to the people 
of their rights by the House of Dele- 
gates, would veto the Alton & Mis- 
sissippi proposition. 

Councilman Haller asserted 
Council would stand firm for 
Reber approach, and would not 
der any conditions vote to submit tha 
Alton & Mississippi proposition at 
the same time the bond issue for the 
Reber approach went to the people. 

The attitude of the Council on the 
Gallagher scheme is indicated in these 
interviews: 

Sam Lazarus, President of the 
City Council: I am opposed to sub- 
mitting both the Reber approach and 
A. & M. propositions at the same 
election. It would confuse the issue. 
If the people petition the Assembly 
for the privilege of voting on the 
Reber approach, it is certainly the 
duty of the Assembly to give the peo- 
ple what they ask for. The Council 
will stand pat against the A. & M. 
scheme. I am sure the House of 
Delegates, in time, will come around 
all right on the bridge question, and 
fall in line to complete the structure. 

Dr. Paul R. Fletcher, chairman 
of the Joint Conference Committee 
of the Council and House of Dele- 
gates, an A. & M. supporter: If 
the people go to the trouble of get- 
ting initiative petitions for the sub- 
mission of the Reber approach bond 
issue, I should consider it unfair to 
confuse the issue by submitting at 
the same election a proposition to 
issue bonds for another approach. 
If the petitions are presented, I would 
regard that as ample evidence that 
the people were eager to vote on 
the Reber approach proposition and 
no other, and would not vote to sub- 
mit a second proposition at the same 
election, unless, of course, the sup- 
porters of that proposition also pre- 
sented a sufficient initiative peti- 
tion. 

Councilman John M. Ebeling: 
Of course, I should want.to look into 
this proposition before expressing an 
opinion. But at first glance it looks 
like a scheme to confuse the issue. 
It would not appeal to me, and I do 
not think the Council would stand 
for it. 

Counciiman Julius Haller: My 
opinion is that the Council will stand 
for the Reber approach and nothing 
else. I dm sure that the double- 
barreled bond issue proposition could 
not get through the Council. It Is 
my judgment that not more than 
four members of the Council! will vote. 
for any A. & M.. proposition. It 
would not be fair. to the people, 
after they had gone to the trouble 
of getting initiative petitions, to in- 
ject another proposition into it.

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FIREMEN FIGHT 
DOWNTOWN BLAZE 
FOR TWO HOURS 


Dense Smoke and Barred En- 
trances at 214 Pnie Street 
Cause General Alarm. 


SALVAGE CORPS MAN HURT 
Loss to Hughes Printing Co. 


Estimated at $16,000; Build- 
ing Damaged $2500. 


A general alarm of fire was given 


shortly after 7 o’clock yesterday even- 
ing, when flames were discovered com- 


ing from the plant of the Hughes 
Printing Co., in the rear of 244 Pine 
street. For a time it seemed the four- 
story brick structure, which house# the 
plant, would be lost, as firemen were 
baffled in their efforts to enter the 
structure, so dense was the smoke. 

In responding to the alarm, Lieut. 
Frank Gailey of the Salvage Corps No. 
1 was thrown from his seat on the 
salvage wagon and suffered & broken 
leg. He was taken to Mulalnphy Hos- 
pital. The wagon swerved sharply as 
it struck a section of hose. 

Firemen found difficulty in locating 
the flame because all doors and win- 
dows were tightly closed and locked, 
and dense clouds of smoke enveloped 
the interior. 

Axes were used to break a padlock on 
the main entrance door, after which 
windows were broken. When air was 
admitted flames burst through the first 
and second floors. 

With scaling ladders the firemén 
quickly mounted to the fire escape and 
burst the glass from the windows on 
the upper floors. Little flame was no- 
ticeable, however, near the top of the 
building, and many tines of hose were 
played upon the first and second floors 
and basement. At 9 o’clock the fire was 
well under control. 

Shortly before 11 o'clock 
cut again on the second floor -and 
climbed a wall, finally emitting flames 
that illuminated the skies through the 
roof. Firemen who remained to pump 
water from the cellar called for assist- 
unce, and several companies responded. 
At 1 a.'m, the building was again pro- 
nounced free of flames. 

The cause of the fire was not learned 
by the police. A man giving the name 
cY George Wallace, 1305 South Vande- 
venter avenue, said he was the fireman 
cf the building, and that he had heard 
an explosion on one of the upper floors. 
He said he had been warned later by 
William Pence, an ash hauler, who was 
in the building at the time, that he had 
better run for his life, as the upper 
floors were ablaze. Wallace said he 
left through a window. 

E. C. Duckworth, a partner in the 
printing concern, said the officers and 
employes left the building shortly after 
noon, and that no one was authorized 
to be in the building save a negro who 
tended a low pressure boiler used for 
heating purposes. 

The Hughes Printing Co. is a co- 
partnership owned by Clarence H. 
Hughes and E. C. Duckworth. A cor- 
poration known as the Hughes Realty 
and Investment Co. controls the build- 
ing. 

Duckworth estimated the stock in the 
building at $45,000. This consisted of 
paper and printing machinery. The 
building and contents were insured. 
Fire Chief Swingley estimated the loss 
at $2500 to the building and $16,000 to 
the stock.

Returns for $300,000 and 
$250,000 Also Filed, With Five 
Others Above $100,000. 


Someone yesterday made affidavit, | 
on a Federal income tax blank in the 
St. Louis internal revenue office, that 
he has an annual income of $470.000. 

Another reported an income of $300,- 
000, and one Friday certified to a $260,- 
000 Income. Five others above $100,000 


are among the 10,000 returns for this 
district, including the eastern half of 
Missouri, which have ‘thus far been 
filed. More than one-half the whole 
number are from St. Louis. All re- 
turns must be in by next Saturday. 

Under the rules of the income tax col- 
lecting game, no one but the collector 
will know who the proprietors of the big 
incomes are. And the collector is strict- 
ly forbidden to tell. 

There is no rule against guessing, 
and if it may be assumed that the 
men with the incomes mentioned are 
residents of St. Louis, a glance at 
the last city tax assessmeat lists may 
give a hint at their identity. 

An income of $470,000 a year re- 
presents a 6 per cent return on 
$7,830,000. No St. Louisan is. paying 
city and State taxes on anything like 
that sum. The highest assessment 
on real estate and personal property, 
in the list on which the last tax levy 
was based, was that of Daniel Cat- 
lin, $2,256,550. Next came A. D. 
Brown, who died between the mak- 
ing of the assessment and its pub- 
lication, with $1,328,610. James 
Campbell was third, with $1,125,200, 
and Adolphus Busch, since deceased, 
was fourth with $1,075,530. J. A. 
Scudder, with $1,049,380, was the only 
other person assessed at more than 
$1,000,000, and Mrs. Grace A. Leathe’s 
return was $915,060,: David R. Fran- 
cis’ return was $243,850, but his hold- 
ings in bank stock and other assets 
not appearing in tax returns are be- 
lieved to make his total possessions 
approximate those of Campbell or

Daly of the Internal Revenue office, 
who is in charge of income tax col- 
lections, estimated that the person 
with the $470,000 income would pay 
$19,550 taxes on it.

VILLA’S REASONS 


i 
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WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Secretary 
Bryan has ordered a far-reaching in- 
vestigation of the killing of William 
8. Benton, the British subject, at 


He announced today that 
until all the facts in the case had 
been gathered from all available 
sources, no opinion would be ex- 
preased by the State Department. All 
inf.rmation received will be trans- 
mitted to the British Government. 

Explanations made by Gen. Villa 
to Thomas D: Edwards and George C. 
Carothers, the American Consular 
representatives at Juarez, together 
with the courtmartial record, are to 
be supplemented by further informa- 
tion. Instructions went forth to 
American: Consul Letcher at Chihua- 
hua to get additional details from 
Villa, and it is understood inquiry 
through ftndependent sources will be 
Carried on at Juarez. Carothers is 
Consular Agent at Torreon, tempo- 
rarily assisting Edwards. 

Advices received by the State De- 
partment up to late today giving 
Villa's. version of the affair, were 
that Benton was armed, had person- 
ally quarreled with Villa, had been 
disarmed, tried by courtmartial and 
executed on the charge of attempting 
the life of Villa. 

Explanation Read With Interest. 

Villa’s explanation, as telegraphed 
Constitutional 
agency here, was exhibited unoffi- 
cially to State Department officials, 
and, though -ead with interest, 
brought no comment. Army officers 
took particular interest in the refer- 
ence to Benton as an “armed prowl- 
er,’ and as such not entitled to the 
protection of the rules of war. The 
“armed prowler,”’ described in “order 
100” of the American army is essen- 
tially a guerilla, they explained and 
one who is caught within military 
lines with arms either engaged in the 
wariton destruction of-property or as 
part of an invading force. It was ad- 
mitted generally that if Benton made 
a murderous assault upon Villa with 
a-weapon, he might have bten sub- 
ject to the death penalty; but on that 
point evidence is wanting and army 
officers are reserving judgment.

Under article 84 of general order 
100, for the Government of the United 
States Army, in the field, {it Is pro- 
vided that ‘‘armed prowlers’’ who 
come within the line of the army of 
occupation with hostile intent, are 
not entitled to the privileges of pris- 
oners of war. 

Article 8% provides’ that persons 
within occupied territory who em- 
ploy violence toward the established 
authorities are subject to the pen- 
alty of death, whether they arise 
singly or in numbers. 

Subject to Death Penalty. 

There is absolutely no doubt but 
what? Benton, a WHuertista sympa- 
thizer and a murderer of Mexican 
citizens, deliberately attempted an 
act of violence against the person 
and life of the commanding General, 
and for that reason, in accordance 
with the laws and usages of war, he 
was tried by a military tribunal, con- 
stituted for that pprpose, and exe- 
cuted pursuant to its sentence, pro- 
ceeding sustained by American and 
European precedents.

Private telegrams 
contain the same information, saying 
that Villa shot Benton through the 
head, killing him instantly. For this 
reason, Villa is said to have refused

LONDON, Feb. 21.—William 8S. Ben- 
ton Was. well known in London, whici 
he visited every two years.

AGAINST PASTOR 
WHO KISSED HER 


Jury Gives Verdict for Brook- 
field Minister, Who Says 
Caress Was in Fun. 


BROOKFIELD, Mo., Feb. o1-—Miss| 
Harriet L. Myers, 23-year-old daugh- 
ter of H. C. Myers, editor of the Linn 
County Budget, today lost her $5000 
damage suit against the Rev. W. C, At- 
wood, pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church, on the charge of forcibly kiss- 
ing her in her father’s office and ask- 
ing her to go to St. Louis with him. 
The jury, which, received the case at 
10 o’clock last night, returned a 9 to 
verdict for the defendant at 5 p. m. to- 
day. 

On the witness stand the girl admitted 
the suit, which was not filed for a year 
and a half after the kissing episode, was 
instigated by her father. Atwood tes- 
tified he kissed the young woman in 
fun when he went to her father’s office 
with a church announcement, and vigor- 
ously denied intending wrong. Sena- 
ior E. B. Fields of Browning, one of 
the lawyers for the pastor, in his ar- 
gument, assailed Editor Myers for “‘us- 
ing his daughter for revenge.”’ 

Five members of the First Presby- 
terian Church, of which Atwood is pas- 
tor, four of them elders, testified for 
him. They retold the stories of the 
church board meetings, when H. C, 
Myers, the girl’s father, had insisted 
some action be taken, and said that a‘ 
first they were’ in favor of demanding 
the preacher’s resignation, but that 
later they thought this was an injus- 
tice, and even now did not think he 
should be forced to give up his church 
here. 

The charge that Pastor Atwood had 
kissed Miss Myers was first made pub- 
lic last November. 

Myers published the kissing story in 
his paper on the day the suit was filed. 
Myers and Pastor Atwood had not been 
friends for several years. 

The trial attracted crowds that could 
not be accommodated in-the large court- 
room. Many persons ate their lunches 
in the courtroom to hold their seats. 

The jury was composed of farmers, 
none of whom was a resident of the 
township in which Brookfield is. After 
the jurors had been out one hour last 
night they were excused until 8:30 this 
morning. All day, except for an inter- 
mission at noon, they were shut up in 
the jury room. Considerable money Was 
wagered on the result.

HOW BRIDGE DELAY 
COSTS $827 DAILY 


In response to a resolution by the 
House of Delegates requesting facts as 
to the ‘‘net loss per day on account 
sof interest paid upon bridge bonds after 
deducting the interest earned by the 
sinking fund per day,’’ Comptroller 
Player reported Friday night that it 
was $327.17. 

Associate Comptroller Felix E. Gunn, 
who previously had announced that 
the cost of the bridge was approximate- 
ly $875 a day, as published daily in the 
Post-Dispatch, reiterated the statement 
yesterday that the bridge Was costing 
the taxpayers of the city approximately 
$875 a day, without any return while it 
stands uncompleted. 

“The city is paying approximately $359 
a day in interest on the $3,228,000 of out- 
standing bridge bonds,”’ said Gunn. “It 
is also putting approximately $500 a day 
into the sinking fund for the redemption 
of these bonds. The sinking fund mon- 
eys on hand are deposited at interest, 
which yields the city about $31.50 a day. 
The taxpayers are thus paying out $600 
and $259 a day on account of the bridge, 
or a total of $89, and are earning iIn- 
terest of about $31.50 a day, which makes 
the net expense about $827.50 a day.” 

The actual cost of bridge delay as 
arrived at by Gunn may be likened to, 
the cost of a house that is being pur- 
chased on the installment plan under 
an interest-bearing mortgage. If the 
daily interest on the mortgage is 3 
per day, and the dally installment on

Housés Swept Away and Rail- 
roads and Street Cars Out of 
Commission in Los Angeles. 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 21.—With a 


and. a toll of seven lives since 
Wednesday, Southern California be- 
gan to recover tonight from the ef- 


fects of the worst storm in its his- 
tory. Swept by wind and rain for the 
past three days, most of the territory 
between the Tehachapi Mountains and 
the Mexican line was flooded, but 
with the sun shining most. of today 
the situation improved considerably, 
and while nearly all of the towns af- 
fected remained isolated tonight, 
progress was made toward re-estab- 
lishing wire and rail communication. 

According to an estimate made by 
A. C. Hansen, assistant city engineer, 
Los Angeles was damaged to the ex- 
tent of at least $1,500,000. One hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars rep- 
resented the damage to city streets 
alone. The balance represented 
losses sustained by railroads and bv 
citizens who lost their homes, which 
were swept away by the floods with 
all their household! effects. 

For nearly four hours there was 
no street car service, and during the 
entire day the city had only brief 
periods of communication with the 
East. Surrounding towns, with but 
few exceptions, remained entirely 
isolated. : 

More than 100 homes were de- 
stroyed in Los Angeles alone by the 
torrents that rushed through the Los 
Angeles River and the Arroyo Soco.

TREATMENTS CONDEMNED 


Witnesses Said Methods Were 
Dangerous and Contrary to 
Those Generally Used. 


Dr. Ira Allison, of 3821 Lucas avenue, 
who had offices in the Holland Build- 
ing, was fined $100 and sentencéd to 30 
days in jail by Judge Miller in the 
Court of Criminal Correction, at 9:30 
last night, after a jury returned a ver- 
dict of guilty on the charge of obtain- 


ing money from a patient under false 
representations and improper treatment. 
The jury was out half an hour. 

On the preceding day, Dr. Paul W. 
Fayn of 1382 Olive street, was found 
‘guilty, by a jury in the same coum, of 
the charge of obtaining money urder} 
false pretenses in the treatment of a 
patient, and was fined $50. The case 
against Dr. Fayn was based on the 
charge that he treated the patient for 
muscular rheumatism, and diagnosed 
the ailment as such, when the patient 
in reality was suffering with locomotor 
ataxia. 

The Allison case was based on the 
charge that he treated his patient for 
a disease of the veins by dangerous in- 
travenal injections, whereas operation 
was the standard method in such cases, 
and that he guaranteed to cure the 
patient by four injections. 

Witnenas Repudistes Authority. 

The case went to the jury fol- 
lowing an unexpected development 
late in the afternoon, when Dr. Joseph 
E. Chambers, star witness for the de- 
fense, repudiated the authority quoted 
most frequently during the trial by See- 
bert G. Jones, attorney for Allison. 

By citing quotations from a book 
called “The General Practitioner—A 
Specialist,” Attorney Jones sought 
throughout the trial to establish evi- 
dence that Allison's treatment of Louis 
A. Laporte, 21 years old, of 2919 Olive 
street, for a disease of the veins by in- 
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travenal injections, was based on ap-j| =: 


' proved and recognized medical practice. 

Laporte had previously testified, as 
the complaining witness in the case, that 
he went to Allison after seeing an ad- 
vertisement in a newspaper, and that 
Allison guaranteed to cure him for $25 
in four treatments by intravenal injec- 
tions. Laporte declared he paid Allison 
$7 down and $2.50 upon his fourth treat- 
ment, after which his condition remained 
unchanged. 

Calls Book Horrible. 

When Prosecuting Attorney Howard 
Bidener exhibited to Dr. Chambers the 
book brought into court by Jones, Dr. 
Chambers was asked what he thought 
of it. 

“Oh, that is horrible,’”’ was the re- 
ply. “A man.can't be a general practi- 
tioner and a specialist at the same 
time.”’ 

When Sidener asked Dr. Chambers to 
read the book and tell the Court what 
he thought of it, the witness said: ‘I 
_ would just as soon read an almanac.” 

Dr. Chambers, who lives at 4967 Page 
boulevard, was formerly professor of 
surgery in the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons. He declared he had been 
practicing for more than 3% years, and 
testified that although intravenal injec- 
tions might be used, and without so 
much danger to the patient as had been 
testified to in court, operation was the 
general method for treating venal ail~ 
ments such as Laporte’s. 

Denies Money Was Paid. 

On the witness stand Allison denied 
that he guaranteed to cure Laporte in 
four treatments, but said that he agreed

FATHER FORGIVES  'RAY PFANSCHMIDT LAW 
ARRESTED ON | GETS A NEW TRIAL 
JEWELER'S GHARGE| FOR SLAYING FOUR 


Supreme Court Holds Fact That 
Bloodhounds Trailed Him 
Is Not Evidence. 


SPRINGFIELD, fll., Feb. 21. —Ray 
‘Pfanschmidt, convicteg in the Adams 
County Circuit Court of a quadruple 
murder, was granted a new trial in 
the Supreme Court today when the 
lower courts findings were reversed 
on @ writ of error. The principal 
point which won a new trial] for the 
defendant was the decision of the 
Upper Court that the conclusions of 
bloodhounds were too unreliable to 
be accepted as evidence. 

Bloodhounds taken to the scene of 
the crime were said to have followed 
a trail to Pfanschmidt’s home. The 
trial court admitted evidence .of the 
trailing by the dogs. The admission 
of this testimony was held by the Up- 
per Court to be error. 

Pfanschmidt is charged with one 
of the most gruesome crimes ever 
comitted in Illinois. Four persons, 
Charles Pfanschmidt, father of the ac- 
cused; Mathilda Pfanschmidt, his 
mother; Blanche Pfanschmidt, a sis- 
ter, and Miss Emma Kaempen, a 
school teacher boarding with the 
Pfanschmidts, were found dead in the 
ashes of a fire that destroyed their 
home, 11 miles southeast of Quincy, on 
Sept. 29, 1912. The bodies showed 
Signs of having been beaten and 
chopped. It was the testimony of the 
experts at the trial that the four per- 
sons hag been killed and their bodies

Illinois Supreme Court Over- 
throws Ordinance Enacted by 
Dowie’s Followers. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Feb. 21.—John Al- 
exander Dowie’s dictum against tobac- 
co, which has been the law of the faith- 
ful in Zion City, Ill., was overthrown by 
the: dllinois Supreme Court today. The 
city ordinance forbidding the use of to- 
bacco within the city limits was de- 
tlared unconstitutional. 

Attempts to enforce the ordinance have 
kept Zion City in the throes of intef- 
mittent rioting for several years. Since 
the electrical apparatus factory, one of 
the Zionist enterprises, was taken over 
by an outside concern and numerous 
non-Zionists moved tn, the faithful have 
been outraged daily by the spectacle of 
men smoking tobacco. 

Under the direction of Wilbur Glenn 
Voliva, successor to Dowie, the Zionists 
were not slow to retaliate by building a 
cement chapel next to the electrical 
factory and preaching and singing en- 
ergetic denunciations of all who defile 
the air with tobacco smoke. 

The result was war, and many an eve- 
ning fighting factory men and the el- 
ders and members of the Zion Church 
surged up the main street of Zion City. 
Black eyes, broken heads and an over- 
flowing city lockup attested the gen- 
wineness of the strife. Both sides ap- 
pealed to the courts.

John Kidwell at Hannibal, Mo., 
Says He Is the Slayer of Mc-

well was arrested here today after he 
had confessed to the murder of three 
members of the McAnnally family at 


Wellington, Kan., on Oct. 18, 1912. The 
murdered persots were an aged man, 
his wife and « grown daughter. His 
confession has led authorities here t5 


suspect he is the ax murderer of Kan-] 


sas, and his arrest is expected to clear 
up several crime mysteries. 

Kidwell, who is 48 years old, Tor the 
last week has been working at Hanni- 
bal, coming here from Moberly, Mo. Kid- 
well, withig a week after coming here, 
the authorities say, remarked that he 
was wanted in Wellington, and talked 
with Robert Merrick, a Burlington Rail- 
read detective. Kidwell took Merrick 
into his confidence, and told the story, 
they say. The detective then notified 
the officers at Wellington and closely 
watched Kidwell for two days. 

The three members of the McAnnally 
family were killed while sleeping in a 
tent near the Santa Fe Railroad round- 
house in Wellington. They were shot 
and their heads were beaten with sa 
club. The -murder in many ways re- 
sembled previous ax murders in the 
Middle West. John Kidwell was living 
in Wellington at that time and was not 
suspected in connection with the mur- 
der. 

Kidwell went from Wellington to 
Peoria, Ill. After a few months he 
left Peoria for Slater, Mo., where his 
sister lived. From there he went to 
Moberly, and came here three weeks 
ago. He was a well-dressed man of 
quiet demeanor. 


According to his confessions, he con- 
tinually had visions of the dead trio 
in the little tent. Kidwell said he 
was a widower, that his child had died 
that be was alone in the world, and 
was giad the burden of his secret had 
been lifted from his heart. 

Officers say that in his story of the 
‘triple murder he implicated anothe 
person and indicated that there was u« 
connection with other crimes.

FOR REBER ROUTE 


Bridge Bonds in One Election in 
19th Received More Than 
Two-Thirds. 


The Post-Dispatch is printing from 
day to day maps of the city’s 28 
wards that voters all over town may 
know who their respective Delegates 
are’ and whether their views on the 
free bridge question are represented 
or misrepresented in the House. 


The Nineteenth Ward is represented 
in the House of Delegates by. Thomas 
J. Butler of 212A Franklin avenue. 
Butler is a saloonkeeper at 3001 Haston 
avenue. 

He is one of the 17 Democratic mem- 
bers of the combine of 22 obstruction- 
ists of free bridge legislation in the 
House, having taken a pdsition with 
the supporters of the A. & M. $4,200,000 
grab, and against permitting the people 
to vote on a proposition to issue $2,760,- 
000 of bonds to build the Reber approach 
and open the bridge to use. 

The voters in the Nineteenth Ward 
have on three occasions given large 
majorities in favor of issuing bonds 
for the Reber approach, and in one of 
the three electiong registered more 
than a two-thirds vote for the Reber 
approach, In 1911 the voters of the 
ward cast 9987 votes for the bonds and 
only 453 against them, the vote being 
more than two-thirds for the bonds. At 
the special election in 1912 there were 
1189 votes for the bonds and only 688 
against them, the majority being almost 
two-thirds. In November, 1912, the vote 
was 1759 for the bonds and 1237 against 
them, again being almost a two-thirds 
majority. 

Business men residing in the ward 
told a Post-Dispatch. reporter that the 
sentiment there for the completion of 
the bridge by building the Reber ap- 
proach was much stronger at this time 
than ever before, and that if.a bond 
issue should be submitted, the bonds 
would receive more than a two-thirds 
vote in the ward. 

Ex-Delegate for Reber Pian. 

Eugene B. Gresory of Menown & 
Gregory, coffee merchants at 414 North 
Second street} is a Reber approach ad- 
vocate. He resides at 2931 Dickson 
street, in the Ninteenth Ward, and 
formerly represented his ward in the 
House of Delegates, where he was ac- 
tive in support of the Reber approach 
bonds. 

“I am not an engineer,” he said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “and I was 
willing to intrust this egineering prob- 
lem to competent engineers. A layman 
does not dispute the expert advice of 
his physician, and I feel that an en- 
gineering matter is more safe in the 
hands of an expert engineer than in the 
hands of a coffee merchant or a man 
in any other business, occupation or 
profession. 

‘When disinterested engineers told us 
that the Reber approach was the proper 
one and met every engineering and busi- 
ness demand, that was stffictent fo> 
me, and I did all in my power to com- 
plete the bridge along that line. 

“We Knew at the time the $3,500,000 of 
bonds were voted that that amount 
would not be sufficient to complete the 
bridge. There was no misunderstand- 
ing about that, and it did not occur 
to us that there would be opposition to 
a sufficient amount to build the pro- 
per east side approach. 

“T have a wide acquaintance in my 
ward and from the talks I have had 1 
believe the sentiment for the Reber ap- 
proach is stronger than even before. If 
the issue should be submitted now, the 
bonds would get more than the two- 
thirds vote. The people are absolutely 
opposed to the A. & M. proposition 
They see in it only a real estate specu- 
lation, and they would never vote bonds 
for it.” 

Waking Up the Business Man. 
John Haggenjos of 2388 #£=Dickson 
street, vice-president of the Eureka 
Brass Co., 2210 Scott avenue, belteves 
the Reber approach plan would carry 
and that the A. & M. would be defeated. 
“IT do not know but that this mixup 
about the bridge is to St. Louis a bless- 
ing in disguise,” he said. “It is having 
the effect of waking up the business 
man of St. Louis, and is teaching him 
that he has a greater duty than the 
immediate demands of his own business. 
“Business men now realize, for the 
first time, I beliéve, that to protect the 
city and to protect the business interests 
of the city, which means the protection 
of the entire citizenship, from the pro- 
fessional politician and the man who 
has no interest in the city’s welfare, 
they must take an interest in politics. 
“We are having an example of dis- 
graceful politics and political rule by a 
House of Delegates composed of men 
who are doing every injury possible to 
the business of the city for some reason 
we cannot understand. The blame, I be- 
lieve, rests principally on the business 
men and the better class of citizens. 
We have been content to permit a few 
ward politicians, saloon keepers and pro- 
fessional politicians to nominate our 
members of the House of Delegates. 
With very few exceptions we have not 
taken an interest in primaries, and if 
we have voted at elections, we have 
generally found that we had to take 
our choice between two men, neither of 
whom we considered fit for the office. 
Instead of getting into the fight and 
correcting these conditions, we have in 
too mary instances become disgusted 
and washed our hands of politics, de- 
claring that it was too dirty to mix up 


“Now, there is a different feeling. In 
the future the business men of St. Louls 
are going into politics. They are going 
in for the protection of themselves, 
their business and their homes, and 


} they will be heard from. When the busi- 


ness interests of the city get together 
for clean politics and demand good men 
in office, they will win. We must open 
our factories and business houses dur- 
ing campaigns to workers and speakers 
who will explain to the employes the

Light, when she was rammed by the 
Merchants’ and Mariners’ Steamer 
Nantucket, at 1:40 o’clock the morn- 
ing of Jan. 30. 

Three divers were sent to the scene 
of the 
after the Monroe went down. . They 
spent three weeks searching the sunk- 

jen ship and the beach for” miles 
around for bodies, but not one was 
found. 

The divers, John Jacobson, Cross 
Evatt and Olof Saderberg, said to be 
the best in their business on the At- 
lantic coast, were quartered on the 
tug, I. J. Merritt for two weeks. The 
| Merritt was sent to New York and 
the tug Rescue took her place. 

Saderberg was the first person to 
set foot on the deck of the Monroe 
after she plunged to the bottom of 
the Atlantic. 

He spent 30 minutes on the ship on 
this occasion and succeeded in get- 
ting the ship’s papers from the office 
of the purser. He and Evatt made 
yumerous other descents and were 
on the ship for as long as 45 minutes 
at a time. 

Ship Cut Almost in Half. 

Saderberg, in telling of his experi- 
ence, said: 

“The ship was almost cut in half 
by the collision. There is a big hole 
in her starboard side that extends 
clear up to her main deck. I believe 
every piece of glass on the ship was 
broken by the crash. The big dome 
in the main saloon did not have a 
whole glass in it, and the deck on the 
starboard side appeared to warp, as 
if the boards were loosened by the 
collision. 

“The ship, considering the big hole 
in her side, is lying almost on an even 
keel. She is listed only about three 
and a half degrees to starboard. She 
seems to be resting easily and is 
standing firm. I eould not feel any 


bodies persons per- 


movement of the ship when I stepped 


on her although I went down on one 
occasion when there was a good- 
sized swell on. 

“The water on the Atlantic Coast !s so 
heavy and dark it is not an easy task 
for a diver to see anything at a depth 
of 70 feet. Had the ship turned over 
and gone down sideways, I don’t believe 
it would have been possfble to distin- 
guish anything on her. 

‘‘We worked mostly by charts of the 
ship, which we studied before we went 
down, and if we started after a certain 
object we knew exactly where to go. 

Knew Where to Look for Papers. 

“When I went down for the ship's pa- 
pers I knew exactly where to look for 
them. I knew just where the Captain’s 
office was, and when my feet touched 
the deck of the ship I was almost in 
front of the office. It was comparative- 
ly easy to root around among the 
pigeon-holes in the deck office and re- 
cover the papers. 

“Recovering papers from the 
office was not so easy. The 
this room was not on hinges. 
a sliding door and had become swollen. 
I could not open it, and I suppose I 
gave too hard a jerk in attempting to 
get it open. .My mates on the surface 
thought I was signalling to be hauled 
up and they started to pull me. IT hae 
to give another sizn, before they found 
out [ was all right. I could not open 
the door on this trip, but on the next 
time down I carried a little bar, and had 
little trouble in forcing an entrance. 

“To reach the purser’s office it was 
necessary for me to descend as near to 
the main gangway -as we could judge. 
With only the mast of the sunkear shin 
visible above water we had to judge 
every step by the chart. I landed within 
a few feet of the gangway, and entered 
the ship. I had to proceed cautiously. 
It was necessary to make several turns, 
and descend the stairs leading from the 
dining salon to the main salon. 

“I found broken glass and splinters 
all around me, but saw no signs of any 
bodies. In descending the steps, the air 
tube became twisted and I had to signal 
to be hauled up. On the way up the 
tube became clear again and I was 
lowered back to the ship. Less than

j}half a minute elapsed between the time 


I discovered my air cut off and when 
I was being hauled up. You must work 
quickly, however, and can’t take too 
many chances on having your breath 
cut off under water. The tube, I think, 
got caught on the baluster while I was 
descending the stairway. 
Papers Ensy to Find. 

“Onee in the purser'’s office it 
not difficult to locate the papers I came 
after. 1 found thein in the exact spot 
I was told they were in before I left 
the deck of the tug. 

“Myself and my mate took turns at 
going down to the Monroe. li would 
spend from a half to three-quarters of 
an hour on the ship, sometimes accom- 
plishing nothing, and would be hauled 
up on the surface almost out of breath. 
Evatt would go through the same ex- 
perience. He went through as much 
of the ship as I did, and was down lon- 
ger on one occasion than [ was. 

“We also had a plan of the ship show- 
ing the location of state rooms. We 
were to search first the state rooms oc- 
cupled by passengers who lost their 
lives. Then we were to search the 
sleeping quarters of the crew for the 
bodies of those who went down with the 
ship. We found the latter task more 
difficult than any we had to face. 

“It was necessary to go almost into 
the bowels of the ship to reach the 
crews’ quarters. We did not find a 
single body. Once we stumbled against 
sore saft object that was mistaken for 
a body, but found it to be a piece of 
carpet that had become rolled up by its 
contact with the + water. 

“In searching the state rooms we

| looked in the berths and under them. 
The doors were comparatively easy to 
open. Some were already open. We 
found it necessary on one or two occa- 
sions to use the little bar we carried 
with us to pry open a door, but there 
was no one in the rooms.

The pseudo Petras jumped off the 
street car On Which Miss Hollander 
rode to her home, a block beyond where 
the one acting the part of Miss Hol 
lander alighted. 

From Indiana street, where the man 
alighted, he ran back after the police- 
man “Miss Hoallander.’’ The pursuer 
walked rapidly, and overcame his quar-. 
ry about a block before the cemetery 
was reached. 

Thts, the police say, support their the- 
ory that Migs MHollander’s pursuer 
caught up with her and walked a short 
distamce with her. 

‘Interesting,’ was the only 
Petras made as members of the police 
force Acted the scenes of thé murder 
as they are supposed to have happened. 

Three new witnesses were found to- 
day to establish positively the, police 
say, that Miss Hollander was dragged 
into St. Nicholas Cemetery and clubbed 
to death within 20 mirutes from the 
time she left the car. The new in- 
formants walked up Oho street, which 
Miss Hollander followed, within 15 or 50 
minuttes after her. The police refuse te 
give the names of the witnesses. 

Two other witnesses, Mrs. Walter 
Hickman and Mrs. F. Fina flatly con- 
tradicted Petras’ story that he went 
down Indiana street leaving the car on 
which he and Miss Hollander rode 
homeward the night of the murder. 
They say they were standing on their 
porches in the street for several minutes 
after the car passed the corner and they 
saw but one man come down the strect. 
That was Walter Hickman, the ne®@ro, 
who also has contradicted Petras’ story 
that he followed Indiana street home 
from the car. 

A persom who knows who last had the 
shiny pocket Knife picked up in St. 
Nicholas’ Cemetery near the spot where 
the body of the murdered girl was 
found, has been located, it was said at 
Police Headquarters today. Chief of 
Police Michels refused to say who this 
informant is. The Chief would not say 
whether his informant had seen An- 
thony Petras with the knife. Neither 
wolud he say the informant had said it 
was not Petras who had it. 

The police have contended that when 
they discovered the person who had 
the knife they would almost certainly 
have the man who clubbed Miss Hol-

of Chicago, lost the blade three years 
ago, it had not a trace of rust upon 
it when picked up in the cemetery in 
the snow.

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CHICAGO MAGNATE 
SELLS INTERESTS 
TO CHAS. P. TAFT 


Sale Is Announced by President Tener 
After Conference With Taft and 
Other Cub Stockholders. 


CINCINNATI, Feb. 21. 


S a sequel to the recent deposing of John Evers as manager 
of the Chicago National League club, Charles W. Murphy, 
president of that club, today resigned as president, sold 


his stock and severed his connection with the Cubs. 


Mr. Murphy 


is likewise no longer a director of the National League. His hold- 
ings in the Chicago club have been purchased by Charles P. Taft. 


The resignation of Mr. Murphy 
from National League baseball was 
announced following a meeting be- 
tween Gov. John K. Tener of Penn- 
sylvania, president of the National 
League: Charles P Taft, of this city. 
Harry <Ackerland of Pittsburg, a 
stockholder of the Chicago Club, and 
John Conway Toole, a director of 
the Boston National League Club and 
legal adviser to the National League. 


May Adjust Evers Case. 


The withdrawal of Mr, Murphy 
came after a four-hours conference, 
and solved a situation that had grown 
decidedly delicate in National League 
circles. While the conference was 
in session the presidents of seven 
National League clubs were also 
meeting and discussing the possibil- 
ity of an amicable adjustment of the 
Kvers case. 

At the time Mr. Murphy obtained 
Henry O'Day to manage his club he 
made an agreement with Mr. James 
Gaffney of the Boston Club, whereby 
Evers was to go’to Boston in ex- 
change for Pitcher Perdue and In- 
fielder Sweeney. When Evers heard 
of the trade he flatly refused to go 
to Boston under those conditions, 
and announced he would not allow 
himself to be traded or be sold pro- 
viding Murphy: obtained any players 
or money in exchange for him. After 
a promise had been obtained from 
the National League to this effect, 
he agreed to play with Mr. Gaffney's 
team, and it was then that steps 
were taken which led up to the sen- 
sational climax reached at today’s 
conference. 


Sale Price a Secret. 

The change in regard Mr, Mur- 
phy was not entirely unexpected, in- 
asmuch as a few days ago President 
Tener called a special meeting of not 
only the Board of Directors of the 
National League, but also of the 
league as a whole here today, Ap- 
parently none of the members of the 
league except Mr. Tener knew the 
exact purpose of the special meeting, 
although it was generally understood 
the Evers case would be the principal 
subject of discussion.

I 
am forever through with professional 
baseball, its controversies and squab- 
bles. I'm the happiest man in the 
world tonight.’ 

Murphy would rot give the price 
for which he sold the controlling in- 
terest {i the Cubs. “Mr. Taft can 
tell if he wishes to,” Murphy sald. 
“The transaction is closed and I have 
nothing more to say about it, except 
that I'm glad Mr. Taft has got the 
club.” 

Puts Blame on Evers. 

Murphy denied an offer to buy him 
out was made at the last meeting of 
the National League. He said his re- 
tirement from the game “might have 
been discussed” at the time. Nego- 
tiations for the purchase of his in- 
terest began soon after the club 
owners adjourned, he said. Murphy 
admitted the storm of criticism which 
swept organized baseball after he 
had unexpectedly dismissed Manager 
Evers “might have precipitated” the 
offer to bty him cut. 

“It might have some bearing on 
the case.” he said, and evd¥ed further 
questioning on the circumstan 
which brought out the deal. He did 
not want to discuss it, saying he 
was happier than he had been for 20 
years, and as long as he had washed 
his hands of the game he wished to 


forget any of ite unpleasantries. 


Neither would Murphy say what 


would become of the threatened suit 
for damages ggainst President John- 
son of the American League for John- 
son's alleged efforts to oust him from 
the National League. “I am through 


dicated that the suit would never be. 
filed. 

“It is a tremendous relief to get 
the responsibility of the Cubs off my 
hands,"’ Murphy said. “This has been 
a strenuous winter season between

CHANCE ROW HURT HIM 


Fans Withdrew Support After 
Peerless Leader Was Fired 
as Manager.

“The luckiest man in baseball” 
title that has often been hung on 
Charles Webb Murphy, the deposed 


Chicago magnate; who is credited 
with making a fortune on little or 
mo capital in. eight years. Murphy 
Mterally ran a “shoestring into a mil- 
lion.” 

He had served as publicity agent 
for the New York baseball club ‘wnen 
he learned in 1906 that John Hart, 
the owner of the Chicago National 
League club was eager to sell the 
Cubs. Murphy succeeded in interest- 
ing Charles P. Taft, a brother of ex- 
President Taft, in the deal and with 
$90,000 advanced by Taft and with 
about $15,000 that Murphy, himself, 
raised, he purchased a controlling in- 
terest in the Cubs. 


Murphy Gained Control. 


After being installed as president 
of the club, Murphy made Frank 
Chance, former catcher and first base- 
man of the Cubs, his manager, suc- 
ceeding Frank Selee. One of the 
agreements made by Murphy and Taft 
was that the former could purchase 
more stock in the club as he obtained 
the money.

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IMAN ASLEEP IN 


CHAIR IN SALOON 


Marnell J. Hardimann Wounded 
by Albert Bartel in Place at 
1225 Cass Avenue. 


— 


While Marnell J. Hardimann was sit- 
ting asleep in a chair in a saloon at 122% 
Cass avenue, he was shot from behind 
three times at 8:15 o'clock last night by 
Albert Bartel, according to statements 
to the police by witnesses, one of whom 
was Hardimann’s father, James J. Har- 
dimann of 1612 North Tenth street. 

One bullet cut Hardimann’s cheek, 
and the others grazed his side, caus- 
ing wounds which physicians at the city 
hospital said were superficial and not 
dangerous. He is married and his wife is 
in San Antonio, where he was employed 
as a solicitor of magazine subscriptions. 
For several months he has been on a 
visit to his father, Bartel, a blacksmith 
and married, lives at 1741 North 
Thirteenth street. Each man is 29 years 
old. 

According to a written statement made 
by Bartel, the shooting was the sequel 
of a tussle which he had in the same 
saloon a week ago with Hardimann, 
who scratched his hand. The elder 
Hardimann said his son told him a week 
ago that Bartel had threatened to “get 
him.”’ 

James Hardimann’s version of the at- 
tack was corroborated by T. Gente- 
mann, one of the owners of the saloon, 
and by the bartender, Edward Heite- 
mann. They said Marnell Hardimann 
left the saloon to get his supper across 
the street, and on returning sat down 
in a chair beside the stove with his 
back to the bar and fell asleep. 

Bartel entered and invited James 
Hardimann and two brothers, Al and 
Jake Senski, to drink with him. They 
all ordered beer. When the drink was 
finished, they related, Bartel, with- 
out a word, snatched a revolver from 
his pocket ‘and ‘began shooting at the 
sleeping man. The others fled from 
the saloon, and Bartel, after empty- 
ing his revolver, reloaded it and es- 
caped. . 

He went home, and, finding the door 
locked, his wife being downtown, went 
to the home of Joseph Sarenski, in the 
rear at the same address. There police- 
men arrested him without his attempt- 
ing resistance. 

Bartel said Hardimann threatened 
him and he shot in self-defense. 


BOGY SAYS DAUGHTER SET 
FIRE TO WIFE’S CLOTHES 


Man Being Sued by Gir! for Ac- 
counting of Estate Denies 
Harsh Treatment. 


Bernard P. Bogy, who is being sued 
by his daughter, Mrs. Violet Bogy Mose- 
ley, for an accounting of her mother's 
estate, testified in his deposition, which 
was resumed yesterday before Referee 
Charles Claflin Allen, that he never 
treated his daughter abusively. He de- 
nied that he had subjected her to harsh 
treatment before she jumped from an 
upper window of the Sacred Heart Con- 
vent in St. Charles, in the fall of 1906. 

“I punished her cnce, and only once, 

in my life,” he said. “That was when, 
in a rage over the refusal of some re- 
quest, she made a pile of her mother’s 
clothes on the floor and set fire to the 
pile, with her little brother in the room. 
For that, both my wife and I spanked 
her.” 
He gaild she told him, after the leap 
from the convent window, that. she 
jumped out to show him that she could 
not be made to study French. “I Will 
show you,” he quoted her as saying, 
“that I am going to do as I please.’’ 


VALIDITY OF ILLINOIS 
SUFFRAGE IS UNDECIDED 


SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Feb. 21.—The 
Illinois Supreme Court adjourned to- 
day without giving a decision as to 
the validity of the woman suffrage 
act. This means there will be no 
decision in the case of Scown v® 
Czarnecki, appealed from Cook 
County, until at least the April term 
of court. 

Interest in this case has been 
manifested throughout the State as 
approximately 300 cities and villages 
are to hold local option elections in 
April and the result in most of these 
cities is expected to be determined by 
the votes for woman. Vast property 
interests are Involved.

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Somewhere in 
the steamship lane, which transatlantic 
liners follow at this season, there is a 
floating, bottom up, the hull of a big 
iron steamship.

One storm followed another so that they 
seemed to be continuous. Seas ran 
high and gales blew from the south- 
west, west and northwest, never ceas- 
ing. 

“T was on the bridge about 7:30 o’clock 
Thursday morningand I had all I could 
do to see ahead at all, when the man 
in the crow’s nest gave the alarm that 
he had sighted something dead ahead. 
After.a time I made out what I thought 
Was a whale some yards in front of us. 
I gave orders to swing the ship out of 
her course and the thing passed us 
within 150 feet to port. Then I saw that 
it was a derelict.”

LEADERS OF BAR FORM 
JURISPRUDENCE ACADEMY 


Taft, Root, McReynolds and 
Parker Among Members of 
New Organization. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—More than 
fifty recognized leaders of the Amer- 
ican bar, met here tonight, and or- 
ganized the Academy of Jurispru- 
dence. Its purpose, in the words of 
James Dewitt Andrews of New York, 
who called the meeting to order, is 
the production of a “complete and 
comprehensive statement in system- 
atic form of 
American law.”’ Among its organizers 
are former President Taft, United 
States Senator Root of New York, At- 
torney-General McReynolds, Alton B. 
Parker, Joseph H. Choate, former At- 
torney-General Wickersham and Gov. 
Baldwin of Connecticut. 

“The American Academy of Juris- 
prudence,” Andrews said, “finds the 
reason for its being in the capacity 
for public service. The impulse of 
its creation is public good. 

“The work of the Academy will fall 
into three concepts. The first is the 
encouragement of systematic re- 
search; the second, the recognition of 
education, and 
thirdly, a systematic restatement of 
the law.”

The hand of the railways was shown 
in North St. Louis again yesterday when 
an offer of $90,000 was made for the 


Mosberger Lumber Yards at 653 Morin 
avenue. 

The tract, which comprises four acres, 
is at the point where the Outer Belt 
Line swerves south into the river front 
district of North St. Louis. 

Jacob Mosberger, president of the 
lumber company, said that the identity 
of the prospective purchasers was 
cloaked, but it was his presumption 
that it was either the Terminal Associa- 
tion or the Rock Island Railway. 

Incidentally the Belt Line, which is 
an integral part of the Terminal sys- 
tem, gives to the Rock Island access 
from the west to its yards along the 
Mississippi River front. The terminal, 
or the Rock Island, it is believed, has 
plans to swing its tracks north at Morin 
and Bulwer avenues into the Rock 
Island yards. This can be done only 
by the -.acquisition of the lumber 
yards, which are in the line of the pro- 
posed right of way. 


Trains Now Back Into Yards, 

The Rock Island now is compelled to 
run south into the river front district 
and back into its yards north of Morin 
street and the Merchants Bridge, the 
yards extending both north and south 
of Morin avenue. 

The Rock Island purehased the land 
now occupied with its yards about ten or 
eleven years ago, through Lorenzo E. 
Anderson, then vice-president and’ man- 
ager of the Real Estate Department of 
the Mercantile Trust Co. The cost en- 
tailed was $1,000,000. 


Mosberger thinks that his lumber 
vard is worth $1 a square foot, 
while the price, $90,800, submitted by 
the agents of the railway is at the 
rate of only 53 cents a square foot. 

Negotiations for the purchase of the 
lumber yard, it was predicted yester- 
day, will be completed on Monday. 

Foreseeing the plans of the rail- 
way to augment their facilities in 
North St. Louis, professional realty 
operators have obtained options on 
land on the east side of Hall street 
north of the Merchants’ Bridge, 
which is available for terminal pur- 
poses. 

Plans Four-Track Service. 

The Chicago & Northwestern, as 
was announced: in the Post-Dispatch 
several weeks ago, plans a four- 
track service into the city from the 
north. It will build from Girard, II1l., 
to which its roadbed, it is said, is 
now graded, to Mitchell or to Name- 
oki. The proposed C., B. & Q. bridge, 
over the Mississippi between Mitchell 
on the Illinois and Larimore on the Mis- 
souri side, will give to the line access 
o St. Louis. ss 

The Chicago & Northwestern from 
Girard, it is said, will be operated in 
connection with the C. & A, and the 
Cc, B & @. 

Larimore is situated midway be- 
tween the Merchants’ Bridge and the 
mouth of the Missouri River. 

The Chicago and Northwestern, as 
has been previously told in the Post- 
Dispatch, according to authentic 
sources, has already obtained options 
on large sections of land north of the 
Merchants’ Bridge, attractive, for ter- 
minals and roundhouses. The proposed 
acquisition embraces half a dozen city 
blocks comprising - 900,000 square feet 
lving between Hall and Second streets. 
The land extends from Warren street 
on the south to Buchanan on the north.

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—The Evening 
Post, in its coyrighted weekly finan- 
cial review today, says: 

“Having seen the stock market go 

_, ™D with a sudden leap, and the money 
market go down with similar abrupt 
Gccisiveness, Wall street watched 
confidently for similarly complete 
and instantaneous reversal of its 
Position by business at large. 

“When that event failed to mate- 
rialize, the conclusion was obvious 
that the movement in the stock and 
money markets must have been @ 
mere flash in the pan. 

“This is a familiar incident on the 


market; the odd part of the circum- 
stance being that precisely this se- 
quel of events—including the com- 
munity’s adoption of a resolution, so 
to speak, denouncing the stock mar- 
ket for its misleading forecast—oc- 
curs with sufficient frequency to fix 
& general precedent, yet that it al- 
ways astonishes Wall street when it 
occurs again. 

“Even such notable instances as 
that which preceded the business re- 
vivals of 1905 are forgotten—an occa- 
sion when the Stock Exchang? 
progressively discounted better times 
during four successive months, with- 
out evoking, during that period, tha 
slightest convineing response from 
eeneral trade. 

Outlook Is Bright. 


“Precedent of our industrial history 
would certainly give no ground for un- 
easiness, merely pecause of the fact that 
a month has elapsed since the important 
change for the better in our financial 
inarkets, and that no equally important 
change for the better has- occurred in 
business. 

“The main consideration, now as on all 
previous occasions of the sort, is the 
question how far the underlying in- 
fluences to which the financial markets 
made their response in January may be 
relied on, in due course, to affect the 
general movement of prosperity. The 
answer to this question ought to be rea- 
sonably simple. 

“Money markets fell throughout the 
world last month and stock markets 
rose, for the obvious reason that the 
embargo on free supplies of capital had 
suddenly been lifted. 

“Why it had been lifted may be de- 
batable, but the fact was incontestible, 
and sv was the further fact that, toa 
great extent, the world’s loan market 
had again begun to work satisfactorily 
and the particular difficulties which con- 
fronted both finance and industry in 
1913 were removed. 

“As is always the case, the markets 
for speculation and investment were the 
first to give concrete evidence of their 
relief. But if the movement of trade 
and industry, last year was cramped 
and handicapped by this same situation 
on the money market, it should be 
reasonably evident that the new situa- 
tion: must, sooner or later, have its ef- 
fect in those quarters also. 

‘Last year, when the tying-up of cap- 
ital supplies was first in sight, our stock 
markets and money markets made very 
prompt response. 

“Business affairs, however, con- 
tinued to pursue their prosperous 
course until a considerably later per- 
iod; but they had their turn at re- 
flecting the unfavorable influences, 
after an interval which had led the 
hopefully disposed to declare that 
business would not be affected at all. 

“Now the reverse process seems to 
be under way and general trade is 
quite as deliberate in adapting its 
course to the shifted economic wind 
as it was when the opposite influ- 
ences prevailed a year ago. ’ 

Pablic Is Cautious. 


“This simply means that on the 
present occasion, as on others of the 
sort, the keynote for the general 
movement of the riod has been 
sounded, but that none the Jess people 
who are watching the businéss out- 
leok must now return to studying the 
other influences of the moment. 

“This in itself is in the nature of 
reaction from the mood of six or 
eight weeks ago, when Wall street 
rushed to the conclusion that the 
more favorable skies at Washington 
and on the money markets signified 

*~that no further clouds were to be 
looked for. 

“Such expectations olwars and 
necessarily invite disappointment. 
-Kven if the stock market had con- 
tinued its upward movement with- 
out interruption, we should still have 
been compelled to take into account, 
if we were wise, the possibility of 
unpleasant incidents in sequel to last 
years’ financial strain, or of an awk- 
ward turn in the Mexican situation, 
or of resumption by individual con- 

essmen of their menacing attitude 
owards capital. 

“Paris may possibly provide some 

-material for the first of these devel- 
opments; Mexican affairs are more or 
less in the hands of chance, and Con- 
gressmen who cannot get bills and 
resolutions passed, can at least in- 
troduce them and make speeches on

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COTTON MARKE 
S QUET WIT 
PGES MIXED 


Light Demand for Spot Staple 
Is Feature of Week’s 
Trading. 


The cotton market is dull and almost 
featureless. Demand for spots is lack- 
ing and that takes the heart out of the 
buyers. As has been told many times, 
the indifference of spinners has been 
largely added to, if not caused, by the 
insistence of some buyers who have 
taken their samples to the very mill 
doors and, day after day, asked for bids. 
This is poor salesmanship and serves, 
As tena else will, to ruin prices. 

Although the returns of the Govern- 
ment show that American spinners are 
using cotton in greater volume than ever 
known before and mill stocks are not 
large, cotton buyers who are offering 
cotton from home are met with the al- 
most universa] repty that cotton can be 
bought much cheaper. There will be 
an end to this as to all things; but 
when? is the question. 

As we go further into the season the 
situation becomes more acute and leaves 
prices on the level where a sharp ad- 
vance or a sharp decline might not be 
wholly unexpected, but would be wholly 
unwelcome. 

Insistent Buying Looked For. 

With the American mills using cotton 
to a@ greater extent than ever before 
and at’ the same time allowing their 
stocks of cotton to steadily decrease, an 
insistent demand from them at a little 
later date will not be surprising. While 
those buyers who are hawking cotton 
about the mills are ruining prices they 
are not selling enough to create a supply 
in the mills. Other buyers have stopped 
accumulating stocks because there is 
nothing attractive in the present cover 
and a considerable absorbing power is 
thus removed from the market. 

Exports are not increasing to the ex- 
tent that was looked for. ales in Liv- 
erpool are very good, but exporters say 
that the demand from Europe is almost 
nothing. Stocks in Liverpool are in- 
creasing; in fact, the visible supply to- 
tals more each week. In spite of the 
fact that the market is far below the 
top price of the season, it is a question 
how much accumulation of stocks it can 
stand. 

A very good indication of strength 
is the fact that a market holds well 
in the face of such cruel opposition. 

Heavy Dry Goods Moving. 

In dry goods the lower rate of inter. 
est has added to business activity, 
and mills seem to be pushing their 
goods where they find a ready sale 
Some mills report that they have 
sold their output through next 
fall. A better demand is noted from 
China and India. Heavy goods seem 
to be moving more freely than any 
others. Of course, a continuation of 
activity among the manufacturers 
must be followed by a better demand 
for cotton, and it is this that makes 
the situation uncomfortable. 

While many well informed cotton 
men look for an ultimate advance, 
possibly to much higher prices, they 
also see the possibility of a break in 
prices before the advance comes, 
especially if the mills can continue 
their present buying methods. 

Some buyers, influenced by ‘a be- 
lief in temporarily lower prices, are 
holding off in the hope of stocking 
up at a better level. Thile this may 
hasten a break, if one is due, it will 
add to the confused buying that will 
come following such a break in the 
price. It may, too, prevent a break, 
as holders generally sense the situa- 
tion in its true light. 

From Texas comes talk of the 
weather, and reports from that State 
are construed as being bearish. Thev 
report plenty of moisture in the 
ground and the expectation is for a 
big acreage should favorable plant- 
ing conditions allow it. In Texas an 
elsewhere, however, the question of 
good seed, which is reported to be not 
overplentiful, is very important.

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OP OUTLOOK FAILS 
TO DEPRESS WHEAT PRICES 


Futures Show a Firm Tone During the Week 
on Bullish Statistics— Corn Is Irregu- 
lar—Oats Quiet. 
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SATURDAY’S COMPARATIVE FUTURE QUOTATIONS.

Excheues: LOUIS, Feb. 21. 
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Wheat had a firm tone the past 
week, but was influenced almost etli- 
tirely by “muscle” of the bull crow 
in the Chicago market. There was 
little in the week’s news to enthuse 
over, although statistics slightly fa- 
vored the buyers. 
The future movement of wheat 
prices at present hangs in the bal- 
ance, according to best posted trad- 
ers. Prices have advanced slowly 
about 6c a bushel, on a steadil 
strengthening statistical position, bu 
in the face of an ideal winter whea‘y 
outlook on a record-breaking acre- 
age. 

The crop outlook has been ignored 
entirely, because buyers were playing 
for a winter-killing seare in Febru- 
ary. This, however, has failed to de- 
velop, the condition of winter wheat 
continues perfect, and within the 
next 10 days practically all danger of 
a severe winter-killing scare will be 
passed. 
It will be interestine then, to 
observe whether the recent advance 
in prices has been entirely justified 
by bullish statistics. A year ago sta- 
tistics failed to hold the market un- 
der somewhat similar conditions, and 
when the winter wheat outlook was 
slightly less favorable than now. 
Of course the bull trade still has 
the benefit of later crop scares from 
bug damage, a dry spring, hot winds 
in Kansas and the Southwest and 
even wet harvests, but these are dis- 
tinctly of the future and may be ig- 
nored temporarily .as factors, if the 
crop outlook continues ideal for a 
short time longer.

Disinfectants. 

What is used to disinfect poultry 
houses and how is it done? Is it too 
cold to wash hens now? What is used 
and how is it done?—L. S., St. Louis. 

Any of the advertised disinfectants 
are good. Follow the manufacturers 
instructions. Unless you have proper 
facilities you should not attempt tv 
wash your birds at this time of th> 
year. Washing must be conducted in 
a warm room. Take good-sized tubs. In 
the first the water should be as warm 
as will be comfortable to your hand 
and dissolve in this water two bars of 
ivory soap. This makes a fine, soft 
lather. Hold the bird firmly by the 
legs with one hand and work the lather 
into the plumuge with the other, being 
careful not to break any of the feath- 
ers. After this has been done thor- 
oughly, put the bird in tub No. 2, which 
should contain warm water for rinsing 
the soap suds out of the plumage. Rur. 
your hand through the feathers gently 
until all of the soap has been removed. 
Then place the bird into tub No. 3, 
which should contain water not as warin 
as that in the‘first two tubs and to 
which has been added biuing in about 
the same proportion used for washing 
clothes. After,the bird has been thor- 
oughly rinsed in the third tub it shoulfl 
be roughly dried and placed near 4 
stove, where the feathers should bs 
loosened and separated by running tha

“Batting Average” of Entertainers Is 
Kept Weekly, so That Managers 
Throughout the Country Can Have 
“the Dope” on Any Applicant for 

an Engagement. 


N the upwards of 200 neighborhood theaters and 
moving picture houses of St. Louis, somethiag 
like 22500 vaudeville entertainers appeared in 
1913, according to a conservative estimate based 
on records of the booking agencies. With ad- 
ditional and bigger theaters going up, the total 
for 1914 is expected to exceed that figure. 

Where do they come from, all these legions of acters 
and actresses, these singers, dancers, comedians, acro- 
bats, jugglers, and all the rest of them? The answer 
is: Everywhere. On the bill of an obscure house in 
a quiet neighborhood may be four acts; one of those 
acts may have come from New York City, one from Los 
Angeles, one from Montreal 2nd the other from the City 
of Mexico. 3 

It is remotely possible that one or more of the four 
came from right here in St. Louis; but it is more likely 
that four teams from St. Louis are at the same time 
appearing in New York, Los Angeles, Montreal and 
Quebec. Vaudeville actors, like poker chips, bave no 
home. 

Nearly everyone who has given the matter any thought 
at all, realizes that there is some sort of organization 
for the interchange of acts. How perfect that organi- 
zation is, it is douotful that the actors themselves 
know. But it is perfect. It resembles nothing else in 
ihe business world>so closely as organized baseball, 
with its big leagues, its Class A leagues, its minors 
and “bushers.” 

The unit, instead of being a team, is a booking agency. 
As in baseball, the booking agency contracts for an act 
for a given length of time. It may schedule it for a 
regular turn at the theaters supplied by the syndicate; 
it may keep it for utility purposes to supply a vacancy; 
it may “bench” the turn by not playing it at all, merels 
paying the contract price and “letting ‘em walk,” 4s 
the jargon of the business has it; it may sell it or trade 
it, send it up “to the majors” or out “to the bush.” 

Onee he has signed a contract, the individual player 
has nothing more to say about it. He must go to Po- 
dunk or to Chicago, as the magnates decide. If he jumps 
his contract, he becomes an outlaw, as in baseball, liable 
to action im the courts and certain to be in the bad 
graces of all the recognized booking agencies. 

As in baseball, his future depends upon his ability to 
make good. The reception he gets from the audiences is 
the principal thing in his rating. And he cannot get 
away from his batting average. It is down in a boox. 
where it is accessible to all other agencies, from Maine 
to California. Useless for him to tell the manager in 
Seattle that he hit a .300 clip in Atlanta, if his actual 
average was .116. The Seattle manager will have the 
Atlanta record on him by telegraph within three hours. 


There is one other and even closer analogy between 
the operations of .baseball and booking agencies. And 
that is the seout. Readers of the sport pages know 
that every big baseball team employs an expert to go 
all over the country bunting for new talent. Bookx- 
ing- agencies do the same thing. The ‘movie’ scouts 
bave about the same latitude as the baseball scouts. 
They go wherever they think there is material in pros- 
pect. They use their own judgment in contracting for 
this material And they religiously report to their em- 
ployers everything which may be of interest or com- 
mercial importance. 

In view of the common knowledge that eveywheie 
there are hundreds and hundreds of young men and 
women anxious to get into vaudeville at the “movies,” 
it appears rather surprising that so much time and 
trouble should be taken to get new players and turns; 
but, as in baseball, it is not every youth who can catch 
a pop fly who makes a good professional player, it is 
not every youth with a neighborhood reputation for 
being fanny who can make a professional comedian. 

Broadly speaking, the manager of a booking agency 
is in a perpetual struggle with two probiems: How to 
get desirable talent and how to keep away from unde- 
sirable talent. And neitber is easy to solve. Even 
the scout may make mistakes, and costly ones. And 
ence in a few centuries a novice who fails miserably 
at a try-out ultimately develops into an artist. 

Almost anybody can get a try-out if he thinks he 
has something worth while toshow. But if he is actual- 
ly a novice, the chances are almost hopelessly against 
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practicing law: 

“It takes the average per- 
he declared, “to learn how to w&lk 
out to the center of the stage. It takes five years, on 
ab average, to learn the art of make-up. I can tell 
when a player starts from the wings whether he is 
any good or not. By the time he has got to the cen- 
ter, in nine times out of ten, | have his whobe rating 
and searcely need to look at his turn to size him up. 

“No matter how good a girl may be in parlor theatri- 
cals or at the sohool entertainment, she has to learn 
these things by long experience. Why, she gives her- 
self away, if she tries to dance, by the way she points 
her toe in the first kick! 

“The only satisfactory way is the long way. A girl 
must join the chorus of some show and work up. After 
she has been in the chorus several seasons, if she is

bright and obseervant, she will acquire something of a 
stage presence. Then she will get minor speaking or 
singing parts. The rest depends on herself. The lengih 
of her apprenticeship will depend upon how quickly she 
is and how smart at ‘grabbing stuff.’ 

“It’s the same way with a man. If, for instance, 
he wishes to be an acrobat, he should get a job with 
a big circus for a few years, even if it is only as can- 
vasman. Why, I have known musicians, and good ones, 
too, who had played in theatrical orchestras for years 
but failed miserably on the stage. 

“IT will admit thet you see a lot of pretty bum turns 
at some of the picture shows. You will often say ito 
yourself that you could do better than that. But you 
couldn't. ‘The people you are criticising are working 
up, just as you would have to work up.” 

Gillehan declared that almost daily he aas applica- 
tions from St. Louisans for try-outs. Sons and daugh- 
ters of well-known business men, he said, have tried to 
get a chanee. Most of them have succeeded and have 
appeared—once. The system is this:

may be permitted to go on. 

Jnee before the audience, tne fact that he is a be- 
sinner counts nothing in his favor. The theater is 
a place of business and not a seminary. He has to do 
approximately as well as the standard of the house. 
if he doesn’t, if he falters, if he is awkward, if he con- 
fuses the orchestra, if he “pulls old stuff,” or if for any 
of a thousand other reasons he fails, the manager 
promptly ‘closes the act.” 

“What's the matter?” the unfortunate one asks. 

“Your stuff is rotten,” the unfeeling manager replies. 

“But it is as good as Jim Brown’s, and he’s drawing 
$150 a week.” 

“Maybe, but you ain't Jim Brown.” 

By that the manager means that Jim Brown has mas- 
tered hundreds of little details, the existence of which 
the disappointed novice isn’t even aware. If the novice 
is in earnest, he will keep on working. If he is not, or 
if he is extremely sensitive, the chances are that his the- 
atrical eareer has already ended. 

“A great many of them,” Gillehan explained, “‘actu- 
ally believe it takes pull to get them on. That’s non- 
sense. We are just begging all the time for stuff that 
will really do.” 


Gillehan mentioned many theatrical stars who, he 
said, had gone through the long period of apprentice- 
ship. Weber and Fields, at the outset, did their first 
turn in a New York “continuous” house, where they had 
to appear 19 times a week. Now the same team would 
probably draw $3000 a week and a percentage of the box 
office receipts for showing once or, at the most, twice 
a day. 

Gillehan remembered when Nat M. Wills, with his 
wife, Loretta, were working at Omaha in the Rose Mel- 
ville company, drawing what to Wills then was the 
princely salary of $150 a week. Today Wills draws be- 
tween $1000 and $1500 a week. 


But occasionally the novice reaily does show merit 
and it is for this reason that the scout is employed. The 
scout starts without itinerary or instructions. He goes 
wherever he pleases. In St. Louis he hears from some 
brother on the road that “a fellow down at Amarillo, 
Tex., pulled something new and got a great hand, the 
other night.” Off to’ Amarillo goes the scout. 


He drops into the place where the ‘young fellow” is 
showing and studies his act for a few times. If he likes 
it, or thinks it can be made into something better, he 
guietly approaches the player, and, if possible, gets his 
signature to a‘contra¢t. He knows he has to hurry, 1f 
the man is really worth while, for other scouts from 
other agencies soon will be on his trail. And thai's 
why he goes to Texas without asking his office. He 
can’t afford to lose something good because of a short 
delay. The contract, once signed, is forwarded to the 
agency and thereafter the actor and his turn are at the 
disposal of the booking concern. 


The scout’s labors are not confined to signing play- 
ers. He makes a brief report to the agency on_every act 
he sees. The report tells the kind of act, the number 
of persons, the scenery and “properties,” and an esti- 
mate of how much it would be worth a week. In large 
cities, every act of any impertance is reported to each 
booking agency daily. If any act has made a big hit, 
it is the subject of a special report. 

Very often an independent agent on the ground will 
make a contract with a set of players on a percentage 
basis. These agents, called ‘‘ten pereenters,” bulletin 
the acts with regular agencies, in much thé same way 
as news bureaus send out to big newspapers lists of 
articles that can be furnished on demand. 


Each agency has a number of theaters which it sn»- 
plies. The manager of the theater tells how much it 
wishes to pay and how many acts it wishes. The agency 
then ma-es up a list of attractions for the theater and 
sends them von. Of course, the theater manager can 
summarily “close” any act that does not suit him. 

In that event,.if the act is engaged under what is 
called a “play or pay” contract, the actors merely have 
to appear at the theater at the time directed. The 
agency is responsible for their salaries, whether they 
present their act or not. 

In addition to regular schedules, the agencies have 
what they call “tirkey shows.” Suppose, for some rea- 
son, a theater wishes a whole bill. The agency has 
several acts not regularly scheduled. A program of 
these is made up at an hour’s notice.

[t was instalied recentiy under the supervision of 
I’. Sehwarz, noted taxidermist and member of the 
Academy of Sciences. The whole assemblazce of. birds 
and beasts, heads, antlers, furs, was too large even for 
the generous dimensions of this room. Many 6f the 
trophies were taken to ihe hunting room of Sunset 
Inn. This overflow has be@n called a wonderful col- 
lection within itself. But the real prizes are at the 
Busch country place.

are heavy portals strong enough to defy a battering 
ram and-the windows are high and narrow. At one 
end is the gun rack, containing the best of modern fire 
arms, from an exquisitely chased small gauge shot- 
gun, the gift of the Emperor of Germany, to a hizh- 
power rifle, that would kill at a mile. 

The opposite end is taken up with a stone chimney, 
big enough for a good-size boy te lie in at full length 
in conffort. A tore of logs ready for lighting is in 


‘place. On either flank are ponderous tongs, shovels 


and pokers, the shafts of which are about six feet 
long. Over the high oaken man‘el are the heads ‘of 
three fine mountain sheep and other trophies. Two 
polar bear rugs flank the ehimnéy.on either side. 
Around it are capacious seats. Ten or fifteen persons 
could sit around the fire without being crowded. 


The gem of the trophies to the connoisseur is per 
haps a big caribou head on one of the walls. The size 
of the antlers and their peculiar shape are, according 
to Schwarz, to be matched nowhere in the world 
Searcely less valuable is an e'k head opposite it. The 
antlers have what is called a double beam which. ac- 
cording to Schwarz, it would be impossible to duplicaté. 

Opposite these is the head of a Eurotean wild boar 
which is alse considered a magnificent specimen. There 
is another and snialler boar’s head in one corner, but 
one is likely not to see it because it is almost hidden 
by the great buffalo head to its right. At the left of 
the gum rack is a galaxy-of heads from deer of many 
varieties, including the white tail, black tail, American 
amd African species. 

To the right of the chimney is a‘ collection of African 
horns, ranging in size from graceful stems larger 
than a woman’s fingers into long; sweeping shafts. 
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Fireplace and chandelier of antlers. 


Most of the horns are mounted with a 
small piece of the animal's frontal bones 
and on many of these are written the 
dates when the beasts were shot by Mr. 
Busch. 


Everywhere on the floor are rugs. Be 
sides those made from the two polar 
bears and the tigers_are others with fhe 
héads and claws. of smaller tigers, 
leopards, béars,’ including “a fime cinna- 
mon bear skin.

It took the form of human faces and figures, faces 
that were often recognized as those of dead persons, It 
vanished suddenly er gradually, seeming to be reab- 
sorbed by Eva herself. 

Hundreds of photographs taken at the seances ty 
camera and flashlight showed the ° strange substance 
clearly, like masses of cotton batting or chiffon.

HE most fascinating of dramas, that in 
which, according to the evolutionists, nan 


struggled wpward from a semi-erect ape.

graphic fo m of sculpture by the Belgian 

artist, Louis Mascre, under the supervis- 
lon of M. Rutot, the Belgian geologist 2nd aninropol- 
ogist. , 

Mascte’s serial in stone, which ranges over uncaleu- 
lated ages of ages, is reproduced upon this page. It 
tells with a vividness which words:cov!d scarcely rival 
the progress of man from a gorilla with scarcely a bu- 
man.lineament to the -man.of the Stone Age, when the 
abyss which separates the human race from al! the .other 
animals of the globe bas already grown so wide and 
deep that they*will never be able to bridge it. 


Each of the busts is modeled faithfully upon ean 
fragments of skulls and other bones which anthropol- 
esists have unearthed in deposits of various aeons of 
With one such fragment, science can tTecon- 
struct the entire skeleton of the specimen and clothe it 
with fle-h so as to reproduce a verisimilitude of its ap- 
pearapee in life. In many cases rude weapons and d:aw- 
ings fourd with the fossils have afforded means for 
reconstructing the entire life and habits of the creature 
Yead so many hundreds of thousands of vears. 

The sculptored panorama of man’s evolution begins 
‘with the famous Pithecanthropus erectus, or man-ape, 


the finding of the skull of which in Java during 1892 


‘created a sensation in the scientific world. The in- 
human savage to whom the skull belonged was -nick- 
named the ‘‘missing link.” Ke 

‘With the brutal projection of the jaw and ‘the meap 
sirip of rudimentary forehead which distinguish the 
gorilla from. man, this repulsive creajure already had a 
glimmer of dull intelligence in his eyes. He walked 
nearly érect and was largely a*fruit eater. He had 
scarcely. an iota of thought, as we wnderstand it, but 
had made the immense discovery of tools, could. work 
primitively upon flint and make crude weapons of stone, 
ar)-was already, by reason of his low cunning, -becom- 
ins a thing to be dreaded even by the fiercest and 
sircngest of his fellow animals.

.. The third step is represented by the Galley Hill Man. 
l-éxe, for the first time, a meutality which is unmistaka-

mistake this ereature for an ape. The extremities of 
the arms.are indubitably hands, not paws, and the face 
‘is recognizably a countenance and not a muzzle. The 
Gahey Hill Man’s-weapon is not a club or a stone, but 
a well-modeled -kniffe of flint. 

He; -aceor ding. to Rutot, was one of the first repre- 
sentatives of Homo Sapiens. He had not only subju- 
gated. animals, but had invented the enslavement of his 
‘ellow men-—~an idea which, revolting as it is to our 
modern. conscience, seems never to have oceuried to 
any mon ey. 

The Grenelle Man, in the fourth illustration, displays 
the extreme antiquity of the race of Lapps and Eskimes. 
This example is believed to represent a fusion of Lapp 
races with peoples of earlier t) pes, and is characterized 
by a capacious forehead which musi have made. the 
Grenelle Man a terror not only to the animal world but 
to buman beings of less developed abilities. The ex- 
pression is intelligent, but savagely cruel and ruthiess. 

The Combe-Capelle Man is placed by Rutot in a still 
more advanced age, for he has made the stupendous W)s- 
covery of art! In the sculpture, he is represented as 
drawing a picture upon a piece of flint. : 

The Neanderthal Man, however, 1s regarded hy the 
Belgian scientist as.a survival of an inferior race, proda- 
-bly a slave amaqng ‘such races as those of the Combe- 
Capelle. or the Grenelle men. The Neanderthal skuil, 
as bas been pointed out, is closely resembled by the 
brain pans of aboriginal Australians, the most benighted 
race surviving upon the earth. Brutal as he was, tha 
Neanderthal Man could draw, and is shown making a 
picture upon a° bone. But he is. a “throw back,” ac- 


cording to Rutot, a survivor of the Tertiary Period liv- 


ing. amongst superior rvces, who had conquered and 
enslaved him. 

Remarkable to state, the fragment of skull on which 
the seventh figure is modeled, with its almost photo- 
graphic likeness to the most intelligent tribes of negroes 
in Africa, was found in Sicily! This not only establishes 
the extreme antiquity of the negro race, but the great 
ehanges that have ta:en place in the surface of the 
world. In the Quaternary Epoch, Rutet explains, Sicily 
was part of the Italian peninsula, the Straits of Gi- 
oraltar were closed, and it was possible to walk from 
the zone called Africa to what is called Europe today. 
In ‘that period there are believed to have been great 
northward migrations of negro peoples from Africa to 
Europe. As .is shown by the carved human figure in 
the statue’s hand, this wandering negro had already 
invented the art of sculpture. 

The Cro-Magnon Man, shown in the next statue, was 
contemporaneous with the negro invasion northwards 
and may have aided in repelling it. His tools and wear- 
ing apparel show him to have been a clever worker in 
the handicrafts. 

The man of the Neolithic Age, shown in the last i‘lus- 
iration, is half warrior, half a worker in arms and do- 
mestic implements. It is not difficult to believe ‘hai if 
his son were taken in infancy and put through )ur svs- 
(eth of education, he might develop into an average man 
of the twentieth century.

to wrest the track 


and field athletic 


supremacy away 
from the United States at 
the next Olympian games. 
‘The French, especially, as 
is characteristic of that 
nation when it finds some- 
thing-it wishes to emulate, 
are going seriously into 
the business of training 
athletes for competition 
against the Americans. 

Dr. E. J. Marey of Paris, 
one of the most illustrious 
of present day inventive 
scientists, has comtributed 
to the program with the 
perfection of a new photo- 
graphic method which will 
enable athletes to see them- 
selves in action and study 
faults in form. Dr. Marey 
is the man whose labors in 
1885 made possible’ the 
moving pictures of today. 
He was the first to discover 
a method of making a 
series of rapid-fire pictures 
with one camera. 

It is true that the first 
“animated picture” was 
taken by an Englishman, 
Muvybridge, in California in 
1872. But Muybridge simply 


used a string of 24 cameras to suap horses running. Marey 
13 years. later found a way of making one camera do.the work 


of 24. 


Since then the motion picture camera has developed rapidly. 
The speed with which it took pictures is indeed too.great for 
practical use to athletic trainers. The changes it records of . 
figures in action are infinitesmal. For a long time, a camera 
that would take a series of pictures on one plate that would 
be fast enough to get a complete story of the movement and 
yet not too fast, has been sought. 

This is the problem Marey’s new machine has solved. A 
complete pieture of an athlete turning a somersault in it shows 
only eight or twelve attitudes a7” they appear all on one plate: 


in the ordinary machine 
many times that number of 
postures of a somersault 
would be shown. The re- 
sult is that a careful study 
of essential positions of the 
body at any period in the 
feat can be made by refer- 
ence to the photograph. 
A trainer can point out to 
the performer just wherein 
his position was right or 
wrong. 

Europe’s recognition of 
the need for scme such de- 
vice is in itself a tribute 
to the supremacy of Ameri- 
can athletic methods. Far 
more than in any other 
country, trainers in the 
United States have studied 
what is Usually called 
“form.” Fhe theory of 
“form” is that when any 
given man undertakes a 
given task there is one way 
in which he can perform 
any part of it with the 
maximum of efficiency. 

In a sprint, for instance, 
the position of every part 
of the body at any instant 
either makes for the high- 
est speed or retards it. 
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The giant swing. 
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Hand te hand balancing. 


The purpose of the trainer 
is to find out the things 
that retard and eliminate 
them. It may be only th 
way a runner holds his 
arms or his head; it may 
be the way he breathes: 
it may be the length of 
his stride or the reach of 
his toot as he puts it. 
down and takes it up. in 
a hurdie race the fraction 
of a second of time may 
be saved over the whole 
course by shaving the top 
of each obstacle a fraction 
of an inch closer than the 
athlete has been in the 
habit of doing. 

It is this close attention 
to detail and to “form” 
that have made the Amer 
ican athlete pre-eminent 
and the foreigners havé 
decided that if, they wist 
to compete at even terms 
with the American. they 
must train as scientifically 
as he does. Hence the

S Mr. John Oakhurst, gambler, stepped 

‘into the main street of Peker Fiat on 

the morning of the twenty-third of No- 

vember, 1850, he was cOnseious of a 

change in its meral afmospbere since 

the preceding night. Twe or three men, 

cohversing earnestly together, ceased as 

he approacliied, and exchanged significant glances. There 

wee a Sabbath tuil in the air, which, in a settlement un- 
used: to Sabbath influences, looked ominous. 

Mr. Oakhurst’: calm, handsome face betrayed small 
eoncern in these indications. Whether he was conscious 
ef any predisposing cause was another question. “I 
reckon they’re after somebody,” he reflected; “likely it’s 
me.” He returned to his pocket the handkerchief with 
which he had been whipping away the red dust of Poker

Inu peint of fact, Poker Flat was “after somebedy.” 
It had lately suffered the loss of several thousand dol- 
lars, two valuable horses and a prominent citizen. It 
was experiencing a spasm of virtuous reaction, quite as 
lawless and ungovernable as any of the acts that had 
provoked it. A secret committee had determined to 
rid the town of all improper persons. This was done per- 
manently in regard to two men who were then hanging 
from boughs of a sycamore in the gulch,.and temporarily 
in the banishment of certain other objectionable char- 
acters. I regret to say that some of these were ladies. 
it is but due to the sex, however, to state that their 
impropriety was professional, and it was only in sach 
easily established standards of evil that Poker Fiat 
ventured to sit in judgment. 

Mr. Oakhurst was right in supposing that he was 
ineluded in this category. A few of the cemmittee had 
urged hanging him as a possible example and a sure 
wethed of reimbursing themselves from his pockets of 
the sum he had won from them. “It’s agin justice,” 
said Jim Wheeler. ‘“‘to let this yer young man from 
Rearing Camp—an entire stranger—carry away our 
money.” But a crude sertiment of equity residing in 
the breasts of those whe had been fortunate enough to 
win from Mr. Oakhurst everruled this narrower lecal 
prejudice. | 

Mr. Oakhurst received his sentence with philosephic 
ealm, none the less coolly that he was aware of the 
hesitation of his judges. He was too much of a gambler 
net to accept fate. With bim life was at best an ufcer- 
tain game; he recegnized the usual percentage in favor 
of the dealer. 

4 body of armed men accompanied the deported wick- 
edness of Poter Flat to the outstirts of the settle- 
ment. Besides Mr. Oakhurst, who was known to be a 
coolly. desperate man, and for whose intimidation the 
armed escort was intended, the expatriated party -con- 
sisted of a young woman familiarly known as “The 
Duchess,” another who had won the title of “‘Mother 
Shipton,” and “Uncle Billy,” a suspected sluice robber 
and confirmed drunkard, The cavalcade provoked no 
comments from the spectators, nor was any word ut- 
tered by the escort. Only, when the gulch which marked 
the uttermost limit of Poker Flat was reached, the lead- 
er spoke briefly and to the point. The exiles were for- 
bidden to return at the peril of their lives. 

As the escort disappeared, their pent-up feelings found 
vent in a few hysterical tears from “‘The Duchess,’ some 
bad language from “Mother Shipton.” The philosophic 
Oakhurst alone remained silent. -He listened calmly to 
“Mother Shipton’s’’ desire to cut somebody’s heart out, 
to the, repeated statements of “The Duchess” that she 
would die in the road and to the. alarming oaths that 
seemed to be bumped out of “‘Uncle Billy” as he rode 
forward. With the easy good humor characteristic of 
his class, he insisted upon exchanging his own riding 
horse, Five Spot, for the sorry mule which “The Duch- 
ess” rode. But even this act did not draw the party in 
any closer sympathy. The young woman readjusted her 
somewhat bedraggied plumes with a feeble, faded :o- 
quetry; “Mother Shipton” eyed the possessor’ of Five 
Spot with malevolence, and “Uncle Billy” included the 
whole party in one sweeping anathema. 

The road to Sandy Bar—a camp that, not having as 
yet experienced the regenerating influences ef Poker 


Flat, consequently seemed to offer seme invitation to 


the emigrants—lay over a steep mountain range. It was 
distant a day’s severe travel. In that advanced season 
the party soon passed out of the moist, temperate re- 
gions of the foothills into-the dry, eold, bracing air of 
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the Sierras. The trail was narrow and difficult. At 
noon “The Duchess,” rolling out of her saddle upon 
the ground, declared ber intention ef going no further, 
and the party. halted. 

The spot was singularly wild and. impressive. A 
wooded amphitheater, surrounded on three sides by 
precipitous cliffs of naked granite, sloped gently toward 
the crest of another precipice that overlooked the valley. 
it was unodoubtedly the most suitable spot for a camp, 
had camping been advisable. But. Mr. Oakhurst knew 
that scarcely half the journey to Sandy Bar was accom- 
plished and the party was not equipped or provisioned 
for delay. This fact he pointed out to his companions 
curtly, with a philosophic commentary en the folly of 
“throwing up their hand before the game was played 
out.” But they were furnished with liquor, which in 
this emergency. stood them in place of food, fuel, rest 
and prescience. in spite of his remonstraaces it was not 
long before they were more or less under its influence. 
“Unele Billy” passed rapidly from a bellicose state into 
one of stupor, ‘The Duchess” became maudlin and 
“Mother Shipton” suored. Mr. Oakhurst alone remained 
erect, leaning against:a rock, calmly surveying them.

to the side of her lover. 

Mr. Oakhurst seldom troubled himself with sentiment, 
still less with propriety, but he had a vague idea that 
the situation was not fortunate. He retained, however. 
his presence of mind sufficiently to kick “Uncle Billy,” 
who was about to say something, and ‘‘Uncle Billy” was 
sober enough to. recognize in Mr. Oakhurst’s kick a su- 
perior power that would not bear trifling with. He then 
endeavored to dissuade Tom Simson from delaying 
further, but in vain.

As he Was bright and quick at 
his books and had, even as a 
child, a winning personality 
that made him a fayorite 
the personages re- 
ceived at the White House, 
the President may: have hoped 
that his namesake would fol- 
low in his footsteps and some 
day become «master of the 
White House in his own right. 

But fortune, after smiling so fairiy upon ner darling, 
turned vengefully against him when he was 13 years 
old and inflicted upon him an injury which ruined his 
entire life. It was in the year after Johnson had 
emerged triumphantly from the impeachment proceed- 
ines pressed against him by Congress.

own son died early and Stover was his only male de- 
scendant in the direct line. Large sums of money were 
spent and many noted surgeons and specialists were 
retained, but their efforts were in vain. Mrs. Stover 
and the boy accompanied Johnson into private life in 
Tennessee when his term ended in 1869, and lived with 
him until his death in 1875. His estate was left to his 
two daughters, Mrs. Stover.and Mrs. Emma Patterson. 

In the hope that a change of climate and scenes might 
restore her son to health, Mrs. Stover, after her father's 
death, took dim to Texas and Arizona. In the‘latter 
commonwealth they lived for several months near an 
Indian reservation, and Stover, with the eagerness »% 
a child, although he was then nearly 27 years old, made 
friends with the Indians and studied their arts. He 
learned to draw on bark with the juice of berries pic- 
tures of animals and bir’s. He acquired woodcraft and 
skill in fishing and hunting. It was here that the child-

Ghostland’s Latest Wonder Exposed & 


Mss Bertha Barklay, an associate and collaborator of 
the brothers Durvills, teaders in the psychic world and 
implacable enemies of fraud, published an article in the 
Psychic Magazine, in which she identified faces in the 
phetographs taken at Eva C.’s seances as reproductions 
of pictures that had appeared on the cover page of a 
magazine called Le Miroir. She noted that within a day 
or two of the publication of,each portrait in the maga- 
zine it made its appearance in the cabinet of the medium. 

President Wilson, President Poincare, Paul Deschanel, 
Czar Ferdinand of Bulgaria, Monna Delza, other act- 
resses and notables, were picked out as the originals of 
the “spirit” photographs. In each case the picture in 
Le Miroir had been roughly retouched with a crayon—a 
mourtache had been drawn on President Wilson, for 
example; but such details as the creases in a cravat, 
the design of a scarf pin, the shadow on a collar, made 
the identification certain. 

Moreover, in one of the phetographs appeared vague- 
ly the letters MIRO, evidently a fragment of. the head- 
line of Le Miroir. Miss Barklay asserted that these faces 
gn the photographs were no materializations, but that 
#<.a had taken the retouched cover pages of Le Miroir 
{nto the cabinet with her, hung them on an almost in- 
visible wire, draped them with wet chiffon or some sach 
substance, and in the gloom of the curtained cabinet 
bad shown them at the psycholegical moment. 

In the possession of this Magazime are a few odd copies 
of Le Miroir which substantiate the assertions of Mile. 
Barklay. For example, on pages 305, 309 and 310 of 
Prof. Schrenck-Notsing’s book are photographs of the 
face that appeared at the seance of Aug. 5, 1912, which 
any child could identify as the face of Mile. Marie Le- 
conte, the actress, which formed the cover page of Le 
Miroir on Aug. 4, 1912. And on pages 390 and 392 are 
pictures taken at the seance of Feb. 23, 1913, which are 
easily identified as the portrait of the Czar of Bulgaria, 
printed in Le Miroir on Oét, 13, 1912. 

As to the white, cloud-like matter that seemed to 
issue from the medium’s body, Miss Barklay wrote: 

“This enigmatical matter is moved by a thread that 
is quite visible in some of the photographs and that is 
worked by Eva herself’ A white handkerchief upon the 
black background of her robe simulate her motionless 
hand, while this hand is behind her back pulling the 


string.” 


Mme. Bisson indignanily denied the possibility of 


’ guch a fake and explained the similarity of the pictures 
by saying Eva must have seen the portraits in Le 
Miroir and carried away such a deep mental impression 
of them that the matter her mind gave forth took those 
forms at the ensuing seances. 


And Eva, when asked to explain the letters MIRO in 
the photograph, replied after much hesitation that “spir- 
its loved to see themselves in mirrors.” Defiantly, Mme. 
Bisson repeated her 20,000 franc challenge. But there 
was no more jubilation among the psychics. The cold 
orthodox scientists merely smiled. Other blows fell in 
quick succession. . . 

The editor of the Paris Matin published a letter offer- 
ing 50,000 francs ($10,000) to Mme. Bisson if she would 
reproduce “before a committee of scientific persons yet 
to be selected the phenemena described in Mme. Bisson’s 
book, and under conditions in which all possibility of 
trickery shall be excluded "’ ' 

The Matin vouched for the genuineness of the offer 
and the ability of its maker to pay the money, but with- 
held his name at his request, saying merely that he 
was a man who had been present at some of Eva's se- 
ances, had been convinced that they were “the most 
childish and grotesque of conjuring tricks,” and that 
he had no faith whatsoever in the “mediumnic powers 
of the fair Eva.” : 

J. Joliiwet Caatelot, editer of a psychic magazine, had 
a few unkind werds te say about Eva, the medium. She 
wasehe said, none other than Marthe Beraud, the no- 
torious medium who had mystified Prof. Charles Richet 
at Algiers in 1906, by materializing for him the seul of 
a Hindoe priest who calied himself Bien-Boa. This 
materialization led to a lively. battle in 1906, when two 
eminent jawyers, Maitre Mersault and Maitre Edmond, 
related how Mile: Marthe Beraud had told them, as a 
great joke, how she fooled Prof. Richet, and proceeded 
to show them the simple way in which she had done it. 


As if this were not enough, Prof. G. L. Duprat, di- 
rector of the Psychological Laboratory of Aix-en Prov- 
ence, to whom Prof. Ribot, editor of the Revue Philo- 
sophique, had intrusted the task of reviewing Mme. 
Bissen’s book, wrote to Prof. Ribot that the precau- 
tiohs Prof. von Schrenck-Notzing and Mme. Bisson had 
taken against deception were entirely inadequate; that 
Eva's explanation of the fragment MIRO of the word 
Miroir convinced him that if she were acting in good 
faith, she was at least the “victim of a subconscious 
activity in prestidigitation.” 

The German professor and the French widow stand 
bravely te their story. They emphatically deny that 
they could have been deceived, even if Eva had been 
capabie of fraud, which they do not believe. But the 
skeptical men of science no longer feel that the founda- 
tions of their faith have been knocked from under them. 
They are not attaching so much importince to the mate- 
rializations described ia the twe big boots as they were 
inclined to do when first these apneared. However,

the case is not yet closed. The allegations of fraud 
against Eva C. rest upon circumstantial evidence, strong, 
it is true, but still insufficient to convict her.’ And 
when charges of fraud are made the burden of proof is 
upon those making them, and the accused must have 
the benefit of every doubt, being presumed by the law 
to be innocent until actually proved guilty of the good 
faith and earnestness of Mme. Bisson and Prof. von 
Schrenck-Notzing there is no doubt. It must be said 
for the latter at least that in his book he does no the- 
orizing. He merely recounts what he saw, as he saw it, 
with all the circumstances and conditions under which 
he saw it and leaves his readers to draw such conclusions 
as they like. Probably the psychists and spiritualists 
will wrangle over the affairs for years to come. Mean- 
while the scientific world has recovered from its shock. 
It will not at present be obliged to revise all its theories 
and reeast the famous old scientific epigram: 


“What is matter? Never mind’

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Cleaning Silver 
in an Electric Bath 


N most of the big department stores 
electric siiver polishers are being 
sold and demonstrated. These 
“take the place of and are a great 

improvement over the old-fashioged sil- 
ver polishes. which consisted of either 
chemicals that would dissolve the tarnish 
or powders that» would rub it off. 

L.. V. Redman describes in the Scien- 
tific American a new form of polish 
which is, he says, unesualed for cheap- 
ness and efficiency:

The powder is put into the boiling water 
and the sheet of metal is thrown in 
among the silver articles which are be- 
ing cleaned.

The 
cleaning is done in a moment and sev- 
eral pieces of silver may be cleaned at 
the same time 

“As soon as the cleaning is accom- 
pliche? the metal should be taken out 
end washed in hot water and dried: 
o'herwise it.-may have a slightly vel 
low color and taste bitter or brassy. 
These effects are due to the soda which 
remains upon the surface of the silver 
and tarnishes it vellow.”

He remfmds us that, although this 
country 4s surrounded by water on 
every side, and therefore does not lack

moisture, yet we do not spend our time | 


in or near the surrounding waters,’ but 
live for from nine to twelve months of 
every year inclosed in the overheated, 
badiv ventilated rooms of apartments 
ranging from those of elegance to those 
of tenements, and leave such apartments 
usually to work in superheated office, 
store fr factory buildings, or in sweat- 
shops, often called by some other name. 
Hence, the doctor avers, when we 
speak of climatic influence—and there 
eertainly is sueh an influence-—it is the 
climate of our rooms, of the caves which 
we inhabit for the greater part. of our 
weather conditions outside our habita- 
tions and offices.

absorb much more- moisture 
than it should, and this en- 
ergetic aetion will result in 
a too thorough drying of the nasal and 
postnasal passages. Thus the natural 
watery mucous becomes inspissated or 
thickened and forms hard clots and 
seabs, which, acting ‘like foreign bodies 
in the nose as well as in the retrophar. 
ynx, set up a constant irritation and at 
last so inflame the nasal fWfembrane as 
to produce a chronic nasal or pharyngeal 
catarrh, all this happening the more 
easily when the subject's ‘general condi- 
tion is below par.

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Sisiaa Music 
Makes the Hair Grow 


HAT the playing of stringed in- 
struments is beneficial to the 
hair and the playing of brass 
instruments destructive, is the 

assertion made quite seriously in_ the 
Musical News, an English publication, 
by Henri de Parville. 

Hie bases his statements upon obser- 
vation of musicians. If you are bald, 
learn.the violin or piano, the strains of 
whic¥ have an‘ undeniably preservative 
effect upon the hair. All male pianists 
have an Ysaye-like head of hair, and it 
is a notable fact, too, that A. cello, 
harp,and the double bass all partake of 
the beneficial effects of the piano. The 
clarinet and the flute are also beneficial, 
when one begins to get a little thin on 
the tep. 

Brass instruments, however, will make 
you as bald as a billiard ball, and the 
trombone and cornet despoil the most 
hirsute man of his locks with surpris- 
ing speed and certainty. The trombone, 
indeed, is the worst of all’ for it is es 
timated that in five or sixe years the 
plaver loses at least 60 per cent of his 
hair. 

Needless to the latter announce- 
ment on the part of M. de Parviille has 
aroused considerable interest. among 
brass-instrument makers and his views 
are backed up in no uncertain manner 
by those in the profession. One well- 
knwn musician classifies baldness 
among brass instrumentalists as follows: 
About 80 per cent of the trombonists go 
bald, and 60 per cent of euphonium play- 
ers and hornwinders: quite half of the 
cornet players lose their hair through 
performing on that particular instru- 
ment, and about 45 per cent of the bas- 
soon players. 

Furthermore, it is pointed out that 
these instruments are also extremely 
deleterious to the progress of the mus- 
tache, but curiously enough,. encourag- 
ing to the beard. The flute, it is said. 
when regularly played has a woner- 
ful effect on side whiskers: but there 
is always the danger with these wind 
instruments of losing not only the hair 
but the teeth, and it is mentioned that 
a bandsman, after exercising his art 
for some years, is almost certain to lose 
his front teeth unless great care be taken. 
Freudenthal advises that we avoid dust 
and dry air in our homes and offices by 
doing away with the centralized system 
of house heating: that we get moisture 
into living rooms by installing some 
kind of humidity generating plant, and 
that we restore the all-but-lost function 
of the skin, the great regulator of body 
temperature, to its normal physiological 
action. by eschewing a surplus of cloth- 
ing that literally chokes and suffocates 
its’ pores, by taking frequent cold water 
baths followed by vigorous friction, and 
by regularly exposing the bare skin for 
a considerable time daily to the tonic 
action of fresh air. 

Lastly, we are advised not to eoddle 
ourselves or our Children, not to be 
afraid of the coldest air, snow, rain or 
wind, but to look upon drafts and all 
inclemencies of the weather as harden- 
ers which will go farther than all the 
drugs to prevent that most preventable 
of all diseases, a cold..

New Theory of- 
How Bacteria Get In 
Their Deadly Work 


MONG the riddles that the doe- 

tors are trying to solve is this: 

How do the bacteria of disease 

produce their evil effects? Sev- 

eral theories have veen advanced, noue 

of which seems perfectly satisfactory. 

It is important that the question be an- 

swered and answered correctly, for on 

the answer depends the ultimate verdict 

aS to LOW the attacks of these bacteria 
shall be met and counteracted. 

One entirely new theory has just been 
set forth by Drs. F. H. Thiele and D. 
Embleton in a leading German medical 
magazine. It is an accepted fact that 
bacteria give off poisonous matter called 
toxins; according to these German 
physicians these toxins are ‘ cleavage 
produets derived from their living pro- 
teid substances under the influence of 
the ferments present in the bedy of the 
host, but toxic only at a certain stage 
in the p.wocess of disintegration. 

If this be true, it follows that the in- 
jurious nature of bacteria depends up- 
on the quality and quantity of the fer- 
ments in the blood of the person the 
germs are attacking. For the bacteria 
to do harm there must be first enough 
of these ferments to decompose suffi- 
cient of the protein of the bacteria to 
cause toxic effects, but not enough to 
do harm. 

Drs. Thiele and Embleton assert that 
harmless bacteria are transformed into 
active germs if the body of their hest 
produces suitable ferments. In _ proof 
of this they cite their own experiments 
on rabbits, the blood of which they 
rendered by vaccination peculiarty sensi- 
tive and found that when eertain perfect- 
ly harmless bacteria were injected these 
behaved exactly like the germs of tu- 
berculosis, and the rabbits died. 


This suggests that possibly tubereu- 
lar bacilli may, sometimes at least, de- 
velop from that common class of 
less baeteria known as_ saphophytic, 
which means feeding on dead matter. 
Should this prove to be the case, it 
world sbed a flood of light wpon the 
origin of tuberculosis. 


Vaccine Prevents 


Whooping Cough 


N a review of recent literature on 
whooping cough Dr. Alfred Fried- 
lander of Cincinnati says that. the 
United States public health reports 

of 1910 gave the following death rates 
per 100,000: Whooping cough, 11.4 per 
cent; scarlet fever, 11.6 per cent; measles, 
12.3 per cent, and diphtheria, 3.4 per 
cent. ; 

“Special interest attaches to the ques- 
tion of vaccine or serum therapy,” he 
says. “Nicolls and Conor made vaccine 
from pure culture of the Bordet-Gengou 
bacillus, put up (after proper treatmen:) 
in emulsion of physiological salt solution. 
Each Grop represented about 400,000,009 
bacteria, and in treatment from 1-5 drops 
were given (being further diluted in sa:! 
solution). Of 104 cases treated, 37 (35 
per eent) were cured very rapidly, 40 (38 
per cent) greatly improved and 27 (26 
per cent) not affected. In the case of 
cure, the improvement eccurred very rap- 
idly, usually after the second inoculation 
Injections were given subcutaneously into 
the thigh. Klimenko reports very good 
results in a series of 35 cases. In the 
majority of eases the.serum seemed to 
have a beneficent effect in reducing the 
number and severity of the paroxysm-, 
and in the improvement of pulmonai y 
complications when they existed. Scott 
treated 17 eases, aged from 5 months to 
83 years, who were for the most part poor, 
ill-nourished and badly developed. He 
first gave doses of 10,000,000 to infants 
and 20,000,000 to children—twice a week. 
Later this dose was increased four times. 
No bad resutts oceurred. All were cured 
except three, and they showed distinct im- 
provement. 

“Bamberger reports six cases, using 20,- 
000,000. bacteria every other day. Tte 
treatment seemed rather to lessen the se- 
verity of the attacks and abort complica- 
tions, rather than to shorten the duration 
markedly, although only two of the cases 
lasted as long as six weeks. The author 
feels that the sooner treatment is begun 
the better the results, and suggesis that 
muéh larger doses might be used, appar- 
ently without harm .and probably with 
benefit.

Kinesthesia Is Our 
Sixth Sense 


INESTHESIA is our sixth sense. 
kK It was named by Dr. George Van 


Ness Dearborn of the Tufts 
Medical School. It is that mus- 
evlar sense through which we are conr- 
scious of the motions of the body -nd its 
parts. According to Dr. Dearborn, this 
sense ma’ es it possible for us to pos- } 
sess that quality called skill: its defi- 
cieney, carried to an extreme, may result 
in utter feebleness of mind, lack of con- | 
trol and inability to live the life of san- 
ity and normality. These opinions Dr. 
Dearborn deduces from experiments made 
by him recently on the behavior and func- 
tions of this important thuscular sense. 
Contributed first to The American Jour- 
nal of Psychology, Dr. Dearborn’s paper 
has now been reprinted in separate form, 
and the quotations given below are ex- 
cerpts from it. He writes: 
“Just as, psychologically considered, 
vision is undoubtedly the ‘queen’ of the 
senses, so physiologically the processes 
inherently relating to movement, posture, , 
weight, spatiality, ete.. are assuredly the 
most important. Th the universal integra, 
tion of sensations, vision in a way may 
even be considered the mental homolog 
of the bodily kinesthesia, as a litti« 
thought readily shows. Only now are ed- 
uecators beginning to realize the indis- 
pensable usefulmess always and every- 
where of hkimesthesia, the ‘feelings of 
movement.” Kinesthesia is about, how- 
ever, to come into its own as a primary 
and essential sense. Without it, co-ordi- 
nated and adapted bodily movement and
